Senator  Kelley,  of  Crawford,  offered  Senate  concurrent  reso- 
lution No.  2: 

Reaolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  authorized  to  proonre  bill 
files  for  the  members  of  the  legislature. 

Laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Kimball  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  6: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein:  Whereas,  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  state  printer 
was  instructed  to  make  such  preparations  as  might  be  necessary  to  the 
end  that  at  this  session  of  the  legislature  the  journals  might  be  printed 
at  the  close  of  each  day's  proceedings,  ready  for  inspection  and  ap- 
proval on  the  succeeding  day;  and 

Whereas,  The  state  printer  has  made  preparations  to  print  the  jour- 
nals according  to  said  resolution:  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  journal  clerk  be  instructed  to  furnish  to  the  state 
printer,  at  the  close  of  each  day's  proceedings,  A  copy  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  that  day,  and  that  the  state  printer  cause  the  same  to  be  printed 
and  furnished  to  the  respective  houses  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
on  the  succeeding  day. 

Resolved,  That  the  journals  be  printed  in  the  same  form  as  the  jour- 
nals of  1889,  and  that  upon  approval,  and  correction  if  necessary,  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  be  printed  from  the  same  type  to  make  the 
bound  volumes  of  the  journal  required  by  law. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  economizing  space  in  the  jour- 
nals, the  several  daily  roU-oalls  to  ascertain  a  quorum  shall  note  the 
total  number  present,  and  record  only  the  names  of  the  absentees; 
also,  by  requiring  that  the  journals  shall  simply  show  that  officers  are 
"sworn  in  according  to  law,"  leaving  out  the  form  of  oath;  also,  that 
the  reports  of  the  engrossing  committees  shall  be  made,  and  appear  in 
the  Journals,  bunched  from  time  to  time,  as  the  committee  may  report, 
designating  each  bill  by  number  and  title,  leaving- off  the  formal  parts 
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of  the  separate  reports,  as  heretofore  made;  also,  that  the  reports  of 
all  other  standing  committees  follow  the  same  form,  except  when  the 
-committees  shall,  owing  to  amendment  reported,  or  for  some  other 
anffloient  reason,  deem  it  necessary  to  make  a  separate  report  upon  any 
bill;  and  that  the  Oommittee  on  Rnles  is  hereby  instructed  to  embody 
the  substance  of  this  resolution  in  a  rule  carrying  out  its  intent. 

Senator  Osborn  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  3 : 

Reaolvedy  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  inform  the  House  of 
Representatives  that  the  Senate  is  now  organized  with  Lieutenant  Qov- 
ernor  A.  J.  Felt,  president;  Hon.  F.  P.  Harkness,  president  pro  tern.; 
A.  G.  Staoey,  secretary;  and  L.  C.  Smith,  sergeant-at-arms;  and  await 
the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

Adopted. 

Senator  Forney  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  6  : 

Resolved^  That  the  sergeant-at-arms  be  instructed  to  cause  the  Senate 
chamber  to  be  properly  swept,  dusted,  and  cleaned  in  the  evening  after 
adjournment. 

Amended  by  directing  the  sergeantat-arras  to  detail  a  certain 
number  each  day  to  do  the  work,  and  adopted. 

Senator  Lockard  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  3: 
Be  it  resolved  by  the  SenatSj  the  House  concurring  therein:  The  gov- 
ernor is  hereby  authorized  to  supply  coal  from  tHe  state  mines  at  Lan- 
sing to  settlers  in  western  Kansas  who  lost  their  crops  by  reason  of  the 
drouth  of  1890:  Providedy  That  no  fuel  be  furnished  to  anyone  who  has 
available  means  of  purchasing  the  same:  And  provided  further^  That 
the  purchasing  of  fuel  does  not  conflict  with  any  contract  now  in  ex- 
istence between  the  state  of  Kansas  and  other  parties  for  its  output  of 
coal.  Such  fuel  to  be  distributed  under  such  rules  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Which  resolution  was  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Emery  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  5: 

Resolved,  That  L.  R.  Baldwin  be  added  to  the  list  of  pages,  and  that 
he  be  assigned  to  the  president  of  the  Senate  and  be  under  his  control 
and  direction. 

Adopted. 

Senator  Mecheni  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  1 : 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein^  That  a  committee  of  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three 
on  the  part  of  the  House,  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of 
their  bodies,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  at  once  to  call  upon  his  excellency 
the  governor  and  notify  him  that  the  legislature  of  this  state  is  now 
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folly  organized  and  ready  for  basiness  ;  and  that  it  is  now  ready  to  re- 
oeive  any  oommunioation  he  may  see  fit  to  sabmlt  to  the  legislature. 

Adopted. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  Senators  Mechem  and 
Carroll  of  Leavenworth  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Mechem  reported  that  the  committee  had  discharged 
their  duty,  and  the  governor  would  communicate  to  the  legisla- 
ture in  writing. 

Senator  Osborn  offered  the  following,  Senate  resolution 
No.  7: 

Resolvedj  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  requested  to  supply  the  sen- 
ate with  a  suitable  supply  of  stationery. 

Senator  Hays  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  4 : 
Re9olved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives concurring  therein,  That  the  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  furnish  f  10  worth  of  postage  stamps  to  each  senator  and 
representative,  chief  clerk  of  the  house,  secretary  of  the  senate,  and 
lieutenant  governor. 

Adopted,  under  suspension  of  the  rules : 

Senator  Martin  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  8: 
Whereasj  Since  the  last  session  of  this  senate,  this   body  has  sus- 
tained the  toss  of  one  of  its  most  respected  senators  in  the  death  of 
Senator    £.  E.  Swearngin,  of   Concordia,   representing  the  Thirty- 
second  district  of  this  state  : 

Therefore  resolved.  That  the  president  of  the  Senate  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  senators  to  draft  suitable  resolutions,  and  report  them 
to  this  body  at  an  hour  to  be  fi^ed  by  said  committee,  at  which  time 
such  resolutions  shall  be  considered  by  the  Senate,  and  suitable  me- 
morial addresses  be  made. 

Senator  Forney  moved  that  the  Senate  adjourn  until  two 
o'clock  p.  M.,  which  motion  prevailed.

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A  message  from  the  Governor  was  presented  by  his  private 
secretary. 

The  President  made  the  following  announcement: 

Committee  on  resolutions  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Senator 
Swearngin:  Senators  Martin,  Bentley,  and  Wheeler. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Moody,  the  message  from  the  Governor 
was  read,  as  follows : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives:  The  absolute  in- 
dependence of  each  of  the  several  coordinate  branches  of  the  gov- 
ernment, executive,  legislative  and  judicial,  is  jealously  hedged 
about  in  the  frame-work  of  the  constitution.  But  these  several 
branches  are  designed  to  constitute  one  harmonious  whole,  acting 
together  in  a  spirit  of  friendly  cooperation  to  the  end  that  the 
best  results  in  government  may  be  attained. 

Hence  the  constitutional  requirement,  in  obedience  to  which  it 
becomes  my  duty  and  pleasure  as  well  to  address  you  at  this 
time,  communicating  for  your  consideration  such  information  as 
I  may  possess,  together  with  such  recommendations  touching 
needed  legislation  as  may  have  been  suggested  by  observation  and 
experience  during  the  past  two  years  of  my  incumbency  as  chief 
executive. 

The  making  of  laws  for  a  great  state,  with  its  varied  interests 
and  vast"  concerns,  involves  grave  responsibilities,  presupposing  an 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  needs  and  condition  of  the  people, 
some  degree  of  familiarity  with  the  methods  of  legislation,  and 
sufficient  time  for  the  discussion  of  important  measures.  The 
people,  however,  at  the  late  election  refiised  to  extend  the  life 
of  the  legislative  session  beyond  the  fifty-day  limit  prescribed  in 
the  constitution.  And  experience  admonishes  us  that,  aside  from 
the  consideration  of  appropriation  bills  and  other  measures  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  the  state  government,  but 
little  time  usually  remains  for  the  due  consideration  and  discussion 
of  legislation  of  a  general  character.  The  necessity,  therefore,  of 
economizing  time  by  promptness  in  organization  and  the  utmost 
diligence  and  industry  afterward,  is  so  important  that  I  cannot 
forbear  the  suggestion. 

For  the  time  being,  the  prosperity,  the  honor  and  good  name  of 
Kansas,  are  in  an  especial  degree  within  your  keeping.  And  shar- 
ing with  you  this  high  responsibility,  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  as 
fellow-citizens  of  the  state,  having  a  common  interest  in  its  affairs 
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and  alike  concerned  in  whatever  may  promote  the  well-being  of  all 
the  people,  there  will  be  manifest  at  all  times  both  friendly  coop- 
eration and  substantial  accord  in  all  matters  of  state  concern^  re- 
gardless of  whatever  difference  of  view  may  exist  respecting  those 
qnesdona  falling  wholly  within  the  scope  of  congressional  legisla- 
tion. 

KANSAS— THIRD  DECADE. 

Kansas  has  rounded  out  the  third  decennial  period,  and  her 
growth  in  the  last  decade  is  certainly  gratifying,  as  shown  by  the 
following  vital  statistics  irom  the  reports  of  the  state  board  of  ag- 
riculture: The  population  of  the  state  in  1880  was  996,096;  in 
1890, 1,423,485;  a  gain  of  43  per  cent.  The  number  of  acres  of 
field  crops  in  1880  was  8,868,884;  in  1890, 12,844,921 ;  a  gain  of 
44.6  per  cent '  The  value  of  the  field  crops  in  1880  was  $63,111,- 
634;  in  1890,  $79,268,081 ;  a  gain  of  25.6  per  cent.  The  value 
of  farm  products  in  1880  was  $80,500,244;  in  1890,  $129,144,- 
909;  a  gain  of  60.4  per  cent.  The  value  of  live  stock  in  1880 
was  $61,563,956;  in  1890,  $113,533,342;  a  gain  of  84.2  per  cent. 
The  total  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  state  in  1880  was 
$160,570,761;  in  1890,  $347,717,218;  a  gain  of  116.5  percent. 
The  amount  of  capital  invested  in  manufactures  in  the  state  in 
1880  was  $11,192,315;  in  1890,  $45,000,000;  a  gain  of  302  per 
cent.  The  number  of  public  school  districts  in  1880  was  6,134; 
in  1890,  9,022;  a  gain  of  2,888.  The  number  of  children  of 
school  age  in  1880  was  340,647;  m  1890,  509,614;  a  gain  of 
168,967.  The  value  of  school  property  in  1880  was  $4,633,044; 
in  1890,  $10,617,149;  an  increase  of  $5,984,105.  The  number 
of  church  edifices  in  1880  was  964,  in  1890,  2,339;  a  gain  of 
1,375.  The  value  of  church  property  in  1880  was  $2,430,385 ;  in 
1890,  $8,801,870;  an  increase  of  $6,371,485.  The  total  mileage 
of  railroads  in  the  state  in  1880  was  3,400;  in  1890,  8,866;  an 
increase  of  5,466  miles,  or  near  three  hundred  per  cent. 

The  population  above  given  is  from  the  federal  census  for 
1890,  which  groups  Kansas  with  twelve  of  the  most  prosperous 
and  rapidly-growing  states  of  the  west,  and  of  the  Union.  Yet 
but  four  of  these  exceed  Kansas  in  percentage  of  gain  in  the  past 
ten  years. 

Indeed,  Kansas  has  advanced  another  step  in  relative  rank  in 
population  among  the  states,  standing  nineteenth  now  instead  of 
twentieth,  as  in  1880.     In  the  race  of  progress  she  has  passed 
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many  of  her  elder  sisters,  including  some  that  were  in  at  the 
birth  of  the  Union,  more  than  a  century  ago ;  not  in  population 
alone,  but  in  all  the  material  elements  that  go  to  make  a  great 
-and  prosperous  commonwealth. 

The  growth  of  our  cities  during  the  period  is  very  remarkable. 
Eight  may  be  selected  of  the  number  showing  a  percentage  of 
gain  in  population  ranging  from  one  hundred  and  fifteen  to  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  or  an  average  increase  of  over  three 
iiundred  per  cent. 

The  state  census  shows  a  steady  annual  gain  from  1880  up  to 
and  including  1888.  Since  then,  as  appears  from  the  late  fed- 
eral census,  we  have  suffered  a  slight  falling-off  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state,  more  especially  in  the  newly-organized  counties. 
During  some  of  the  past  seasons  in  these  counties  the  rewards  of 
-agriculture  have  not  been  commensurate  with  the  faith  and  cour- 
age displayed  by  the  brave  men  and  women  who,  in  the  face  of 
trying  conditions  ever  incident  to  pioneer  life,  are  creating  homes 
and  institutions  in  western  Kansas.  But  these  pioneers  ace  stimu- 
lated in  their  struggle  by  the  belief  that  like  conditions  and  diffi- 
culties have  characterized  the  settlement  of  the  state  in  its 
progress  from  the  Missouri  river  to  the  western  boundary. 

Practical  legislation  designed  to  encourage  these  people  in  west- 
em  Kansas  should  have  early  and  favorable  attention.  In  this 
-connection  your  consideration  is  invited  to  the  report  of  a  con- 
vention held  at  Oberlin,  Decatur  county,  in  December  last,  to 
consider  the  subject  of  irrigation,  and  to  ask  state  and  national 
legislation  in  aid  of  the  movement. 

The  matter  of  first  importance,  perhaps,  is  to  secure  congres- 
sional legislation  to  settle  certain  inter-state  questions  arising  out 
of  the  subject  of  irrigation ;  and  to  this  end  it  will  be  advisable 
to  memorialize  congress  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary in  the  premises. 

PRESENT  CONDITIONS. 

The  general  condition  of  the  state  is  steadily  improving,  and, 
all  things  considered,  compares  very  favorably  with  that  of  other 
agricultural  states  of  the  west.  If  there  be  any  difference,  the 
cause  is  apparent,  and  easily  traced.  The  unbroken  series  of 
bountiful  harvests  from  1882  to  1886,  inclusive,  quickened  every 
interest,  and  launched  the  state  upon  a  period  of  development  the

most  remarkable  in  its  history.  Farm  lands  and  real  estate  of 
every  kind  rapidly  appreciated  in  value,  with  which  every  interest 
promptly  sympathized.  Towns  and  cities  doubled  and  trebled^ 
and  assumed  *costly  metropolitan  airs.  New  lines  of  railway  were 
extended  in  every  direction,  aided  by  lavish  issues  of  municipal 
bonds.  In  the  four  years  beginning  with  1885  more  than  four 
thousand  miles  were  added  to  our  extensive  system  of  railway^ 
now  exceeding  that  of  any  other  state  in  the  Union,  save  one. 

During  the  same  time  over  300,000  people  settled  in  the  state, 
and  twenty-four  new  counties  were  organized.  Frontier  lines  were 
thus  pracucally  wiped  out,  and  settlement  suddenly  extended  to 
the  western  boundary. 

The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  state  during  these  years,  unfor- 
tunately, begot  a  spirit  of  adventure  and  speculation  which 
spread  contagiously.  Money  was  abundant,  and  was  borrowed 
without  stint  for  investment  by  hopeful  men  banking  on  the  fut- 
ure, as  if  the  tide  of  prosperity  would  never  ebb.  But  it  did. 
The  natural  reaction  set  in,  precipitated  by  a  series  of  short  com 
crops  from  1887  to  1890,  broken  only  by  the  splendid  crop  of  1889. 

There  is,  therefore,  nothing  either  mysterious  or  discouraging  in 
the  present  conditions.  Improvident  borrowing  and  speculation 
during  the  period  described,  and  short  crops  since,  tell  the  story. 
The  past  three  years  have  tested  the  mettle  of  men  as  well  as  the 
resources  of  the  state,  and  the  wonder  is  that  we  have  come  out  of 
the  ordeal  so  well,  with  faith  in  Kansas  unshaken. 

The  worst  is  over,  and  £he  future  full  of  hope.  Agriculture, 
our  great  industry,  is  exhibiting  unmistakable  signs  of  improve- 
ment. While  the  product  of  1890  was  below  the  average,  prices 
have  been  very  encouraging.  Farmers,  especially  in  the  older 
portions  of  the  state,  are  in  better  condition  than  they  were  a 
year  ago ;  and  careful  investigation  discloses  the  fact  that  private 
indebtedness  is  being  steadily  reduced.  Indeed,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  state  is  already  rebounding  from  the 
marked  depression  of  the  past  three  years,  and  resuming  her 
wonted  career  of  prosperity  and  progress. 

Remedial  Measures. — In  the  work  of  recovery,  time  and 
oonfidenoe  are  the  all-important  factors.  Legislation  may  con- 
tribute much  to  the  general  purpose,  but  is  not  the  panacea  for 
all  the  ills  of  human  kind.  To  be  helpful  even  in  our  present 
condition,  it  must  keep  constantly  in  view  the  importance  of  pre- 
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serving  the  good  name  and  honor  of  the  state,  and  that  high 
standard  of  credit  so  long  enjoyed  throughout  the  United  States 
and  in  Europe.  This  involves  the  strict  observance  of  equal  and 
exact  justice  in  respect  to  the  holder?  of  obligations,  both  public 
and  private,  with  just  regard  at  the  same  time  for  that  equity  and 
good  faith  due  to  debtors  as  a  protection  against  unseemly  greed 
and  unnecessary  oppression. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  reports  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer,  herewith  submitted, 
for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30th,  1889,  and  June  30th,  1890, 
show  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  funds  as  follows :

Appropriations  for  the  Current  Fiscal  Year. — The 
balance  of  general  revenue  fund  in  the  state  treasury,  December 
31,  1890,  was  8374,980.36.  To  this,  the  auditor  estimates  that 
the  following  amounts  may  be  added  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1891:  From  taxes,  8590,882;  penitentiary,  852,415;  in- 
surance, 835,000;  library,  83,000;  other  sources,  82,000:  total, 
81,058,277.36. 

The  undrawn  appropriations  for  the  current  fiscal  year  amount 
to  8566,023.43;  estimated  deficiencies,  875,000;  estimated  legis- 
lative expenses,  8100,000 ;  rtiid  coupons  to  be  paid,  836,000:  total, 
$777,023.43.  Leaving  an  estimated  balance  of  such  fund  in  the 
treasury  June  30, 1891,  8281,253.93, 

This  statement  is  based  upon  an  estimated  collection  of  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  state  taxes  for  1890,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  dur- 
ing the  current  fiscal  year,  and  upon  receipts  from  penitentiary 
and  other  sources  being  the  same  as  during  the  corresponding  six 
months  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  It  has  been  carefully  made 
for  your  information,  in  the  consideration  of  appropriations  for 
the  balance  of  this  fiscal  year.  There  are  no  sources  from  which 
an  increase  of  this  balance  may  be  anticipated.  I,  therefore, 
earnestly  urge  the  exercise  of  rigid  economy  in  all  appropriations 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  so  that  this  estimated  unexpended  bal- 
ance may  be  as  far  as  possible  preserved,  and  the  rate  per  cent,  of 
taxation  for  the  next  year  proportionately  decreased. 

As  explanatory  of  the  875,000  deficiency  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  revenue  of  the  current  dscal  year,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  legislature  of  1889  omitted  to  appropriate  for 
per  diem  and  mileage  of  directors  of  penitentiary,  reformatory 
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commissioners,  trustees  of  state  charitable  institutions,  regents  of 
the  agricultural  college,  normal  school,  state  university,  and  police 
commissioners.  The  law  stipulates  the  compensation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  these  several  boards  and  commissions.  It  devolves  upon 
the  legislature  to  provide  payment.  An  estimate  of  the  amount 
required  to  meet  this  liability  is  included  in  the  report  of  the 
auditor,  except  the  amount  due  the  police  commissioners.  There 
are  six  cities  of  the  first  class,  commissioners  for  which  were  ap- 
pointed April  1,  1889. 

Permanent  School  Fund. — Included  in  the  aggregate  of 
receipts  for  the  two  fiscal  years  1889  and  1890,. are  the  following 
amounts  received  by  me  from  the  general  government,  transferred 
to  the  state  treasurer,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  permanent 
school  fund:  November  23, 1888,  $26,700.95;  February  23, 1889, 
$93,653.93 ;  March  25, 1889,  $39,395.04 ;  July  30, 1889,  $43,790.32 ; 
August  21,  1889,  $139,836.30;  June  5,  1890,  $69,923.55.  Since 
the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  I  received  from  the  general  gov- 
ernment, and,  on  the  25th  day  of  November,  1890,  transferred  to 
the  state  treasurer,  $160,067.51,  which  has  been  credited  to  this 
fund.  This,  added  to  the  amounts  named,  makes  a  total  of  $573,- 
367.60  addition  to  this  fund  from  the  general  government  during 
the  last  two  and  a  half  yeare.  The  permanent  school  fund,  on  the 
31st  of  December,  1890,  amounted  to  $5,593,639.83,  of  which 
$5,574,168.73  is  invested  in  bonds,  leaving  an  uninvested  balance 
of  only  $19,471.10,  The  school  fund  commissioners,  upon  whom 
devolves  the  duty  of  investing  this  fund,  have  shown  commendable 
care  and  good  judgment  in  keeping  it  securely  and  closely  invested. 

Veterinary  Fund. — Referring  to  the  report  of  the  state  au- 
ditor, I  find  a  balance,  in  what  is  named  the  "veterinary  fund,"  of 
$18,226.10.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  provisions  of  sea  6798,  General  Statutes  of  1889.  Therein  it 
is  made  obligator}'  on  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  and 
advice  of  the  senate,  to  appoint  a  veterinary  surgeon.  I  made  the 
appointment  during  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1889,  which 
was  promptly  confirmed  by  the  senate.  The  salary  of  the  veteri- 
nary surgeon  is  fixed  by  law  at  $2,500  per  annum.  The  legisla- 
ture, however,  failed  to  make  an  appropriation  to  meet  this  salary, 
and  ever  since  the  30th  of  June,  1889,  the  veterinarian  has  de- 
voted his  time  and  borne  his  own  expenses,  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  position,  and  is  equitably  entitled  to  the  com- 
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pensation  provided  by  law.     I  recommend  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  for  this  purpose,  out  of  the  "  veterinary  fund." 

State  Debt. — ^The  aggregate  bonded  debt  of  the  state  amounts 
to  $801,000,  of  which  $12,500  becomes  due  in  1894,  $36,500  in 
1895,  870,000  in  1896,  $200,000  in  1897,  $220,000  in  1898, 
$159,000  in  1899,  $18,000  in  1908,  and  $85,000  in  1909. 

The  auditor's  report  shows  that  $536,000  of  this  amount  is 
owned  by  the  permanent  school  fund,  and  $9,000  by  the  state 
university  fund,  leaving  amoimt  of  bonds  owned,  outside  of  the 
state  funds,  $256,000. 

Under  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1887,  whereby  the  state  as- 
sumed the  payment  of  certain  guerilla-raid  claims,  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  the  principal  of  which  aggregates  $352,963.91,  have 
been  issued  by  the  auditor  of  state.  This,  less  the  first  install- 
ment of  $35,296.39  paid,  with  the  bonds  before  mentioned,  con- 
stitutes the  total  state  debt. 

Bounty  for  the  Manufacture  of  Sugar. — By  the  act  of 
1887,.a8  amended  by  the  act  of  1889,  provision  was  made  for  pay- 
ment of  a  bounty  on  sugar  manufactured  in  this  state,  from  beets^ 
sorghum,  or  other  sugar-pelding  canes,  or  plants,  grown  in  Kan- 
sas, to  the  amount  of  two  cents  per  pound,  but  no  appropriation 
was  made  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Under  this  law, 
claims  against  the  state  have  been  filed  with  the  auditor  by  a  num- 
ber of  companies,  for  the  years  1889  and  1890,  which  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  proper  committees  of  your  respective  bodies,  for  such 
adjustment  as  good  faith  requires. 

While  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  was  doubtless  wise  at  the 
time,  in  view  of  the  late  act  of  congress  revising  the  tariff  sched- 
ules and  giving  a  bounty  of  two  cents  a  pound  on  all  sugars  man- 
ufactured in  the  United  States,  as  an  equivalent  for  the  duty 
removed,  the  question  is  presented  whether  the  bounty*offered  by 
this  state  should  not  be  repealed. 

MUNICIPAL  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  auditor's  report  exhibits  the  municipal  indebtedness  of  the 
state  in  detail,  county,  city,  township,  village,  board  of  education, 
and  school  district,  the  grand  total  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1890, 
being  $37,119,977.33.  This  is  divided  among  the  several  munici- 
palities, as  follows:  County  bonds  and  warrants,  $15,231,604.87; 
township  bonds  and  warrants,  $8,080,130.22;    city   bonds   and 
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warrants,  $7,900,764.26 ;  school-district  bonds  and  orders,  $5,907,- 
477.98.  The  amount  in  sinking  funds  July  1,  1890,  was  $628,- 
316.95,  leaving  a  net  total  municipal  indebtedness  on  that  date  of 
$36,491,660.38. 

On  the  first  of  July,  1884,  the  municipal  indebtedness  of  the 
state  amounted  to  $15,951,929.86.  On  the  first  of  July,  1886, 
it  was  $17,779,299.42.  On  the  first  of  July,  1888,  it  had  in- 
creased to  $31,107,646.90.  On  the  first  of  July,  1890,  it  had 
reached  the  sum  of  $37,119,977.33,  less  the  amount  in  sinking 
funds,  as  above  stated. 

Notwithstanding  the  warnings  contained  in  every  executive  mes- 
sage for  the  past  six  years,  this  form  of  indebtedness  continues  to 
grow  at  a  rate  and  with  a  persistency  well  worthy  of  serious  legis- 
lative consideration. 

It  has  been  stated,  and  is  doubtless  approximately  correct,  that 
80  per  cent,  of  all  our  county,  township  and  city  bonds  has  been 
issued  in  aid  of  railroad  construction ;  and  the  legislature  of  1887, 
by  an  act  more  wise  than  timely,  perhaps,  reduced  the  limit  of 
such  aid  from  $4,000  to  $2,000  a  mile.  It  would  seem  that  the 
time  had  arrived  when  further  restrictions  should  be  laid  in  the 
same  direction,  and  the  power  of  these  various  municipalities  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  any  manner  very  materially  reduced  and  bet- 
ter guarded. 

Local  Taxation. — Municipal  indebtedness  suggests  local  tax- 
ation, a  burden  voluntarily  contracted  by  the  people  of  the  vari- 
ous municipalities  in  bonds  voted  to  aid  railroads  and  other  public 
improvements.  The  amount  of  taxation  levied  for  all  purposes 
on  the  assessed  valuation  for  1889  was  $13,432,319.95,  as  follows: 
State,  $1,535,784.80;  county,  $4,145,234.20;  city,  $2,054,745.60; 
township,  $1,457,570.71 ;  and  school,  $4,238,984.64;  or  an  aver- 
age of  $3.72  upon  each  $100  of  assessed  value. 

Thus  it  appears  how  largely  our  tax  burdens  are  local  and 
self-imposed.  And  it  is  gratifying  to  note  how  small  are  the  de- 
mands for  state  purposes,  compared  with  the  tribute  annually 
levied  for  the  support  of  county,  township  and  city  government, 
especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  state  is  annually  ex- 
pending large  sums  in  the  erection  and  extension  of  public  insti- 
tutions, not  alone  for  present  use,  but  for  future  generations. 

Our  system  of  local  government  is  entirely  too  complicated  and 
expensive ;  and,  while  imposing  wise  and  wholesome  limitations 
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upon  tbe  power  of  municipalities  to  incur  indebtedness,  as  rec- 
ommended, it  will  be  well  to  inquire  whether  the  ordinary  expense 
of  conducting  their  affairs  may  not  be  reduced  by  improved  meth- 
ods and  the  enforcement  of  that  rigid  economy  which  should  ever 
characterize  the  administration  of  government,  whether  local  or 

general. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

Your  attention  is  urgently  invited  to  the  very  elaborate  report 
of  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  exhibiting  in  de- 
tail the  condition  of  our  common  schools,  and  discussing  in  an 
able  and  suggestive  manner  our  whole  educational  plan.  Nothing 
short  of  a  careful  reading  of  this  report  can  give  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  condition  or  extent  of  our  grand  system  of  pop- 
ular education. 

The  receipts  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  includ- 
ing balance  from  previous  year,  from  district  taxes,  county  school 
funds,  sale  of  school  bonds,  and  all  other  sources,  were  85,696,- 
659.96.  The  disbursements  for  the  same  time  for  teachers'  wages, 
incidentals,  library  and  school  apparatus,  sites,  buildings  and  fur- 
niture, and  all  other  purposes,  were  $4,972,966.86;  leaving  a  bal- 
ance in  hand  of  district  treasurers,  June  30, 1890,  of  $723,693.10. 

This  vast  expenditure  annually  made  in  bejbalf  of  popular  edu- 
cation, and  derived  very  largely  from  direct  taxation,  demands 
the  greatest  possible  results,  and  your  attention  is  directed  to  the 
numerous  suggestions  of  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion for  the  betterment  of  our  common-school  system. 

HIGHER  EDUCATION. 

The  higher  educational  institutions  are  not  quite  so  close  to 
the  popular  heart  as  the  common  schools,  but  they  are,  after  all, 
a  part  of  our  general  plan  of  education,  and  the  obligations  of  the 
state  respecting  them  are  expressly  defined  and  well  understood. 
Hundreds  of  our  young  men  and  women  are  availing  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  for  higher  education  which  they  offer  even  to 
the  humblest  who  may  aspire,  and  their  continued  growth  and 
prosperity  should  be  the  desire  of  every  citizen. 

The  University. — ^The  history  of  the  university  during  the 
past  two  yeaiB  has  been  somewhat  eventful,  but  on  the  whole  its 
present  condition  is  extremely  gratifying.  Early  in  this  adminis- 
tration, Chancellor  J.  A.  Lippincott,  after  years  of  honorable  and 
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efficient  service,  voluntarily  tendered  his  resignation,  to  take  effect 
the  first  of  September,  1889.  Pending  the  selection  of  a  successor, 
W.  C.  Spangler,  Esq.,  was  made  vice-chancellor,  and  discharged 
the  duties  of  such  position  with  marked  ability  and  fidelity.  After 
much  anxious  inquiry  and  casting  about  for  a  worthy  successor  to 
Dr.  Lippincott,  Prof.  F.  H.  Snow  reluctantly  consented  to  accept 
the  position,  and  was  accordingly  selected  as  chancellor  by  the 
unanimous  voice  of  the  board,  his  term  commencing  July  1, 1890. 
Professor  Snow  has  been  connected  with  the  faculty  since  1866, 
and  conspicuously  identified  with  the  upbuilding  of  the  institution. 
He  has,  by  long  years  of  unselfish  labor  and  ripe  scholarship, 
contributed  much  to  the  present  success  of  the  university ;  and  by 
his  thoughtful  and  valuable  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  practical  inter- 
ests of  the  state,  he  has  become  well  and  favorably  known  to  the 
people.  He  is  a  Kansas  man,  and  the  board  acted  wisely  in  put- 
ting him  at  the  head  of  the  University  of  Kansas. 

Assisted  by  the  present  faculty,  which,  in  experience  and  ability, 
compares  favorably  with  the  instructors  in  the  best  colleges  of  the 
east,  with  a  liberal  policy  on  the  part  of  the  state,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  Chancellor  Snow  will  soon  make  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kansas  what  it  was  designed  to  be. 

The  uuivecsity  belongs  to  the  people,  and  the  report  discloses 
the  encouraging  fact  that  its  students  come  from  every  walk  in 
life,  over  forty  per  cent,  of  them  being  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
farmers  and  artisans.  The  attendance  is  steadily  gaining  in  num- 
bers year  by  year,  with  increasing  facilities  and  growing  reputa- 
tion for  efficient  work.  The  last  legislature  made  an  important 
departure  from  the  former  method  of  granting  specific  appropria- 
tions for  the  sup|X)rt  of  the  university,  by  an  act  which  practically 
appropriates  in  bulk  the  proceeds  of  a  certain  levy.  This,  in  a 
manner,  leaves  the  disbursement  entirely  with  the  board,  free  from 
the  usual  legislative  supervision ;  and  too  much  care  and  prudence 
CAunot  be  exercised  in  the  premises.  Enthusiasm  for  the  univer- 
sity must  not  be  jjermitted,  as  often  happens,  to  result  in  extrava- 
gance. It  should  be  tempered  with  a  due  regard  for  the  condition 
of  the  tax-payers  of  the  state,  and  restrained  by  a  rigid  observance 
of  business  principles. 

Agricultural  College. — During  the  past  two  years  this 
institution  has  continued  to  grow  and  prosper  in  every  material 
respect.     It  has  been  for  the  past  ten  years,  as  now,  in  charge  of 
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President  Fairchild,  and  the  remarkable  growth  made  during  that 
time  is  both  creditable  to  him  and  gratifying  to  the  state.  The 
attendance  is  constantly  increasing,  for  the  last  year  the  enrollment 
teaching  515  students  from  sixty-two  counties  of  this  state,  and 
dxteen  other  states,  territories,  and  foreign  countries.  As  the 
president  states  in  his  report,  "  Farmers'  children  hold  the  fort 
342  strong;  mechanics  of  various  kinds  are  represented  by  24; 
business  men  by  49 ;  editors  and  other  professional  men  by  24 ; 
miscellaneous,  12."  Evidently  the  people  are  getting  good  returns 
for  all  it  costs  the  state  in  support  of  the  agricultural  college. 

Its  condition,  financial  and  otherwise,  together  with  needed  ap- 
propriations, will  be  found  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  in  your 
hands,  all  of  which  it  is  hoped  will  receive  prompt  and  liberal 
consideration. 

The  Normal  School. — ^The  excellent  work  being  done  in  this 
school,  its  constantly-increasing  attendance,  and  general  prosperity, 
are  gratifying  to  the  state  and  complimentary  to  the  president  and 
faculty.  The  teachers  trained  here  go  out  into  our  common  schools 
to  increase  their  efficiency.  An  analysis  of  the  attendance  shows 
more  females  than  males,  the  total  being  1,120  for  1889-90,  against 
930  for  the  previous  year.  Eighty-two  counties  and  four  hundred 
old  soldiers'  families  are  represented.  Of  674  pupils  in  the  normal 
department  reporting,  454  are  from  the  farm  and  most  of  the 
others  are  from  the  humbler  walks  of  life.  The  needed  appropri- 
ations for  carrying  on  this  institution  are  stated  in  the  report, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  promptly  and  favorably  considered. 

If  an  appropriation  is  made  to  enlarge  the  site,  as  requested, 
the  board  of  regents  should  be  empowered,  if  necessary,  to  institute 
condemnation  proceedings  for  that  purpose. 

THE  STATE  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

It  is  gratif^dng  to  state  that  the  management  of  our  eight  benevo- 
lent institutions  has  been  frugal,  efficient,  and  judicious.  Their 
condition,  both  as  regards  the  care  of  the  inmates  and  the  financial 
affiurs  pertaining  to  their  maintenance,  is  set  forth  in  the  very 
comprehensive  report  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  charge,  covering 
the  past  two  years.  A  careful  study  of  this  report,  together  with 
such  visitation  as  it  is  your  duty  to  exercise  during  the  session, 
is  absolutely  essential  to  an  accurate  understanding  of  the  present 
conditions  and  future  needs  of  these  great  charities. 
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The  constitution  recognizes  the  obligations  of  society  in  requir- 
ing the  maintenance  of  institutions  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the 
defective  and  dependent  classes,  and  the  people  have  never  com- 
plained of  the  burden  imposed.  Believing,  however,  that  charity 
is  not  stinted  by  prudence,  they  demand  that  these  institutions 
shall  be  economically  and  carefully  administered.  The  reason- 
ableness of  this  is  apparent,  when  it  is  remembered  that  they 
require  for  their  support,  even  with  the  most  judicious  manage- 
ment, so  large  a  per  cent,  of  all  the  money  raised  by  taxation  and 
appropriated  for  carrying  on  the  state  government. 

It  is  noteworthy  and  characteristic  of  the  wise  financial  policy 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  that  of  the  $731,686.11  appropriated 
two  years  ago  for  the  support  of  these  charities,  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $50,749.88  has  been  returned  to  the  state  treasury. 
The  average  number  cared  for  annually  in  the  eight  institutions 
during  the  two  years  was  1,939,  at  a  net  total  cost  of  $672,085.61 ; 
the  per  capita  cost  being  $173.30.  The  average  number  of  inmates 
cared  for  during  the  preceding  two  years  was  1,605,  at  a  cost  per 
capita  of  $198.48 ;  a  marked  increase  in  one  direction,  and  a  grati- 
fying decrease  in  the  other. 

Including  officers  and  employ^,  there  are  nearly  2,500  inhab- 
itants in  our  eight  eleemosynary  institutions.  Though  each  is 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  superintendent  selected  with 
special  reference  to  the  duties  to  be  performed,  the  general  super- 
vision involves  serious  responsibility,  requiring  much  time  and 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  Insane  Asylums. — The  order,  discipline,  and  general 
condition  of  these  asylums  is  reported  as  excellent.  The  average 
number  cared  for  during  the  biennial  period  at  Topeka  was  723, 
and  at  Osawatomie  504 — a  total  of  1,227;  somewhat  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  capacity,  stated  to  be  1,200.  During  the  two  years, 
as  stated  by  Superintendent  Eastman,  195  applications  for  admis- 
sion have  been  either  rejected  for  want  of  room,  accepted  upon  re- 
moval of  other  patients,  or  suspended.  Hundreds  of  insane  are 
being  kept  in  the  county  jails  and  poor-houses  for  lack  of  room  in 
the  asylums.  Though  the  demands  were  then  urgent,  the  last  leg- 
islature made  no  provision  for  additional  buildings  for  the  insane. 
The  needs  in  this  direction  have  grown  with  time,  and  there  should 
be  no  further  delay  in  the  discharge  of  our  manifest  duty  to  these 
unfortunate  people. 
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The  board  recommends  additional  cottages  at  Osawatomie,  and 
an  executive  building  at  Topeka  The  additional  cottages  at  Osa- 
watomie  would  give  more  immediate  relief,  at  less  cost,  than  the 
executive  building  suggested  for  the  officers  at  Topeka;  but,  in 
any  event,  I  heartily  indorse  the  recommendations  of  the  board 
that  a  third  asylum  for  the  insane  be  provided  for,  to  be  located 
farther  west,  where  water,  drainage  and  all  the  conditions  neces- 
sary may  be  found. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute. — This  school  is  prosperous,  under 
the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Walker,  whose  very  interesting  report 
must  be  read  to  properly  understand  the  important  work  being 
done.  The  average  number  of  pupils  during  the  two  years  re- 
ported was  213,  representing  seventy  counties  of  the  state.  The 
central  building,  for  which  the  legislature  of  1887  appropriated 
$51,000,  has  been  completed,  and  $500  appropriated  by  the  last 
legislature  has  been  judiciously  invested  in  a  well-selected  library. 
While  the  school  seems  to  be  full,  the  board  makes  no  demand  for 
extension  of  buildings  at  present.  The  management  of  Professor 
Walker  and  his  subordinates  receives,  and  evidently  merits,  the 
unqualified  commendation  of  the  board. 

The  Reform  School. — This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
our  benevolent  institutions.  The  average  number  of  boys  present 
during  the  two  years  was  189.  Under  the  efficient  direction  of 
Dr.  Buck  the  school  continues  to  thrive  and  perform  the  wise  mis- 
sion for  which  it  was  created.  The  SI, 500  appropriated  two  years 
ago  for  a  hospital  building  has  been  judiciously  expended  for  that 
purpose.  More  cottages  are  asked  for,  and  shops  for  the  purpose 
of  inaugurating  a  system  of  industrial  training.  This  is  doubt- 
less desirable,  and  will  come  in  time.  But  we  should  first  take 
care  of  our  insane,  whose  claims  upon  our  charity  are  stronger 
than  those  of  the  wayward  boys. 

Idiotic  and  Imbecile  Institution. — Two  years  ago  Dr.  C. 
K.  Wiles  succeeded  H.  M.  Greene,  resigned,  as  superintendent  of 
this  institution.  The  choice  seems  to  have  been  a  wise  one,  and 
the  work  of  caring  for  these  peculiarly  helpless  people  is  being 
kindly  and  intelligently  performed.  The  asylum  is  crowded  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  there  being  103  inmates,  and  applications  for  63 
more  on  file.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  institution 
was  designed  for  the  care  and  development,  so  far  as  possible,  of 
juvenile  imbeciles.     The  law  did  not  contemplate  an  asylum  for 
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adult  idiots,  for  apparent  reasons.  But  there  are  some  of  the  pres- 
ent inmates  who  have  been  there  since  the  foundation  of  the  asy- 
lum, and  are  about  reaching  the  age  of  majority,  with  no  authority 
vested  in  the  board  under  the  law  to  discharge  them.  Some  pro- 
vision should  be  made  at  once  for  disposing  of  such  caseis,  unless 
it  shall  be  the  declared  policy  of  the  state  to  thus  care  'for  all  of 
its  idiotic  and  imbecile  people,  regardless  of  age.  In  that  event, 
the  room  must  be  considerably  extended. 

Industrial  School  for  Girls. — The  last  legislature  pro- 
vided for  the  organization  of  an  industrial  school  for  girls  in  need 
of  corrective  influences  and  training,  to  be  located  at  Beloit,  and 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  on  a  site  to  be  selected  by  the  board, 
of  not  less  than  forty  acres,  to  be  donated  by  the  city. 

The  board  promptly  organized  a  state  school  at  Beloit,  which 
supplanted  and  practically  absorbed  the  little  school  of  the  kind 
that  had  been  maintained  there  by  the  benevolent  efforts  of  the 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  To  the  unselfish  work 
of  these  women,  therefore,  is  due,  in  large  measure,  the  benefi- 
cent legislation  for  the  creation  of  this  institution. 

In  June,  1889,  the  board  after  careful  consideration,  selected 
a  site  of  eighty  acres,  a  half-mile  north  of  the  city,  and  having 
secured  title  to  all  but  ten  acres,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a 
building.  The  city,  unable  to  perfect  the  title  to  ten  of  the  eighty 
acres,  has  turned  into  the  state  treasury  the  amount  of  money 
it  was  to  pay  therefor.  Good  faith  characterized  the  whole  trans- 
action, and  the  site  has  been  wisely  selected. 

A  handsome  and  commodious  building,  costing  SI  6,989,  has 
been  completed,  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  school.  It  is  of  na- 
tive stone,  sixty  by  one  hundred  feet  in  size,  two  stories,  with 
basement,  and  attic  dormitory,  designed  to  accommodate  one  hun- 
dred children.  A  boiler-house,  steam-heating  apparatus,  and  cis- 
terns for  present  water-supply,  have  been  added. 

There  were,  at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  thirty-five  children 
in  school,  and  applications  for  sixty  more  on  file.  The  school  is  now 
in  charge  of  Miss  Martha  P.  Spencer,  superintendent,  a  lady  of  ex- 
perience and  ability  as  well  as  enthusiasm  for  the  work.  Being 
in  its  infancy  as  an  institution,  it  will  require  special  attention 
at  your  hands;  and  the  recommendation  of  the  board  in  relation 
thereto  will,  it  is  hoped,  have  prompt  and  careful  consideration. 

School  for  the  Blind. — This  school,  for  the  past  two  years, 
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bas  been  in  charge  of  Col.  Allen  Buckner,  with  John  L.  Waller 
as  master  of  handicraft.  The  latter  position  has  been  abolished 
by  order  of  the  board,  to  take  effect  January  1st,  instant.  The 
school  has  been  well  conducted,  including  the  industrial  depart- 
ment, the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the 
period  being  seventy-five. 

The  north  wing,  for  the  construction  of  which  the  legislature  of 
1887  appropriated  $18,000,  has  been  satisfactorily  completed,  and 
m  use  for  some  time. 

The  very  interesting  report  of  Colonel  Buckner  is  worthy  of 
special  consideration. 

Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. — This  institution  has  been,  since 
August  1,  1888,  under  the  superintendence  of  Charles  E.  Faulk- 
ner, whose  long  experience  in  connection  with  state  charities 
eminently  fits  him  for  the  work.  A  careful  examination  of  his 
report  discloses  the  excellent  condition  of  the  home,  so  far  as 
management  is  concerned.  The  average  number  of  children  cared 
for  during  the  biennial  period  was  111,  which  is  in  excess  of  its 
capacity.  The  home  in  fact  is  overcrowded,  with  many  appli- 
cations on  file.  In  consequence  of  this  condition,  as  provided  by 
the  law  creating  the  institution,  preference  is  given  to  the  children 
of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Union  army  and  navy. 

The  board  recommends  the  erection  of  three  cottages  large 
enough  to  accommodate  thirty  or  forty  each,  and  other  needed 
improvement,  in  all  of  which  I  most  heartily  concur,  and  trust 
the  subject  will  receive,  as  it  deserves,  your  early  and  earnest  at- 
tention. 

THE   STATE  SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

By  an  act  of  congress,  approved  March  3, 1889,  that  portion  of 
the  old  Fort  Dodge  military  reservation  upon  which  the  buildings 
were  situated,  including  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
acres  of  land,  was  granted  to  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  purpose 
of  a  soldiers'  home,  to  be  located  thereon,  and  maintained  by  the 
state.  In  anticipation  of  such  grant  the  last  legislature  provided 
for  the  creation  of  such  home,  and  appropriated  810,000  for  the 
first  two  years.  In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  legislature,  a 
board  of  managers  was  appointed,  and  the  home  has  been  ac- 
cordingly located  on  the  site  granted,  five  miles  east  of  Dodge 
City,  on  the  Arkansas  river. 

A  full  statement  of  the  origin,  location  and  organization  of  the 
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home,  likewise  its  present  condition  and  future  wants,  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  board,  now  in  your  hands. 

The  home  is  projected  on  the  cottage  plan,  and  admits  not  the 
old  soldier  alone,  but  beneficently  includes  his  good  wife  and  such 
other  members  of  his  family  as  may  be  dependent  upon  him  for 
support.  Attention  b  called  to  the  act  of  congress,  above  referred 
to,  which  requires  that  a  home  shall  be  supported  "for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  officers,  soldiers  and  marines  who  have  served 
in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States,  their 
dependent  parents,  widows,  or  orphans."  These  terms  make  no 
reference  to  when  the  service  was  rendered,  whether  it  was  during 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  before,  or  sinpe.  They  would  seem  to 
impose  an  obligation  upon  the  state  other  than  that  contemplated 
by  the  act  of  the  legislature,  and  wholly  out  of  keeping  with  the 
value  of  the  land  granted,  the  price  of  which  was  one  dollar  and  a 
quarter  an  acre.  A  modification  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  in  this 
particular  could  probably  be  secured  without  much  trouble. 

The  inmates  of  the  home  on  the  first  of  November  last  numbered 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  including  old  soldiers,  widows,  wives 
and  children.  A  school  is  maintained  for  the  children,  and  in  all 
respects  the  inmates  are  well  cared  for.  A  good  portion  of  the 
land  belonging  to  the  home  is  ready  for  cultivation,  which  will  be 
a  source  of  some  profit,  and  furnish  light  employment  for  most  of 
the  old  soldiers. 

The  board  has  evidently  employed  the  limited  means  at  its  dis- 
posal judiciously,  and  faithfully  tried  to  carry  out  the  design  of 
the  legislature.  And  I  trust  it  is  unnecessary  to  commend  a  lib- 
eral policy  on  the  part  of  the  state  toward  this  most  worthy  insti- 
tution. 

THE  ELLSWORTH  REUNION  GROUNDS. 

The  legislature  of  1889  appropriated  $36,000  to  be  used  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  the  improvement 
of  the  reunion  grounds  near  the  city  of  Ellsworth,  and  the  money 
has  been  accordingly  expended.  The  plan  adopted  by  the  trustees, 
in  conjunction  with  the  state  board  of  charities,  was  to  erect  build- 
ings for  the  use  of  annual  reunions  and  such  other  public  gather-: 
ings  as  it  might  be  desirable  to  hold  in  the  interest  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  war  fpr  the  Union.  Accordingly  an  auditorium 
has  been  erected,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  four  thousand ;  a  dining- 
hall  with  culinary  department  attached,  and  accommodations  for 
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three  hundred,  has  been  constructed ;  also  a  headquarters  build- 
ing, with  separate  apartments  for  the  grand  army,  woman's  relief 
corps,  sons  of  veterans,  and  loyal  legion.  In  addition  to  these, 
fifteen  brick  cottages,  of  three  rooms  and  cellar  each,  have  been 
completed,  and  some  of  them  occupied  by  indigent  soldiers  and 
their  families. 

Enough  of  the  money  appropriated  remains  unexpended  to  pay 
for  the  construction  of  a  system  of  water-works,  which  it  was  ex- 
pected would  be  secured  for  use  during  the  present  winter. 

THE  STATE  PENITENTIARY. 

The  financial  afiairs  and  general  condition  of  the  penitentiary 
are  faithfully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  board 
of  directors,  warden  and  other  officers,  and  the  showing  is  emi- 
nently satisfactory.  The  biennial  period  covered  by  the  report 
embrace  the  last  ten  months  of  Capt.  John  H.  Smith's  warden- 
ship,  and  fourteen  months  of  the  term  of  Col.  George  H.  Case, 
the  present  warden,  who,  with  the  valuable  aid  of  Deputy  Warden 
John  Higgins  and  other  faithful  subordinates,  has  fully  maintained 
the  deservedly  high  standing  of  the  institution  as  a  model  prison. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  biennial  period  there  was  received 
in  cash  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury  firom  contract  labor,  board- 
ing United  States  prisoners,  sales  of  coal,  and  firom  other  sources, 
the  sum  of  $103,867.49.  During  the  second  year  of  the  period, 
the  amount  received  in  cash  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  from 
the  same  sources,  was  SI 05,258.10. 

The  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  first  of  these  years  ex- 
ceed the  cash  receipts  as  above  given  by  $60,976.42,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  last  year  exceed  the  cash  receipts  by  $48,329.36. 

This  showing,  however,  is  much  improved,  as  the  warden  well 
says,  if  we  take  into  account  the  cash  and  labor  expended  in  per- 
manent improvements,  and  the  coal  furnished  state  institutions, 
for  which  no  cash  is  received.  These  items  for  the  first  of  the  years 
considered  amounted  to  $44,284.93,  and  for  the  last  year  they 
aggregate  $51,681.24.  These  amounts  applied  would  reduce  the 
excess  of  expenditures  over  cash  receipts  for  1889  to  $16,691.49, 
and  entirely  wipe  out  the  deficit  for  1890,  leaving  a  surplus  in  the 
sum  of  $3,351.88.  If  the  coal  produced  and  consumed  at  the 
penitentiary  be  included  among  the  earnings,  as  it  sometimes  is, 
the  foregoing  statement  would  appear  still  better.    It  is  a  matter 
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of  congratulation,  indeed,  that  the  maintenance  of  this  vast  penal 
institution  is  such  a  light  burden,  if  any,  to  the  tai^payers  of  the 
state. 

The  output  of  the  coal  mine  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30 

1889,  was  1,733,911  bushels,  the  sales  for  the  year  amounting  to 
$66,585.13.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  the  out- 
put of  coal  was  1,672,320  bushels,  the  sales  amounting  to  868,- 
013.30. 

Valuable  permanent  improvements  have  been  made  during 
the  period,  mostly  in  the  way  of  buildings,  as  detailed  in  the  war- 
den's report.  Appropriations  are  asked  to  furnish  more  light  in 
the  yard  and  coal  shaft,  and  enable  the  prisoners  to  read  in  their 
cells ;  also,  to  better  the  method  of  underground  haulage  in  the  coal 
mine,  and  for  other  purposes,  all  of  which  seem  reasonable,  and 
ought  to  be  made. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  from  the  various  counties  of 
the  state  in  custody  June  30,  1888,  was  887.  The  number  re- 
ceived during  the  ensuing  two  years  was  675 ;  number  discharged 
during  the  two  years  was  702.    The  number  in  custody  June  30, 

1890,  was  860.  On  the  Ist  of  January,  1887,  there  were  895 
state  prisoners  confined  in  the  penitentiary;  on  the  1st  of  Janu- 
ary, 1888,  there  were  898;  on  the  30th  of  June  of  that  year, 
there  were  887;  on  January  1, 1889,  there  were  861;  and  June 
30,  1890,  the  number,  as  before  stated,  was  860.  These  figures 
indicate  a  slight  falling-oflf  tendency  in  our  state-prison  popula- 
tion since  1887.  The  board  of  directors  report  the  health  of  the 
inmates,  and  everything  pertaining  to  the  institution,  as  in  ex- 
cellent condition. 

INDUSTRIAL  REFORMATORY. 

The  state  industrial  reformatory,  created  by  the  legislature  of 
1885,  and  located  at  Hutchinson,  is  still  incomplete.  Its  present 
condition,  and  the  progress  made  during  the  past  two  years,  are 
faithfully  described  in  the  report  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
herewith  transmitted. 

The  board  has  endeavored  to  follow  the  evident  intent  of  the  last 
legislature  in  the  use  of  the  SI 00,000  appropriated  to  complete 
that  part  of  the  building  already  under  way,  and  prepare  it  for 
occupancy  as  early  as  practicable.  Proceeding  upon  this  idea, 
the  board  has  made  commendable  progress,  and  judiciously  ex- 
pended the  means  at  its  disposal. 
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It  is  esdmated  that  $140,000  more  will  be  required  to  complete 
for  occupancy  all  the  buildings  now  begun,  with  two  hundred  cells. 
The  probable  cost  and  propriety  of  preparing  one  hundred  and 
forty  cells  for  use  at  an  earlier  period  is  also  considered  in  the 
report 

The  question  of  changing  the  character  of  the  institution  by 
conyerting  it  into  an  asylum  for  the  insane  is  presented  in  the 
report  of  the  board.  The  objections  to  such  change  are  suggested, 
and  dispassionately  discussed.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  wis- 
dom of  the  original  design  of  the  legislature  in  the  creation  of 
an  institution  of  this  kind,  wherein  the  short-term  convicts  of  the 
milder  type  may  be  separated  from  the  hardened  criminals,  and 
so  far  as  possible  reclaimed  by  proper  influences  and  useful  in- 
struction. 

Over  against  this  is  put  the  practical  fact  that  our  prison  popu- 
lation has  not  increased  during  the  past  three  years,  and  is  yet 
within  the  capacity  of  the  penitentiary ;  and  the  further  fact  that 
there  is  a  pressing  need  for  more  room  to  accommodate  our  insane 
population.  Equally  practical  and  important,  however,  is  the 
question  whether  the  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  donated 
to  the  state  as  a  site  for  an  industrial  reformatory,  would  or  not, 
by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  revert  to  the  donors  by  such  proposed 
change  in  the  character  of  the  institution.  The  land  has  become 
verj'  valuable,  and  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  lost 
to  the  state.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant  seem  to  be 
diiferently  stated  and  understood  by  the  board  and  the  senate  re- 
vision committee.  A  careful  consideration  of  this  matter  is,  there- 
fore, important.  It  is  also  urged  by  the  board  that  the  style  of 
architecture  employed  in  a  reform  prison  cannot  well  be  adapted 
to  the  purposes  of  an  asylum,  and  that  the  environment  gener- 
ally is  not  favorable.  The  board  further  suggests  that,  when 
the  reformatory  is  once  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy,  the 
labor  may  be  employed  in  producing  salt,  as  coal  is  now  mined  at 
the  penitentiary,  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  institution  as 
a  reformatory,  can  thus  be  made  self-supporting,  without  injury  to 
private  capital  invested  in  the  salt  industry. 

The  subject  of  the  proposed  change  is  not  free  from  difficulty, 
and  is  left  with  you  for  such  action  as  the  best  interests  of  the 
^ate  seem  to  require. 
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RAILROADS  AND  RAILROAD  LEGISLATION. 

The  subject  of  state  regulation  of  railroads  is  one  of  surpassing 
importance  and  never-ending  public  solicitude.  In  respect  to 
methods  of  control,  the  commissioner  system  has  been  demon- 
strated to  be  the  most  satisfactory,  and  has  received  the  sanction 
of  nearly  all  the  states  of  the  Union.  This  system,  administered 
by  boards  of  commissioners,  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  neces- 
sary part  of  government.  Such  a  board  has  existed  in  this  state 
since  1883.  My  predecessors  have  spoken  of  the  work  of  this 
board  in  terms  of  unqualified  commendation,  and  it  is  believed 
that  a  careful  review  of  their  labors  cannot  be  otherwise  than 
satisfactory. 

During  the  eight  years  of  the  existence  of  this  board  there  have 
been  built  in  this  state  5,000  miles  of  railroad,  and  the  duties  of 
the  commission  have  been  correspondingly  increased.  In  the  ex- 
ercise of  its  power  the  board  has  repeatedly  required  reductions 
to  be  made  in  the  rates  of  transportation  charges,  and  an  exami- 
nation of  the  figures  for  the  period  covered  by  its  existence  can- 
not be  otherwise  than  interesting  and  profitable.  A  comparison 
of  the  tonnage  of  1883  with  that  of  1889  emphasizes  the  above 
statement.  In  the  former  year  the  tonnage  of  all  the  roads  operat- 
ing in  Kansas,  according  to  the  reports  on  file  in  the  railroad 
commissioners'  oflSce,  was  12,881,322.74.  For  the  year  1889,  the 
tonnage  of  the  roads  in  this  state  was  24,454,367,  or  nearly  double 
the  tonnage  of  the  former  year. 

The  earnings  from  the  tonnage  of  1883,  according  to  the  same 
authority,  were  $45,135,331 ;  for  1889,  they  were  $56,970,095,  or 
only  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  greater  than  the  receipts  of  the 
former  year. 

While  it  is  doubtless  true  that  the  tendency  of  transportation 
charges  has  been  steadily  downward,  and  that  reductions  in  rates 
are  a  result  of  competition  and  a  constantly-increasing  strife  for 
business,  as  well  as  a  response  to  the  popular  demand  for  cheaper 
service,  yet  it  is  also  true  that  the  existence  of  the  commission  has 
contributed  in  a  large  degree  to  this  result. 

The  board  has,  by  repeated  orders,  caused  the  abatement  of  dis- 
criminations which  had  been  long  maintained  upon  the  freight 
tariflBs,  and  which,  so  long  as  they  existed,  prevented  the  establish- 
ment, upon  a  secure  basis,  of  commercial  and  manufacturing  en- 
terprises in  any  interior  towns  in  the  state.     These  discriminating 
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tarifife  were  a  menace  to  capital;  their  abatement  is  an  invitation 
10  its  investment  among  us,  and  the  creation  of  more  diversified 
industries. 

Suggested  Legislation. — With  a  view  to  promoting  the 
efficiency  of  the  board,  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  expediency 
of  conferring  upon  it,  by  appropriate  legislation,  the  power  to  re- 
quire joint  freight  tariflfe  to  be  made  over  two  or  more  railroads 
which  connect  with  each  other,  so  that  continuous  shipments  may 
be  made  over  such  connecting  roads  from  one  point  in  Kansas  to 
another  in  the  same  state,  such  joint  tariffs  to  prescribe  rates  not 
to  exceed,  beyond  reasonable  transfer  charges,  a  single  and  con- 
tinuous rate  for  the  same  distance.  By  this  means  the  business  of 
this  state,  whether  it  be  wholesaling  or  manufacturing,  existing  in 
any  interior  town  in  the  state,  may  be  placed  upon  as  favorable  a 
footing,  so  ftr  as  transportation  charges  are  concerned,  as  like 
kinds  of  business  originating  in  Other  states  and  reaching  the 
same  points  of  destination  in  this,  by  a  single  rate. 

I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that,  in  addition  to  the  penalties 
now  provided  by  law  for  neglect  to  comply  with  orders  made  by 
the  board,  provision  should  be  made  for  the  specific  enforcement 
of  its  orders,  and  the  legal  effect  of  such  orders  should  be  defined. 
For  example:  The  findings  and  decisions  of  the  board  respecting 
the  reasonableness  of  any  existing  rates,  which  are  the  subject  of 
complaint,  are  made  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  reasonableness 
of  the  rates  they  prescribe  in  any  proceeding  brought  to  enforce 
them.  But  the  law  also  authorizes  the  board  to  make  findings 
and  decisions  in  numerous  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  opera- 
tion and  management  of  railroads,  such  as  the  enlargement  or 
increase  of  terminal  and  depot  facilities,  the  increase  or  better- 
ment of  train  service,  repairs  of  track  and  the  supply  of  joint  or 
connecting  tracks,  etc.  There  is  no  law  defining  what  shall  be 
the  l^al  status  of  such  orders.  It  is  recommended  that  a  speedy 
remedy  for  the  enforcement  of  these  orders  should  be  provided 
by  statute  in  any  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  comply  with  them 
by  any  railroad  company,  and  that  in  proceedings  brought  for 
that  purpose  the  findings  and  decisions  of  the  board  should  be 
made  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  duty  and  obligation  of  the 
company  in  respect  to  the  matter  decided. 

In  addition  to  these  recommendations  for  further  legislation  in 
respect  to  the  powers  of  the  board,  I  deem  it  expedient  to  call  at- 
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tention  to  another  provision,  which,  if  enacted,  would  increase  its 
useful  functions.  In  the  transportation  of  goods  and  merchan- 
dise over  railroads,  claims  frequently  arise  against  carriers  for 
damages  occasioned  by  loss  or  injury  to  the  goods  en  route. 
Where  the  goods  are  carried  over  two  or  more  roads,  each  road 
being  independently  responsible  only  for  such  damages  as  may 
have  occurred  upon  its  own  line,  it  is  frequently  difficult  for  the 
shipper  to  locate  the  liability.  Moreover,  the  amount  and  value 
of  the  greater  part  of  this  class  of  claims  is  not  sufficient  to  jus- 
tify expensive  litigation  for  their  recovery.  It  would  be  a  source 
of  aid  and  relief  to  shippers  if  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
were  authorized  to  entertain  complaints  of  this  character,  to  in- 
vestigate the  same  and  make  written  findings  thereon,  and  to  ad- 
vise the  parties  of  the  nature  of  the  same,  and  to  notify  the 
railroad  company  found  to  be  in  fault,  of  the  reparation  which 
they  consider  it  just  to  make  to  the  shipper.  Further,  that  unless 
such  claims  shall  be  settled  in  accordance  with  such  findings,  the 
same  shall  be  held,  in  legal  proceedings  brought  to  recover  such 
cXoAma,  prirrva  fcwie  evidence  of  the  liability  of  the  company  found 
to  be  in  fault. 

It  will  be  understood  that  it  would  not  be  competent  to  invest 
final  jurisdiction  in  the  board  as  to  these  and  many  other  matters 
involving  property  rights,  in  which  each  party  is  entitled  to  due 
process  of  law,  unless  its  character  were  changed  so  as  to  consti- 
tute it  a  court  subject  to  the  technical  rules  of  law  which  govern 
those  tribunals. 

Its  effectiveness  largely  consists  in  the  fact  that  it  may  pursue 
investigations  without  formality  in  any  part  of  the  state,  either 
upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint ;  this  it  could  not  do  if  it 
were  a  court. 

Believing  that  these  several  recommendations,  if  carried  out  by 
appropriate  legislation,  would  materially  increase  the  usefulness  of 
the  board  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  people,  they  are  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

The  constitution  requires  an  apportionment  of  the  state  for  the 
purpose  of  representation  in  the  legislature  once  in  five  years, 
based  upon  the  census  of  the  preceding  year.  The  last  appor- 
tionment having  been  made  at  the  special  session  of  1886,  it  be- 
comes your  duty  to  reapportion  the  state  at  the  present  session. 
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Eighty-eight   counties   only  are  now  represented.     Eighteen 

counties,  organized  since  the  lajst  apportionment  in  1886,  have 

ever  since  that  time  been  excluded  from  a  voice  in  the  law-making 

branch  of  the  state  government.    Membership  in  the  lower  house 

is  limited  by  the  constitution  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  the 

present  number.     The  admission  of  the  eighteen  counties  to  rep- 

r^entation,  which  of  course  must  be  granted,  will  give  us  one 

hundred  and  six  organized  counties,  each  entitled  to  at  least  one 

representative,  provided  it  cast  two  hundred  and  fifty  legal  votes 

at  the  next   preceding  election.     This  will  leave  but  nineteen 

membeis  to  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  population.     Relief  from 

this  very  serious  difficulty  can  come  only  through  an  amendment 

to  the  legislative  article  of  the  constitution.     The  apportionment 

article  should  also  be  amended  so  that  the  time  for  reapportionment 

will  always  fall  during  a  regular  session  of  the  legislature. 

PROHIBITION. 

During  the  past  year  the  cause  of  prohibition  has  been  assaulted 
from  a  new  direction.  The  so-called  "original  package"  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  promulgated  in  April, 
1890,  was  a  severe  and  unexpected  blow  at  our  prohibitory  legis- 
lation, denying,  as  it  did,  the  power  of  the  state  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  from  a  sister  state  and  the  sale 
thereof  in  unbroken  original  packages. 

The  sudden  invasion  of  the  state  by  liquor  dealers  from  abroad, 
and  the  setting  up  of  "original  package"  houses;  the  profound 
feeling  produced  among  our  people,  and  the  litigation  that  en- 
sued— all  this,  together  with  the  final  relief  which  came  from 
congressional  action,  is  very  fully  recited  in  the  report  of  Attorney 
General  Kellogg,  who  merits  special  commendation  for  the  fidelity 
and  ability  with  which  he  performed  the  duties  and  extra  labors 
imposed  upon  him  in  this  emergency. 

On  the  8th  of  August,  1890,  the  Wilson  bill  passed  congress 
and  became  a  law.  In  brief,  it  subjects  intoxicating  liquors  traus- 
sported  into  a  state  for  sale  to  the  operation  of  the  laws  of  such 
state,  whether  in  original  packages  or  otherwise.  This  act  was 
hailed  and  regarded  at  first  as  a  fortunate  and  final  settlement  of 
the  vexed  question.  But  the  Wilson  law  was  soon  to  be  chal- 
lenged. One  Kahrer,  agent  of  a  Missouri  liquor  house,  having 
been  arrested  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  congress  in  question. 
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and  charged  with  selling  liquor  in  original  packages  in  To{)eka 
in  violation  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Kansas,  made  appli- 
cation to  the  United  States  court  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 
On  the  hearing  before  Hon.  C.  G.  Foster,  judge  of  the  United 
States  district  court  for  the  district  of  Kansas,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Kellogg  and  R.  B.  Welch,  Esq.,  county  attorney  for  Shawnee 
county,  appeared  for  the  state.  And  after  very  full  argument  the 
prisoner  was  discharged,  the  court  holding  that  our  prohibitory 
law  must  be  reenacted  to  make  it  cover  sales  in  original  packages. 
An  appeal  from  this  decision  on  behalf  of  the  state  has  been  per- 
fected, and  the  case  is  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States. 

Since  the  decision  in  the  Rahrer  case  was  rendered  the  same  ques- 
tion has  been  presented,  in  a  liaheas  corpus  proceeding  originating 
in  Iowa  under  the  prohibitory  law  of  that  state,  before  Hon. 
Henry  C.  Caldwell,  presiding  judge  of  the  United  States  circuit 
court.  The  decision  was  exactly  the  reverse  of  that  in  the  Rahrer 
case,  Judge  Caldwell  holding  the  Wilson  law  constitutional,  and 
that  no  reenactraent  of  the  prohibitory  law  is  necessary.  This 
latter  decision  settles  the  law  of  the  case,  so  far  as  it  has  been 
determined,  and  until  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
shall  have  passed  upon  the  question  in  the  case  now  pending. 

The  attorney  general  has  succeeded  in  having  the  case  ad- 
vanced on  the  docket,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  determination  of  it 
may  be  had  during  your  present  session,  so  that  legislative  action 
can  be  taken  at  once,  if  rendered  necessary  by  the  anticipated 
decision. 

The  "original  package"  business,  at  best  odious  and  repugnant 
to  our  constitution  and  laws,  rapidly  degenerated  into  a  revolting 
exhibition  of  the  dehumanizing  character  of  the  liquor  traffic  in 
whatever  form  ;  and  the  radical  temperance  sentiment  of  the  state 
was  undoubtedly  materially  strengthened  and  solidified  by  the 
whisky  invasion  and  the  violent  and  prolonged  agitation  of  the 
people  which  followed. 

The  statements  of  the  county  attonieys  of  the  state,  as  pub- 
lished in  the  report  of  the  attorney  general,  show  that  temperance 
legislation  is  being  generally  enforced ;  and  it  may  be  added  that 
despite  the  desperate  assault  upon  prohibition  during  the  past  year, 
it  still  stands  firmly  entrenched  as  the  policy  of  the  state,  and  sus- 
tained by  the  judgment  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people. 
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REVISION  OF  THE  LAWS. 

The  report  of  the  senate  committee  on  revision,  created  two 
yeare  ago  by  resolution  of  that  body,  is  in  your  hands.  Bills  cov- 
ering the  several  subjects  considered  are  likewise  submitted.  The 
report  having  been  very  wisely  given  to  the  public  some  time  ago 
through  the  press,  no  extended  reference  thereto  seems  necessary 
here.  It  is,  however,  due  to  say  that  the  committee  has  labored 
industriously  in  the  discharge  of  the  task  imposed  upon  it,  and 
the  results  of  its  deliberations  as  reported  are  entitled  to  your  most 
earnest  consideration.  The  measures  submitted  are  all  designed  to 
promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  state,  particularly  in  the  management  of  its  various 
institutions — educational,  charitable,  and  penal.  The  compre- 
hensive character  of  the  report  is  indicated  by  the  mere  recital  of 
the  subjects  embraced  in  the  several  measures. 

They  contemplate  a  radical  reduction  in  the  amount  and  cost 
of  public  printing ;  also,  changes  which  will  work  a  material  sav- 
ing to  the  state  in  the  management  of  the  penitentiary  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  those  in  charge  of  that  institution ;  the  conversion  of 
the  state  reformatory  at  Hutchinson  into  an  asylum  for  the  in- 
sane; the  election  of  railroad  commissioners  by  the  people;  the 
ereation  of  a  department  of  agriculture  in  place  of  the  present 
board,  with  a  secretary  to  be  elected  by  the  people,  and  perform, 
in  addition  to  his  other  functions,  those  of  the  present  commis- 
sioners of  forestry  and  silk  culture,  which  offices  are  abolished ; 
a  revision  of  the  law  governing  the  fees  and  salaries  of  county 
officers  and  a  reduction  of  the  same,  especially  in  the  more  popu- 
loiiR  counties;  a  reapportionment  of  the  state  for  judicial  pur- 
poees,  reducing  the  number  of  districts ;  the  regulation  of  banks 
and  banking,  and  the  creation  of  a  bank  commissioner;  a  revi- 
sion of  the  laws  relating  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes ; 
transferring  the  soldiers*  home  to  the  control  of  the  state  board  of 
charities,  and  abolishing  the  present  board  in  charge  of  the  home ; 
a  revision  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  charitable  and  educational 
institutions  of  the  state,  fixing  the  pay  of  the  trustees  of  the  former 
at  a  small  salary  and  actual  expenses ;  instead  of  the  present  unfair 
plan  of  per  diem  and  mileage,  and  reducing  the  number  of  regents 
of  the  normal  school  and  agricultural  college  from  seven  to  five 
each,  limiting  their  pay  to  actual  expenses ;  a  reform  in  the  matter 
of  text-books  for  common  schools;  an  important  change  in  the 
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state  library  and  historical  society ;  the  creation  of  a  board  of 
public  works  to  superintend  the  erection  of  all  buildings  of  the 
state ;  the  compilation  of  all  the  acts  relating  to  state  officers,  with 
some  amendments  touching  the  fees  and  compensation  of  the  au- 
ditor and  secretary  of  state ;  including  the  abolition  of  a  number 
of  boards  and  officers. 

GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  following  additional  recommendations  are  submitted,  in 
many  cases  suggested  by  the  reports  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
attorney  general  and  auditor,  where  the  reasons  are  more  fully 
stated  : 

Alien  Land-Holding. —  In  1888  the  constitution  wa& 
amended  with  a  view  to  permitting  legislation  restricting  or 
forbidding  the  right  of  aliens  to  accumulate  and  hold  large 
landed  estates  in  Kansas.  Such  change  in  the  organic  law  of 
the  state  was  an  expression  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  favor  of 
such  restriction,  and  it  should  be  supplemented  by  the  necessary 
legislation. 

'  Texas  Cattle  Law. — The  law  regulating  the  introduction 
of  cattle  into  this  state,  which  are  liable  to  impart  the  Texas, 
splenic  or  Spanish  fever,  should  be  amended.  During  the  past 
year  in  southern  Kansas  very  serious  loss  of  property  and 
trouble  resulted  from  cattle  brought  into  the  state  under  the  law 
as  it  now  stands.  Experience  clearly  suggests  that,  for  the  due 
protection  of  our  citizens  along  the  southern  border  of  the  state, 
the  time  for  the  introduction  of  that  class  of  cattle  should  be 
further  restricted. 

Age-of-Coxsent  Law. — The  legislature  of  1887  changed  the 
law  on  this  subject  by  raising  the  age  of  consent  to  eighteen 
years.  The  purpose  of  the  law,  in  the  protection  ot  young 
women  of  tender  years,  is  of  the  very  highest  importance  to  so- 
ciety, and  must  be  adhered  to.  The  crime  to  which  it  relates  is 
still  punishable  by  death  under  the  United  States  statutes,  and 
in  some  states.  But  our  statute,  as  amended  in  1887,  ignores  the 
fact  that  there  are  lewd  and  abandoned  women  under  eighteen 
years  of  age,  who,  having  prostituted  ever}^thing  else,  prostitute 
the  law  for  purposes  of  blackmail;  and  instances  of  very  great 
hardship  have  been  the  result. 

This  should  be  remedied,  as  it  can  be,  without  iu  the  least 
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lowering  the  standard  of  protection  to  those  for  whom  such  leg- 
islation is  intended.  The  amendment  suggested  by  the  attorney 
general  would  cover  the  case,  by  permitting  in  a  prosecution  for 
rape  under  this  statute  the  character  of  the  woman  to  be  shown 
in  defense.    Such  amendment  is  earnestly  recommended. 

Lotteries. — ^The  attorney  general  calls  attention  to  the  sig- 
nificant fact  that,  while  section  3  of  article  15  of  the  constitu- 
tion forever  prohibits  lotteries  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  there 
is  no  suflScient  statute  to  enforce  such  wise  provision.  There 
seenos  to  have  been  a  lame  attempt  in  this  direction  by  a  section 
in  an  act  passed  in  1874,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  the  publica- 
tion of  obscene  advertisements  and  books,"  which  clearly  does  not 
<»ver  the  section  in  regard  to  lotteries. 

A  law  which  shall  rigidly  enforce  the  constitutional  inhibition 
referred  to  is  therefore  recommended. 

Refunding-Law  Abuses. — The  attorney  general  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  urgent  necessity  of  revising  the  present  refunding  law, 
-chapter  50  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  found  in  the  General  Statutes  of 
1889,  sections  464  to  474  inclusive.  This  act,  which  was  evi- 
dently intended  to  apply  only  to  obligations  in  existence  at  the 
date  of  the  enactment,  has  been  practically  regarded  as  a  general 
refunding  act,  applicable  to  every  kind  of  municipal  indebtedness, 
i^^ardless  of  when  it  was  created. 

The  result  is  that  in  many  instances  it  has  been  employed 
wrongfully  to  foist  and  fasten  obligations  upon  the  people  with- 
out their  voice  or  sanction.  Under  its  loose  provisions  warrants 
or  orders  of  the  various  municipalities  have  been  in  some  cases 
i«ued  for  illegitimate  uses,  for  the  very  purpose  of  being  re- 
funded and  thus  put  beyond  the  power  to  be  successfully  chal- 
lenged or  contested. 

The  law  should  be  revised  and  amended  at  once.  Safeguards 
should  be  thrown  around  the  refunding  of  indebtedness,  so  as  to 
cat  off  the  possibility  of  such  frauds  and  abuses;  and  in  all  cases 
the  indorsement  of  the  people  should  be  required.  Attention  to 
this  subject  is  urgently  invited. 

Sugar-Bond  Frauds. — ^The  legislature  of  1889,  intending  to 
encourage  the  manufacture  of  sugar  from  sorghum,  passed  an  act 
authorizing  townships,  and  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class, 
to  vote  bonds  and  subscribe  for  stock  in  aid  of  sugar  factories. 
The  constitutionality  of  the  act  was  very  questionable,  but  not 
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more  so  than  the  scheme  that  was  promptly  set  on  foot  to  procure 
large  issues  of  bonds  from  numerous  townships  in  the  southwest- 
em  part  of  the  state  as  a  bonus  to  a  corporation  organized  for 
the  purpose,  which  was  in  return  to  set  up  mills  in  these  various 
townships  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  by  a  new  process.  After 
a  number  of  townships  had  voted  the  bonds,  parties  who  were  in 
good  faith  interested  in  the  enterprise,  becoming  suspicious  both 
of  the  so-called  new  process  and  of  the  designs  of  the  corporation^ 
promptly  withdrew,  and  warned  the  people  against  further  impo- 
sition. The  mills  were  not  built,  though  the  corporation  got 
some  of  the  bonds.  Steps  were  then  taken  to  recover  these,  and 
to  prevent  the  delivery  of  others  yet  in  escrow,  in  which  the  local 
authorities  were  aided  by  the  attorney  general,  and  in  most  cases 
success  resulted. 

In  the  present  state  of  the  sugar  industry  in  Kansas,  there  is 
little  excuse  for  this  law,  which,  so  far,  has  resulted  in  little  else 
than  annoying  and  expensive  litigation  to  the  people  it  was  de- 
signed to  benefit,  as  fully  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  attorney 
general.  By  its  prompt  repeal  you  would,  in  ray  opinion,  be 
doing  the  state  some  service. 

Discharge  of  Jail  Prisoners. — By  chapter  199,  Laws  of 
1889,  the  legislature  undertook  to  amend  the  law  empowering 
county  commissioners  to  discharge  prisoners  from  jail  held  for 
non-payment  of  fine  and  costs  assessed  against  them,  so  as  to  di- 
vest the  commissioners  of  such  authority  as  to  parties  thus  con- 
fined and  held  for  the  violation  of  the  prohibitory  laws  of  the 
state. 

Such  act,  however,  is  lame,  reciting  as  it  does  a  chapter  in  the 
Laws  of  1871,  relating  to  a  public  park,  as  the  one  to  be  amended^ 
the  design  being,  of  course,  to  amend  a  wholly  diflTerent  chapter. 
There  is,  therefore,  grave  doubt  as  to  whether  anything  was 
amended  by  the  enactment  of  1889,  though  it  has  been  quite  gen- 
erally respected,  taking  the  evident  intent  for  the  law. 

Whatever  remains  of  the  prohibited  traffic  has  drifted  largely 
into  the  hands  of  impecunious  and  irresponsible  men.  When  such 
parties  are  convicted,  they  lie  in  jail  until  that  jwrtion  of  the  sen- 
tence has  expired,  and  frequently  months  in  excess,  being  abso- 
lutely unable  to  pay  the  fines  imposed.  There  is  no  way  of  rid- 
ding the  jails  of  this  class  of  inmates,  except  through  an  appeal 
to  the  governor  for  commutation  of  the  fine.     The  result  has  been. 
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therefore,  to  flood  this  office  with  applications  for  such  relief, 
coming  from  the  various  counties  throughout  the  state,  indorsed 
frequently  by  county  officers  and  leading  citizens,  and  reinforced 
by  piteous  appeals  in  behalf  of  innocent  and  destitute  nvives  and 
children. 

Most  of  the  applications  are  denied ;  some  are  granted,  where 
careful  inquiry  into  the  facts  seem  to  justify.  With  the  exercise 
of  the  utmost  caution  in  disposing  of  these  cases,  some  misappre- 
hension respecting  the  matter  has  resulted  on  the  part  of  certain 
good  people  who  have  failed  to  appreciate  the  result  of  the  change 
m  the  law  herein  recited. 

The  enactment  of  two  years  ago  ought  to  be  reenacted  to  cure 
it  of  the  defects  pointed  out,  or  the  authority  to  discharge  such 
prisoners  should  be  reinvested  in  the  county  commissioners  under 
such  restrictions  as  are  suggested  by  the  attorney  general  in  his 
report. 

Corporations. — The  secretary  of  state,  in  his  very  valuable 
report,  calls  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  amending  the  law  rel- 
ative to  the  creation  and  r^ulation  of  corporations.  As  it  now 
stands,  corporations  may  be  formed  for  any  purpose,  legitimate 
or  otherwise,  with  no  discretion  lodged  anywhere  to  determine 
and  exclude  on  the  ground  of  character.  The  creation  of  cor- 
porations for  purposes  in  violation  of  public  policy  ought  to  be 
guarded  against.  In  Kansas  it  costs  only  the  mere  nominal  fee 
charged  for  filing  the  charter  to  create  a  corporation  conferring 
important  powers  and  valuable  franchises.  For  this  privilege 
many  states  require  all  corporations  organized  for  profit,  in  the 
prosecution  of  business  enterprises,  before  chartered,  to  pay  a  bo- 
nus or  fee  to  the  state,  based  upon  the  capital  stock.  Pennsylva- 
nia, as  shown  by  the  report  of  her  auditor,  derived  the  sum  of 
$164,561.30  last  year  from  this  source.  Such  a  law  in  this  state 
would  yield  some  revenue,  cut  off*  many  of  the  abuses  complained 
of,  and  exclude  parties  who  take  advantage  of  our  present  law  to 
incorporate  here  without  expense  to  do  business  in  other  states. 

The  secretary  of  state  proposes  a  more  economical  and  satis- 
factory method  in  the  enrollment  of  the  laws,  together  with  some 
wise  and  timely  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  preservation  of  cer- 
tain public  records,  the  cost  of  state  printing,  danger  to  public 
property  from  unsafe  boilers,  and  other  matters  requiring  legisla- 
tive consideration. 
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Election  Laws. — It  is  safe  to  say  that  iu  no  State  are  erec- 
tions more  fairly  and  honestly  conducted  than  in  Kansas.  Yet 
in  the  more  populous  cities,  where  the  floating  and  indifferent 
voters  are  numerous,  evil  practices  are  growing  up  which  ought 
to  be  suppressed.  The  use  of  money,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
corrupt  the  ballot,  is  dangerous  and  demoralizii^g  in  all  its  ten- 
dencies, and  should  be  prevented,  if  possible,  including  other 
venal  and  improper  methods  employed  to  defeat  the  free  and  un- 
trammeled  expression  of  the  popular  will.  The  Austrjalian  ballot 
system  is  much  favored  by  public  sentiment.  We  may  not  be 
ready  for  it  yet,  but  the  careful  protection  of  the  exercise  of  the 
elective  franchise  is  the  highest  duty  of  the  legislature,  and  any 
practical  measures  looking  to  that  end  will  have  my  hearty  con- 
currence. 

Gambling  Laws. — There  is  need  for  more  rigid  laws  against 
gambling  in  this  state,  by  imposing  severer  penalties.  Some 
offenses  of  this  character,  which  are  simply  misdemeanors  in 
Kansas,  are  declared  to  be  felonies  in  other  states,  and  punishable 
accordingly.  Gambling  and  every  manner  of  swindling  device 
should  be  severely  dealt  with. 

Bribery. — The  recommendation  of  the  attorney  general  on 
this  subject  is  eminently  wise.  The  law  as  it  stands  now  makes 
it  .an  offense  to  offer  or  give  a  bribe.  But  the  legislature  in  1869 
repealed  the  provision  of  law  making  it  an  offense  for  public  offi- 
cers to  take  bribes.  The  law  as  it  was  before  such  repeal  should 
be  restored,  and  the  reproach  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands 
thereby  removed. 

Interest  Laws. — In  long-time  loans,  for  three  or  five  years, 
secured  by  mortgage  on  real  estate,  it  is  the  practice  in  some  cases 
to  insert  a  provision  that,  upon  failure  to  pay  any  part  of  the  in- 
terest as  it  matures,  the  mortgagee  may  declare  the  principal  obli- 
gation to  be  due  at  once,  with  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  that 
originally  stipulated,  relating  back  to  the  date  of  the  mortgage. 
Where  such  default  in  payment  of  interest  occurs,  after  the  debt 
has  been  running  and  the  party  paying  interest  for  several  years, 
as  it  often  happens,  by  accident  or  temporary  misfortune,  such  a 
forfeiture  works  great  hardship  to  the  borrower,  and  it  is  doubtful 
if  in  the  end  it  benefits  the  lender.  It  is  harsh  and  unnecessarily 
oppressive,  and  ought  to  be  forbidden  by  statute. 

Banks. — In  my  former  message  the  importance  of  a  general  law 
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i^ulating  banks  and  banking  in  Kansas  was  presented.  The  bill 
reported  on  this  subject  by  the  revision  committee  should  have 
prompt  and  earnest  consideration. 

Death  Penalty. — ^The  anomalous  state  of  the  law  with  refer- 
ence to  the  death  penalty  is  well  known  and  understood.  I  call 
attention  to  it  now  only  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  my  former 
recommendation,  that  it  should  either  be  abolished  in  express 
terms,  or  the  enforcement  of  it  imposed  where  it  belongs. 

Police  Commissioners. — ^The  change  made  by  the  legislature 
of  18M9  in  the  law  relating  to  the  police  government  of  cities  of 
the  first  class  seemed  to  contemplate  a  uniform  application  of  the 
metropolitan  police  system,  and  accordingly  a  board  of  commis- 
sioners was  appointed  for  each  city  of  that  class  in  the  state. 

Reports  from  all  these  boards  are  on  file  ia  the  executive  office, 
though  not  required  by  law,  and  hence  not  printed.  They  con- 
cur, however,  in  the  statement  that  the  police  affairs  of  these  cities 
are  conducted  more  economically  and  efficiently  under  the  com- 
missioners thus  appointed  than  they  were  under  the  old  plan. 
Where  harmony  has  prevailed  between  the  commissioners  and 
the  city  authorities  the  superiority  of  the  metropolitan  police  sys- 
tem over  the  former  one  has  been  especially  manifest;  and  on 
the  whole  the  action  of  the  legislature  in  the  matter  has  been 
vindicated  by  experience. 

The  law  should  empower  the  commissioners  to  appoint  an  attor- 
ney to  prosecute  cases  for  them,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  arising 
from  fines  in  the  police  court,  instead  of  being  compelled  to  rely 
upon  the  city  attorney,  who  is  liable  to  be  not  in  sympathy  with 
the  efforts  of  the  board,  or  unable  to  prosecute  by  reason  of  his 
other  official  duties.  Other  amendments  to  the  law  are  suggested, 
which  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  committees  in 

due  time. 

PRICE-RAID  CLAIMS. 

In  1872  congress  appropriated  $836,817.37  to  pay  claims  against 
the  United  States  growing  out  of  the  Price  raid  of  1864,  such 
claims  having  been  allowed  by  what  was  known  as  the  Hardie 
commission.  The  state  treasurer,  in  making  payments,  did  not 
confine  himself  to  the  list  of  claims  so  allowed,  but  left  of  such 
cljums  unpaid  $19,352.44.  The  state  received  the  money  so  appro- 
priated in  trust  for  the  claimants,  and  good  faith  demands  that 
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provision  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  such  parties  as  were 
thus  wronged  by  the  action  of  the  state  treasurer. 

A  careful  examination  has  been  made  of  all  claims  not  here- 
tofore acted  on  by  the  general  government,  and  vouchers  therefor 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  state  agent  at  Washington  for  settle- 
ment. They  amount  to  $63,897.63,  all  of  which  seem  to  be  just, 
and  there  is  good  reason  to  expect  their  payment.  The  pay- 
rolls of  twenty-three  companies  of  militia  are  found  not  to  be 
included  in  the  rolls  audited  by  the  Hardie  commission.  Certi- 
fied copies  of  these  rolls  have  been  forwarded,  and  these  claims 
for  personal  services  will  doubtless  be  paid.  No  "  damage  "  claims 
have  been  forwarded,  as  it  is  well  settled  that  the  government 
has  never  paid  any  claims  of  this  class,  confining  itself  to  payment 
of  claims  for  services,  transportation,  supplies,  and  property  lost 
in  action. 

For  fuller  information  in  regard  to  Price-raid  claims,  you  are 
referred  to  the  very  comprehensive  report  made  to  the  last  legisla- 
ture by  Gen.  J.  C.  Caldwell,  commissioner,  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, who,  since  the  conclusion  of  his  labors  as  commissioner,  has, 
without  compensation,  devoted  much  time  to  the  preparation  of 
vouchers  to  secure  the  settlement  of  all  such  meritorious  claims 
as  remain  unpaid. 

OTHER  CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  GENERAL  GOVERNMENT. 

The  report  of  the  state  agent  embraces  a  concise  statement  of 
adjusted  and  unadjusted  claims  of  the  state  against  the  general 
government  on  account  of  indemnity  school  lands,  five  per  centum 
of  the  net  proceeds  of  all  public  lands,  money  expended  and 
indebtedness  assumed  on  account  of  volunteer  and  militia  serv- 
ices, agricultural  college  lands,  swamp  lands,  and  railroad  land 
grants.  A  statement  of  all  lands  certified  and  moneys  paid  to 
the  state  by  the  general  government  through  the  efforts  of  the 
agent,  and  commissions  paid  by  the  state  to  him,  is  therein  made. 
Total  number  of  acres  of  land  thus  secured,  276,376.53 ;  money, 
$1,293,281.02,  for  which  he  has  received  his  commissions  in  fuU, 
under  the  contract  of  1877,  except  on  the  sum  of  $160,067.51 
money  received,  and  320  acres  of  land  certified  during  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year,  for  which  he  asks  an  appropriation  by  the  legisla- 
ture. A  direct-tax  claim  of  $60,981.83,  and  a  five-per-cent.  claim 
of  $3,442.34,  have  been  adjusted,  and  are  awaiting  an  appropri- 
ation by  congress.    This  direct  tax  claim  once  passed  both  houses. 
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but  failed  through  the  interpofiition  of  a  veto  by  President  Cleve- 
laad.  The  claim  is  a  just  and  equiti^ble  one,  and  will  in  all  prob- 
ability be  favorably  acted  upon  at  this  session  of  congress.  The 
unadjusted  claims  include  those  on  account  of  Quantrill  raid, 
Price  raid,  interest  paid  by  the  state  on  account  of  war  expendi- 
tures, and  Indian  depredations,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
over  a  half-million  dollars,  most  of  which,  I  believe,  will  eventu- 
ally be  paid  by  the  general  government. 

At  my  instance,  a  bill  was  prepared  by  the  agent  providing 
for  reimbursing  the  state  on  account  of  the  Quantrill-raid 
daiiDS.  This  hill  has  been  reported  upon  favorably,  the  com- 
mittee on  war  claims  recommending  an  appropriation  of  $362,- 
012.46;  but  the  accumulation  of  unfinished  business  is  so  great 
that  there  are  grave  doubts  whether  it  will  be  reached  during 
the  present  session  of  congress. 

Hon.  S.  J.  Crawford,  who  has  been  intrusted  with  the  work  of 
prosecuting  claims  since  1877,  desires  to  be  relieved  at  once, 
bat  I  shall  defer  action  on  his  resignation  until  the  legislature 
makes  provision  for  the  further  prosecution  of  unadjusted 
claims,  through  an  agent  or  attorney.  With  over  half  a  million 
dollars  involved,  the  necessity  for  legislative  action  is  manifest. 

THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance is  necessary  to  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  important 
labors  of  the  department  as  well  as  the  legislation  recommended. 
The  work  of  ridding  the  state  of  fraudulent  insurance  companies 
has  been  vigorously  prosecuted,  and  the  superintendent  expresses 
the  belief  that  there  is  now  no  company  in  the  state  attempting 
to  violate  the  laws. 

There  are  now  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  insurance  compa- 
nies authorized  to  do  business  in  this  state.  Of  these  eleven 
are  Kansas  mutual  companies,  ten  mutual  fire,  and  one  mutual 
life.  The  fire  insurance  companies  now  doing  business  in  the 
state  number  eighty-nine;  the  life  companies  twenty-eight,  and 
the  miscellaneous  companies  (accident,  plate  glass,  steam  boiler, 
and  surety),  fourteen. 

These  companies  paid  to  the  insurance  department,  in  1889, 
$44,415.77;  m  1890,  $44,566.63.  They  have  paid  to  the  state 
1472,625.75  since  the  department  was  established,  in  1871.  Be- 
fore that  date  the  money  was  collected  by  the  auditor  of  state. 
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Nearly  all  of  this  money  goes  to  the  school  fund  and  the  general 
revenue  fund.  The  insurance  receipts  are  turned  over  to  the  state 
treasurer  every  month,  as  required  by  law. 

Insurance  business  statbtics  for  1890  have  not  yet  been  made 
to  the  department.  The  fire  insurance  written  in  the  state  in 
1889  was  $137,728,570;  cost  in  premiums,  $1,913,296;  losses 
paid,  $1,081,695;  average  rate  of  premiums,  $1.37 — a  marked 
decline. 

Life  insurance  written  in  the  state  in  1889,  $14,379,948;  losses 
paid,  $330,755;  premiums  received,  $932,829. 

During  the  past  year  the  supreme  court  settled  the  question 
that  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  in  this  state,  having  no 
guarantee  fund,  could  not  do  business  in  other  states. 

THE  ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

The  national  guard  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  as 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  adjutant  general.  The  guard  now 
consists  of  one  battery  of  light  artillery,  and  thirty-two  companies 
of  infantry,  organized  into  four  regiments,  armed  with  the  regu- 
lar service  rifles,  and  uniformed  in  the  military  fatigue  dress  of 
the  United  States  army.  The  general  government  now  furnishes 
arms  and  uniforms  to  the  national  guard. 

The  adjutant  general  reports  that  he  has  completed  and  bound 
in  permanent  form  carefully-made  copies  of  the  muster-rolls  of 
all  the  Kansas  soldiers  in  service  during  the  war,  the  originals 
being  worn  out  and  decayed.  He  has  also  completed,  by  direc- 
tion of  the  last  legislature,  an  enrollment  of  the  Union  soldiers, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  residing  in  Kansas,  and  caused  the 
same  to  be  arranged  by  states,  regiments  and  companies,  and 
well  bound.  There  are  sixty-nine  volumes  of  this  enrollment, 
containing  about  one  hundred  thousand  service  records. 

On  coming  into  office  in  January,  1889, 1  found  a  small  body 
of  tljg  guard,  under  direction  of  Gen.  Murray  Myers,  in  Gray 
county,  having  been  ordered  there  by  my  predecessor  to  quell  a 
riot  growing  out  of  the  county-seat  contest  between  Ingalls  and 
Cimarron.     The  force  was  continued  in  the  field  a  few  days  only. 

Early  last  summer  a  company  of  the  third  regiment  was  called 
out  by  the  mayor  of  Axtell,  in  Marshall  county,  to  assist  him  in 
preserving  the  peace.  Without  reference  to  this  particular  case, 
the  suggestion  of  the  adjutant  general  is  very  timely,  that  the 
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power  of  mayors  and  other  civil  officers,  now  existing  under  the 
law,  to  call  to  their  aid  the  military  forces  of  the  state,  should  be 
more  carefully  guarded.  The  governor,  as  commander-in-chief, 
alone  should  exefcise  such  authority. 

In  August,  1889,  a  serious  conflict  seemed  imminent  between 
the  people  of  Ravanna  and  Eminence,  in  Garfield  county,  as  a 
result  of  county-seat  difficulties.  But  Adjutant  General  Roberts 
proceeded  in  person  to  the  scene,  and  by  tact  and  good  judgment, 
for  which  he  is  entitled  to  much  credit,  persuaded  the  parties  to 
desist,  and  thus  avoided  the  necessity  of  employing  the  military 


The  recommendations  of  the  adjutant  general  are  worthy  of 
careful  consideration.  * 

LABOR  BUREAU— LABOR  LEGISLATION. 

The  reports  of  the  bureau  of  labor  in  your  hands  continue  to 
grow  in  interest,  and,  what  is  more  important,  they  exhibit  a  very 
satisfactory  condition  of  our  industries  and  of  the  people  employed 
in  the  various  industrial  pursuits.  The  laws  of  Kansas  touching 
the  interests  of  labor  generally  are  commendably  liberal  and  pro- 
gresive  in  spirit ;  but  with  the  development  and  diversification  of 
our  industrial  interests  come  new  demands  on  the  subject  of  labor 
which  should  be  promptly  recognized. 

The  oi^anized  wage-earners  of  the  state  will  ask  that  the  first 
day  of  September  of  each  year,  which  they  have  set  apart  as  "  La- 
bor Day,"  shall  be  made  by  legislation  a  legal  holiday,  and  the  re- 
quest should  be  readily  granted. 

Some  much-needed  legislation  will  be  asked  on  the  subject  of 
child  labor,  to  prohibit  the  employment  of  children  of  tender  age 
in  mines,  factories  and  workshops,  which  should  have  early  and 
&vorable  consideration  at  your  hands. 

The  time  and  manner  of  payment  of  wages  will  also  be 
brought  to  your  attention  for  appropriate  action.  It  is  a  su^ect 
not  free  from  difficulty,  but  it  is  hoped  that  some  conclusion  may 
be  reached  which  will  be  just  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

The  creation  of  a  board  of  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of 
questions  arising  between  employ^  and  corporations  will  like- 
wise claim  your  attention,  with  other  and  kindred  demands  in 
behalf  of  labor.  On  all  these  questions  much  valuable  informa- 
tion may  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  commissioner  of  labor,  to 
which  your  attention  is  accordingly  invited.

THE  CAPITOL  BUILDING. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  state-house  commissioners  herewith 
describes  the  present  condition  of  the  building,  the  work  of  con- 
struction carried  on  during  the  two  years,  and  states  the  probable 
cost  of  completing  the  same. 

The  work  has  been  retarded,  and  the  board,  as  well  as  the  con- 
tractors, seriously  embarrassed  for  want  of  means,  by  relying  en- 
tirely upon  the  proceeds  of  the  four-tenths-mill  levy,  which 
constitutes  the  state-house  fund.  With  the  utmost  care,  it  seems 
impossible  to  forecast  accurately  the  amount  of  money  that  will 
come  into  this  fund  from  such  a  levy  by  a  given  time  in  the 
future,  and  gauge  contract  obligations  accordingly.  The  board 
therefore  asks  for  a  direct  appropriation  of  $100,000,  to  be  avail- 
able at  once,  in  addition  to  the  four-tenths-mill  levy  to  be  con- 
tinued, to  pay  the  outstanding  warrants  not  paid  for  lack  of 
Ainds,  and  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  during  the  ensuing  two 
years.  Otherwise,  it  is  insisted,  the  work  must  be  discontinued 
for  a  year,  which,  in  the  present  state  of  the  building,  would  be 
extremely  unfortunate. 

The  recommendation  of  the  board  in  regard  to  locating  the 
plant  for  heating  and  lighting  outside  the  building,  is  most 
cordially  indorsed.  The  reasons  given  in  the  report  of  the  board, 
and  in  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  state,  are  urgent  and  con- 
clusive. The  boilers  now  under  the  wings  are  old,  worn  out 
and  absolutely  unsafe,  liable  to  cause  serious  injury  to  public 
property  at  any  time.  Such  danger  and  other  serious  objections 
would  be  avoided  in  the  proposed  change. 

THE  SUPREME  COURT. 

The  supreme  court,  consisting  of  three  judges,  as  it  was  origi- 
nally constituted  thirty  years  ago,  is  vainly  striving  to  do  the 
business  for  a  million  and  a  half  of  people.  Though  laboring 
industriously  and  continuously,  the  task  is  simply  impossible  of 
performance.  The  business  of  the  court  is  now  about  two  years 
behindhand,  with  fifteen  hundred  cases  on  the  docket  undisposed 
of.  From  January  1,  1890,  to  January  1,  1891,  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-two  new  cases  were  filed,  while  the  court,  with  the  aid 
of  the  commissioners,  is  disposing  of  about  six  hundred  cases 
annually. 

An  increase  of  the  supreme  court  bench  is  still  deemed  the  most 
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satisfactory  way  of  giving  the  much-Deeded  permanent  relief,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  a  proposition  looking  to  that  end  was 
voted  down  at  the  late  general  election.  In  view  of  this  result, 
however,  the  action  of  the  last  legislature  in  continuing  the  su- 
preme court  commission  was  both  timely  and  fortunate. 

BOARD  OF  PARDONS. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say  of  the  board  of  pardons  that  time  and 
experience  fully  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  its  creation.  It  con- 
tinues to  discharge  the  arduous  and  often  delicate  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  the  law  in  the  most  intelligent,  impartial,  and  satis- 
factory manner.  There  is  no  more  useful  board  in  the  state  ser- 
vice, and  it  has  come  to  be  r^arded,  very  properly,  as  a  necessary 
part  of  the  machinery  of  government. 

STATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

The  seventh  biennial  report  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
state  historical  society  shows  additions  to  its  library  of  2,260  vol- 
umes of  books;  of  unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets,  5,208;  and 
of  volumes  of- newspapers  and  periodicals,  2,153;  a  total  of  9,621 
volumes.  These  volumes  make  a  complete  collection  of  the  ma- 
terials of  the  history  of  Kansas  for  the  period  of  two  years,  and 
largely  pertain  to  the  history  and  progress  of  the  entire  country. 
Laige  accessions  have  also  been  made  of  manuscripts,  maps, 
pictures,  and  miscellaneous  contributions  and  illustrative  relics. 

STATE  LIBRARIAN. 

The  report  of  the  state  librarian  in  your  hands  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  last  l^islature  failed  to  make  any  appropri- 
ation for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library  for  the  last  two 
fiscal  years.  It  is  hoped  that  this  pmission  will  be  supplied  by  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  such  purpose  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

LIVE-STOCK  SANITARY   COMMISSION. 

The  report  of  this  commission,  including  that  of  the  state  vet- 
erinarian, is  deserving  of  careful  consideration.  It  faithfully  sets 
forth  the  general  condition  of  the  stock  interests  of  the  state,  and 
expresses  the  belief  that  the  outlook  is  very  bright  for  better  prices 
for  stock  of  all  kinds  in  the  near  future.  The  board  urges  the 
necessity  of  amending  the  quarantine  law  as  hereinbefore  recom- 
mended. 
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COMMISSIONER  OF   FORESTRY. 

The  commissioner  submits  a  report  of  his  office  for  the  last  two 
fiscal  years,  with  some  pertinent  suggestions  touching  the  general 
subject  of  tree-culture  on  the  prairies. 

THE  WORLD^S  FAIR. 

The  president  of  the  United  States  has  formally  proclaimed 
that  the  World^s  Columbian  Exposition,  provided  for  by  con- 
gress, and  located  at  Chicago,  will  be  opened  on  the  first  day  of 
May,  1893.  And  I  trust  that  the  necessary  provision  will  be 
promptly  made  to  secure  a  creditable  display  of  the  products 
and  industries  of  Kansas  at  this  great  international  exposition. 
To  this  end  a  liberal  appropriation  will  be  required,  and  a  board 
of  managers  should  be  provided  for. 

OTHER  MATTERS  OF  PUBLIC  INTEREST. 

Sugar. — The  agricultural  conditions  of  the  state  are  faithfully 
exhibited  in  the  valuable  reports  of  the  state  board  of  agricul- 
ture, which  likewise  embrace  much  important  information  touch- 
ing the  general  development  of  the  state. 

Sugar  works  were  operated  during  the  year  1890  at  six  points 
in  the  state,  namely :  Fort  Scott,  Medicine  Lodge,  Topeka,  Lib- 
eral, Conway  Springs,  and  Attica;  the  total  product  of  sugar 
being  1,290,303  pounds.  Nearly  all  of  this  was  produced  at  the 
three  points  first  named,  Medicine  Lodge  leading  with  599,893 ; 
Fort  Scott  with  356,761 ;  Topeka  with  277,742  pounds.  The  other 
plants  made  less  than  60,000  pounds. 

Experiments  in  beet-sugar  manufacture  are  being  conducted 
with  very  gratifying  results,  and  those  who  have  given  most  at- 
tention to  the  matter  are  enthusiastic  over  the  prospect  of  the 
sugar  industry  in  Kansas. 

Salt. — Salt  is  being  manufactured  at  Anthony,  Hutchinson, 
Kingman,  Nickerson,  Wellington,  Great  Bend,  Sterling,  Lyons, 
Kanopolis,  and  other  points  in  the  state.  It  is  regretted  that 
more  recent  and  complete  data  are  not  available  relating  to  this 
new  industry,  the  latest  being  a  partial  statement  in  the  report  of 
the  state  board  of  agriculture  for  1889,  the  returns  for  1890  not 
being  yet  at  hand.  The  product  for  1889,  so  far  as  reported, 
was  547,224  barrels,  with  19,056  tons  not  put  in  barrels;  value 
of  product,  $448,238. 
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These  figures  are  largely  exceeded  by  the  product  of  1890, 
and  this  new  source  of  wealth,  so  rapidly  growing,  is  capable  of 
indefinite  development. 

Fkuit  Culture. —  Fruit  culture  in  Kansas  is  receiving  more 
caiefiil  and  practical  consideration  than  ever  before,  stimulated 
by  the  successful  experience  of  all  who  have  given  proper  atten- 
tion to  the  subject.  With  due  encouragement,  it  should  soon 
become  a  prominent  and  profitable  industry  of  the  state. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  vs.  The  Missouri  Pacific 
Railway  Company. — In  October,  1889,  the  Missouri  Pacific 
railway  company  discontinued  passenger  service  on  the  Le  Roy 
&  Caney  Valley  Air-Line  railroad,  a  branch  line  controlled  and 
operated  by  said  Missouri  Pacific  railway  company  in  southern 
Kansas.  The  people  along  the  line  of  the  Caney  Valley  road, 
who  had  aided  liberally  in  its  construction,  very  properly  and 
justly  complained,  and  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  after 
due  notice  and  full  hearing,  ordered  passenger  service  restored, 
which  the  Missouri  Pacific  company  declined  to  do.  Having 
been  officially  advised  of  such  order  and  refusal,  the  opinion  of 
the  attorney  general  was  taken  as  to  the  proper  remedy,  and  he 
was  accoftiingly  directed  to  begin  proceedings  in  mandarmis  in 
the  supreme  court  to  enforce  obedience  on  the  part  of  the  Mis- 
souri Pacific  railway  company  to  the  order  of  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners.  Such  action  was  promptly  taken,  and  the 
case  is  now  pending.  The  question  involved  is  of  general  interest, 
touching  the  power  of  the  commissioners  and  the  enforcement  of 
its  orders  in  such  cases. 

Boundary-Line  Question. — Early  in  this  administration 
the  question  of  the  location  of  the  boundary  line  between  the 
states  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  arose  in  a  case  in  the  United  States 
circuit  court  between  the  St.  Joseph  &  Grand  Island  railroad 
company  and  the  officers  of  Doniphan  county,  Kansas,  wherein 
the  company  sought  to  resist  the  right  of  said  county  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  upon  the  bridge  of  the  complainant  across  the  Mis- 
souri river  to  the  Kansas  side.  I  directed  the  attorney  general  to 
appear  in  connection  with  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Gillpatrick,  employed 
by  the  said  county,  and  defend  the  interest  of  the  state  in  such 
actioD.  The  court  on  the  trial  held  that  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  states  is  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  river, 
instead  of  the  low-water  mark  on  the  east  bank,  as  contended  by 
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the  county;  further  holding,  however,  that  all  that  portion  of 
the  bridge  lying  within  the  statei  of  Kansas  is  subject  to  taxation 
in  Kansas  as  a  continuing  right.  So  that  the  result  of  the  liti- 
gation was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  and  settles  a  question  of 
more  than  ordinary  importance. 

Beef  Combine  Convention. — Pursuant  to  a  concurrent  reso- 
lution of  the  last  legislature,  offered  by  Senator  Gillett,  I  pro- 
ceeded by  correspondence  with  the  governors  of  the  states  most 
interested,  to  call  a  convention  to  be  held  at  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
to  consider  the  practicability  of  uniform  legislation  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  so-called  "  beef  and  pork  combine,"  and  to  discuss  the 
then  prevailing  depression  in  the  cattle  industry  generally.  The 
convention  consisted  of  delegations  from  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  states,  and  assembled  on  the  12th  day  of  March,  1889, 
nine  western  states  being  represented.  After  several  days  spent 
in  deliberation,  a  form  of  bill  providing  for  state  inspection  was 
agreed  upon  as  the  best  method  of  accomplishing  the  desired 
result,  and  so  recommended  to  the  several  states.  It  will  be* noted, 
however,  that  such  laws  when  contested  have  since  been  held  void 
by  the  courts,  as  being  repugnant  to  the  interstate  commerce  pro- 
vision of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  * 

The  proceedings  of  the  convention  were  published  in  pamphlet 
form,  copies  of  which  are  accessible,  if  desired.  As  the  conven- 
tion met  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature  of  1889, 1  have 
thought  proper  to  thus  bring  the  subject  to  your  attention  for  such 
further  action  as  may  seem  best  in  the  premises. 

Deep  Harbors. — In  August,  1889, 1  issued  a  call  for  a  con- 
vention, which  assembled  in  Topeka  on  the  first  day  of  October  of 
that  year,  to  fiirther  the  movement  to  secure  the  construction  of 
deep  harbors  on  the  gulf  coast  of  Texas.  Twenty-one  states  were 
represented,  and  the  convention  was,  in  all  respects,  successftil  in 
giving  great  impetus  to  the  undertaking  of  such  manifest  impor- 
tance to  the  people  of  Kansas  and  of  the  west.  And  it  is  grati- 
fying to  observe  that  congress  has  since  taken  action  in  aid  of  the 
work  contemplated  by  the  convention. 

Silver  Convention. — According  to  the  call  for  a  national 
silver  convention  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  beginning  on 
the  27th  day  of  November,  1889,  I  appointed  a  delegation  of 
prominent  citizens  to  represent  Kansas  in  that  body,  and  a  very 
interesting  account  of  the  proceedings  is  embodied  in  the  report 
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of  Hon.  H.  B.  Kelly,  one  of  the  delegates,  on  file  in  this  office. 
It  is  believed  that  the  action  of  the  convention  did  much  to  create 
the  sentiment  resulting  since  in  congressional  legislation,  providing 
&r  increased  silver  coinage,  to  be  followed,  it  is  hoped,  by  still 
more  liberal  l^islation  on  the  subject 

The  reports  of  the  state  oil  inspector,  state  mine  inspector, 
board  of  health  and  board  of  pharmacy,  are  in  the  printer's 
hands,  and  will  reach  you  in  due  time.  Though  not  now  accessi- 
ble for  such  notice  herein  as  they  may  merit,  it  is  hoped  they  will 
receive  proper  consideration  at  your  hands.  The  subject  of  mines 
and  mining  is  one  of  especial  importance  to  those  concerned  in 
that  growing  industry. 

Confident  in  the  belief  that  the  several  matters  herein  pre- 
sented, touching  the  interests  of  the  state,  will  receive  consider- 
ate attention  at  your  hands,  and  sincerely  trusting  that  your 
labors  during  the  session  may  be  both  pleasant  and  profitable 
this  communication  is  respectfiiUy  submitted.

Senator  Osbom  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  9 : 
Resolved^  That  the  message  of  the  governor  just  read  to  the  Senate, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  Affairs,  and  that  saoh  commit- 
tee be  instrnoted  to  apportion  the  several  parts  thereof  to  appropriate 
standing  committees  and  make  such  recommendations  relating  to  its 
printing  as  may  seem  necessary. 

Adopted. 

Senator  Emery  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  5:

That  the  purchase  of  such  statutes  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  origi- 
ns! contract  of  the  pnblisliers,  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  per  copy  of  two  volumes.

ing for  expenditure  of  snch  amoant  for  ooal  br  may  be  foond  available 
and  neoessBTy  to  meet  the  present  emergency.

Senator  Mohler,  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Joint 
Rules,  submitted  the  following  report : 

JOINT   RULES   OF   THE  SENATE  AND   HOUSE. 
Bulk  1.  Each  hoase  shaU,  as  soon  as  organized,  report  that  fact  to 
the  other  house;  and  the  two  houses  shaU,  by  joint  committee,  inform 
the  g^oyemor  that  they  are  ready  to  receive  any  commnnioation  he  mey 
have  to  make. 

Bulk  2.  Messages  from  one  house  to  the  other  ehaU  be  carried  by 
their  clerks,  respectively,  unless  the  house  transmitting  the  message 
shall  specially  direct  otherwise. 

BuiiE  3.  In  joint  convention  of  the  two  houses,  the  president  of  the 
Senate  sbaU  preside. 

BuLi  4.  Each  house  shaU  transmit  to  the  other  aU  papers  on  which 
any  bill  or  resolution  may  be  founded. 

BuLx  5.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  either  house  to  amend  any  amend- 
ment made  by  the  other  to  any  bill  or  resolution. 

Bui.x  6.  When  a  bUl  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shaU  be  given  to  the  house 
in  which  the  same  was  passed. 

Buxi  7.  In  case  of  difference  between  the  two  houses,  upon  any  sub- 
ject of  legislation,  either  house  may  request  a  conference  and  appoint 
a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  house  shall  appoint  a 
Biinilar  committee.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  house 
requesting  such  conference.  The  committees  shall  confer  upon  the 
cause  of  difference,  with  a  view  to  arrive  at  such  modifications  an^ 
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amendments  as  would  secure  the  agreement  of  both  houses.  The  re-, 
port  of  the  committee  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  house 
assenting  to  the  conference.  When  such  house  shall  have  acted  thereon, 
it  shall  transmit  the  same,  with  the  papers  relating  thereto,  to  the 
other,  with  a  message  certifying  its  action  thereon. 

Rule  8.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  either  house  to  recede  from  any 
subject-matter  of  difference  between  the  two  houses  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  the  conference,  whether  the  papers  on  which  such  difference 
arose  are  before  the  house  reformallyceding,  or   informally. 

RuiiB  9.  If  the  two  houses  adhere  to  their  disagreement,  or  if  as 
many  as  two  committees  of  conference  have  been  appointed,  and  can- 
not agree,  the  bill  which  is  the  subject  of  difference  shall  be  deemed 
lost,  and  shall  not  be  revived  in  either  house  during  the  session. 

RuiiE  10.  All  joint  committees,  and  committees  of  conference,  shall 
consist  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and  five  members  of  the  House 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution. 

Rule  II.  When  a  joint  bill  or  concurrent  resolution  shall  have  passed 
one  house,  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other,  without  entering  an  or- 
der on  the  journal. 

Rule  12.  After  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed  both  houses, 
it  shall  be  delivered  by  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the 
House  for  enrollment,  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enrolled 
Bills  of  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  who  shall  immediately  cause 
said  bill  to  be  enrolled. 

Rule  13.  After  a  bill  is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  of  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  who 
shall  carefully  compare  the  enrolled  bill  with  the  engrossed  bill,  as  it 
passed  the  two  houses,  and  correct  any  error  that  may  be  discovered  in 
the  enrolled  bill.  After  which  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  of  the 
two  houses,  or  sub-committee  thereof,  acting  jointly,  shall  compare  the 
enrolled  bill  with  the  engrossed  bill,  correct  any  error  that  may  be  dis- 
covered, and  return  the  engrossed  bill  to  the  house  where  the  same 
originated.  Such  joint  committee  shall  then  present  the  bill  to  the 
presiding  officer  and  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  house  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, for  their  signatures,  and  then  to  the  presiding  officer  and  secre- 
tary or  clerk  of  the  other  branch  of  the  legislature  for  their  signatures. 
Immediately  after  a  bill  is  properly  signed,  the  committee  shall  present 
it  to  the  governor  for  his  approval,  and  shall  then  report  in  writing  to 
the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated,  the  day  of  the  week  and  day  of 
the  month  on  which  such  bill  was  presented,  which  report  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal. 

Rule  14.  All  joint  orders,  memorials,  and  resolutions,  which  are  to 
be  presented  to  the  governor  for  his  approval,  shall  be  treated  in  the 
same  manner  as  bills. 

Rule  16.  Appropriation  bills  shall  be  classified  as  follows: 

I.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for  the  Blind. 
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2.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb. 

3.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane at  Osawatomie. 

•L  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane at  Topeka. 

5.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Reform  School. 

6.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for  Idiotic  and 
Imbecile  Touth. 

7.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Penitentiary. 
&.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  University. 

9.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege. 

10.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Normal  School. 

11.  One  bill  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Industrial  Reforma- 
tory at  Hutchinson. 

12.  One  bill  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  at  Atchison. 

13.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  state  capitol. 

14.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 
executlTe,  state,  and  judiciary  departments. 

15.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative  department. 

16.  One  bill  making  appropriations  to  sheriffs,  for  conveying  pris- 
oners to  the  penitentiary. 

17.  One  bill  making  appropriations  to  the  public  printer,  for  print- 
ing and  binding. 

18.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  miscellaneous  expenses. 

Other  appropriation  bills  may  be  introduced  when  deemed  neces- 
sary or  expedient,  but  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  any  member  or 
oommittee  to  introduce  any  bill  which  shall  include  appropriations  for 
any  two  or  more  objects  or  purposes  hereinbefore  designated  as  sub- 
jects of  different  bills. 

Rdub  16.  Appropriation  bills  as  mentioned  in  Rule  15,  from  1  to  18 
inclusive,  shall  be  introduced  in  either  house  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  the  legislative  session,  and  sent  to  the  other  house  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  close  of  the  session.  All  other  appropriation  bills 
shall  be  introduced  in  either  house  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day 
fixed  for  final  adjournment,  and  sent  to  the  other  house  at  least  five 
days  before  the  dose  of  the  session. 

Bdia  17.  All  bills  appropriating  public  money  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  before  being  placed  upon  the  cal- 
endar under  '* General  Orders." 

RuLx  18.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
like  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  may,  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  appropriation  bills,  constitute  a  joint  committee. 

Bulk  19.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  printed  as  required  by 
rule  or  order  of  either  house;  and  when  wanted,  three  hundred  shall  be 
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printed  for  the  use  of  both  hoaseB.  Mo  extra  number  of  any  bill,  reso- 
lution or  document  snail  be  printed,  except  it  be  ordered  by  concurrent 
resolution. 

RuiiX  20.  Orders  to  print,  unexecuted,  expire  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, and  no  document  shall  be  printed  or  delivered  after  the  final 
adjournment,  unless  under  some  law  or  resolution  of  the  two  houses. 

Bulk.  21  There  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  each 
session  of  the  Legislature  a  joint  standing  committee  on  printing,  con- 
sisting of  two  members  upon  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  members 
upon  the  part  of  the  House,  to  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  print- 
ing done  by  order  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  printing  of  the  journals, 
and  to  determine  what  matter  shall  appear  in  the  journals,  and  to  see 
that  reports,  messages  and  other  documents  are  not  published  in  dupli- 
cate in  the  journals  of  the  two  houses. 

Rule  22.  Whenever  there  shall  be  an  election  of  ofScers  by  the  joint 
action  of  the  two  houses,  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the  president 
of  the  Senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  House,  and  shall  be  reported  by 
each  to  their  respective  houses,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  each,  and  shall  be  communicated  to  the  governor  by  th« 
clerks  of  the  two  houses  jointly. 

Rule  23.  When  amendments  are  made  in  one  house  to  a  bill  or  joint 
resolution  originating  in  the  other,  or  where  amendments  are  made  in 
one  house  to  amendments  made  in  the  other,  it  shall  require  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  either  house,  on  the  call  of  the 
yeas  and  nays,  to  adopt  said  amendment  on  its  final  passage. 

RuiiK  24.  In  joint  convention  of  the  two  houses,  the  previous  qnes- 
tion  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  and  when  sustained  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  it  shall  cut  off  all  debate  or  amendment,  and 
bring  the  convention  to  a  direct  vote;  but  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on 
all  pending  amendments,  in  their  order,  until  the  main  question  is 
reached. 

Rule  26.  When  a  bill  proposes  to  amend  any  section,  chapter,  or  act, 

the  title  shall  read  as  follows:  "An  act  relating  to ,  and  amendatory 

of  section  —  of  chapter  —  of  the ,'*  filling  the  blanks  with  the  proper 

subject,  section  and  chapter  of  the  session  laws,  designating  the  same; 
or  section ,  general  statutes  of  Kansas,  1889. 

Rule  26.  When  a  bill  proposes  to  repeal  any  section,  chapter,  or  act, 
and  has  no  other  object,  the  title  shall  be  as  follows:  "An  act  to  repeal 

section  ,  chapter  of   the ,  relating  to  ,"  filling  the 

blanks  with  the  proper  subject,  section,  or  chapter  of  the  session  laws, 
designating  the  same;  or  section general  statutes  of  Kansas,  1889. 

Rule  27.  The  chief  clerk  of  the  House  and  secretary  of  the  Senate 
shall  indorse  on  every  bill  and  joint  or  concurrent  resolution,  respect- 
ively, a  brief  history  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  introduced  or  comin|f 
into  their  respective  houses,  showing  when  and  by  whom  the  bill  or  res- 
olution was  introduced,  or  when  received,  its  several  readings  and 
references,  when  reported,  and  the  recommendation,  the  fact  of  amend- 
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ment  (if  amended),  its  engrossment,  final  reading  and  disposition 
thereof,  stating  the  number  of  yeas  and  the  number  of  nays  thereon. 
The  chief  clerk  and  secretary  shall  respectively  sign  sach  history  of 
the  bill  or  resolution  in  his  house,  before  he  transmits  the  same  to  the 
other  house. 

RciiB  28.  These  rules  may  be  changed  or  suspended  by  concurrent 
resolution  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  in  each  house. 

Senator  Osborn  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  mo- 
tion prevailed,  and  the  report  was  adopted.

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed,  and  the  title  was  agreed  to. 

Senate  bill  No.  42,  An  act  to  amend  sections  67  and  68,  ar- 
ticle 4  of  chapter  25  of  general  statutes  of  1868,  being  an  act 
relating  to  counties  and  county  ofiBcers,  and  repealing  said  sec- 
tions 67  and  ^S,  was  read  the  third  time,  and  the  question  being, 
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Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  re- 
sult :  Yeas  36,  nays  0.

Senator  Martin  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  13, 
Ordering  250  copies  of  the  joint  rules  printed,  and  moved  its 
adoption  now,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Rush  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  14,  In- 
structing our  members  of  congress  to  work  for  the  abolishment 
of  the  national  banking  act.     Laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Mechem  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  which 
motion  prevailed.

Senator  Kirkpatrick,  in  explanation  of  his  vote  on  Senate  bill 
No.  59,  filed  the  following  protest: 

Mb.  Pbesidknt:  I  must  protest  against  the  passage  of  Senate  bills 
Kos.  59  and  67.  These  bills  are  donbtlessly  intended  for  the  relief  of 
those  who  have  been  so  nnf ortnnate  as  to  have  mortgaged  their  homes. 
Bat  the  inevitable  resnlt  of  these  bills  mnst  be  bankruptcy  and  rnin  to 
the  very  persons  songht  to  be  relieved.  Under  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  as  interpreted  by  the  supreme  court  in  a  long  line  of  de- 
cisions from  1823  to  the  present  time,  these  bills  can  have  no  applica- 
tion to  existing  contracts,  and  can  only  apply  to  contracts  in  the 
future. 

With  75  per  cent,  of  onr  lands  incumbered  with  mortgages,  aggregat- 
ing more  than  eighty  millions  of  dollars;  with  each  of  the  mortgages 
containing  the  provision  that  the  lands  therein  mentioned  may  be 
sold  without  valuation  or  appraisement;  with  millions  of  these  securi- 
ties maturing  within  the  next  year  or  eighteen  months,  and  the  owners 
of  the  farms  on  which  these  mortgages  are  given  wholly  unable  to  pay 
and  discharge  the  same  at  their  maturity,  owing  to  the  financial  de- 
pression now  existing  in  the  country,  and  must  either  secure  a  renewal 
of  the  loan,  or  an  additional  loan  with  which  to  pay  the  same — we  are  not 
in  a  condition  to  dictate  terms  to  the  lenders,  or  to  demand  that  mort- 
gages containing  provisions  less  advantageous  to  the  lender  shall  be  ac- 
cepted by  him  in  lieu  of  our  existing  obligations.  The  great  majority  of 
these  mortgages  will  ultimately  be  paid,  if  reasonable  extension  can  be 
bad,  or  new  loans  secured  with  which  to  pay  the  same;  and  any  law 
that  we  may  pass  that  tends  in  the  least  to  obstruct,  hinder  or  retard 
the  securing  of  new  loans  with  which  to  pay  maturing  mortgages, 
strikes  a  blow  at  the  very  persons  sought  to  be  protected  by  this  bill. 

Believing  as  I  do,  that  these  bills,  if  enacted  into  laws,  will  render  it 
more  difficult,  if  not  Impossible,  to  secure  moneys  with  which  to  meet 
oor  maturing  obligations,  and  that  hundreds  and  thousands  of  mort- 
gages will  thereby  be  foreclosed  that  otherwise  would  be  paid  if  no  ob- 
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struotion  was  thrown  in  the  way;  and,  further,  belieying  that  these 
bills  will  deprive  hundreds  and  thoasands  of  oar  people  from  renewing 
their  loans,  and  thns  bring  about  disaster  and  rnin,  I  am  constrained 
to  vote  against  these  bills.  I  belong  to  the  debtor  class,  and  in  the 
name  of  every  man  whose  home  is  mortgaged  at  the  present  time,  I 
protest  against  the  passage  of  any  bill  which  will  make  it  more  diffi- 
onlt,  and  render  it  impossible  to  secure  a  renewal  of  his  loan  at  its 
maturity.

Senator  Kirkpatrick  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No. 
21,  Requesting  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  to  advance  the 
case  of  Thomas  C.  Riley,  an  old  soldier,  upon  the  dockets  of  the 
supreme  court. 

The  resolution  went  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Forney  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  38,  Relating  to 
the  completion  of  the  state  house. 

The  resolution  went  over  under  the  rules. 

CONSIDERATION   OF  MOTIONS   AND  RESOLUTIONS  OF  A 
PREVIOUS  DAY. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  20,  Providing  for  a  conven- 
tion of  the  western  states  to  consider  their  agricultural  and 
mining  interests,  was  taken  up. 

Senator  Kelly,  of  McPherson,  offered  the  following  as  a  sub- 
stitute: 

Whereas,  The  complaint  throughout  agricultural  sections,  based 
Bpon  economic  questions,  having  become  general  in  the  states  of  the 
west  and  southwest;  and 

Whereas,  With  a  view  to  the  advancement  of  the  material  interests 
of  vestem  agricultural  and  mining  interests,  and  recognizing  the  im- 
purtance  of  harmonious  action  on  the  part  of  the  states  and  territories 
within  the  agricultural  and  mining  regions  west  of  the  Ohio  river  and 
extending  to  the  Pacific  ocean:  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  therein, 
That  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas  hereby  requests,  with  a  view 
to  the  consideration  of  important  commercial  and  economic  interests, 
that  the  several  states  and  territories  lying  between  the  Ohio  river  and 
the  Pacific  ocean  join  in  a  commercial  congress  of  such  states  and  ter- 
ritories, to  be  held  April  16, 1891;  and,  in  view  of  central  location,  we 
wiggest  Kansas  City  as  the  place  of  meeting;  and,  as  a  basis  of  repre- 
^ntation  in  such  proposed  commercial  congress,  we  suggest  that  each 
state  name  as  delegates  four  Senators  and  five  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  and  that  the  territories  be  aUowed  five  delegates 
each. 

Resolved,  That  the  presiding  oflficers  of  each  house  of  the  several 
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states  aud  territories,  where  the  legislatures  are  in  session,  be  requested 
to  name  the  delegates  to  such  convention;  and  where  the  legislature  of 
any  state  or  territory  is  not  in  session,  the  governor  of  such  state  or 
territory  shall  appoint  the  requisite  number  of  delegates  for  his  state 
or  territory,  from  the  members  of  the  legislatures  of  such  states  or  ter- 
ritories. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  send  copies  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  executive  of  each  state  and  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  and  to  the  following  states  east  of  said  river,  namely,  Ohio,  In- 
diana, Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Michigan,  Wisconsis  and  Illinois,  with  the 
request  that  the  executives  of  the  several  states  or  territorities  herein 
designated  signify  to  the  governor  of  this  state  their  concurrence  or 
otherwise  in  the  purpose  of  these  resolutions,  as  well  as  to  the  action 
of  their  several  legislatures. 

The  motion  prevailed,  aud  the  substitute  was  adopted. 

Senate  resolution  No.  33,  That  all  local  bills  upon  the  calendar, 
reported  favorably  by  standing  committees,  be  made  the  special 
order  for  7: 30  o'clock  Monday  evening,  February  9,  was  taken  up. 

Senator  Murdock  moved  its  adoption,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Mechem  moved  that  House  concurrent  resolution  No. 
16,  Instructing  and  requesting  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress  to  endeavor  to  obtain  the  abolition  of  the  national  bank- 
ing system,  be  made  a  special  order  for  Tuesday  at  2  o'clock  p.  m., 
following  the  special  order  already  set  for  that  time. 

Senator  Forney  moved  to  amend  by  placing  at  the  same  time 
House  concurrent  resolution  No.  4. 

Senator  Gillett  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  the  amendment, 
that  all  resolutions  on  the  calendar,  except  House  concurrent  res- 
olution No.  23,  including  the  following,  be  made  to  follow  the 
special  order  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  Tuesday : 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  IG,  Instructing  and  requesting  sen- 
ators and  representatives  in  congress  to  endeavor  to  obtain  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  national  banking  system.

especially  requested  to  promptly  act  and  vote  for  the  passage  of  what 
is  known  as  the  anti-option  bill  now  pending  in  congress.  That  the 
chief  clerk  send  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each  of  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  congress. 

The  resolution  was  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

House  substitute  for  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  10,  re- 
questing our  representatives  in  congress  to  vote  for  the  Conger 
lard  bill,  was  read,  and  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Mechem  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  which 
motion  prevailed.

Senator  Mechem  offered  the  following  amendment : 

"That  Baid  committee  be  empowered  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
vitnesaes,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths, 
examine  witnesses,  to  employ  a  sergeant -at -arms,  and  a  stenographer.

"That  the  governor  of  the  state  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  of- 
fer a  reward  in  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction 
of  the  party  or  parties  committing  the  crime." 

Senator  Kirkpatrick  moved  its  adoption. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Senator  Martin  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  so  as  to 
make  it  read:  "The  committee  shall  consist  of  five  members  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  five  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives."

Wheretu^  It  is  alleged  that  on  the  18th  day  of  October,  1888,  a  pack- 
age of  dynamite,  or  other  deadly  explosive,  was  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Pacific  Express  Company,  at  Coflfeyville,  Kansas,  and  directed  to 
be  sent  to  Winfield,  Kansas;  and 

Whereas,  The  dynamite  did  explode  while  in  the  custody  of  H.  M. 
rpham,  and  dangerously  and  well-nigh  fatally  wounded  two  innocent 
women;  and 

Whereas,,  It  is  charged  that  a  person  is  now  in  the  employ  of  the  state 
of  Kansas,  who,  it  is  charged,  was  implicated  in  a  conspiracy  against 
the  lives  and  property  of  certain  citizens  of  the  state  of  Kansas:  and 

Whereas^  It  has  been  charged  that  the  republican  state  central  com- 
mittee of  Kansas  were  instigators  of  a  conspiracy  to  destroy  the  prop-

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erty,  reputation,  and  possibly  the  lives  of  some  of  our  people  for 
political  effect;  and 

Whereas,  Parties  making  such  charges  have  withheld  from  the  public 
all  evidences  of  their  authority  to  make  the  same,  and  have  used  the  in- 
formation they  claim  to  have  for  political  effect,  thereby  making  their 
'pretended  knowledge  of  crime  a  basis  of  political  agitation,  instead  of 
attempting  to  bring  criminals  to  justice :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives^  the  Senate  concurring  therein, 
That  a  committee  of  five  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  three  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate  be  appointed  to  make  a  full  investigation  of  all  the 
facts  pertaining  to  this  outrage,  with  a  view  that  the  guilty  may  be 
punished,  the  innocent  vindicated,  and  the  lives  of  our  people  pro- 
tected. 

That  said  committee  be  empowered  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to  administer  oaths, 
examine  witnesses,  and  to  employ  a  sergeant-at-arms  and  a  stenogra- 
pher, and  that  the  testimony  taken  before  said  committee  be  printed, 
and  that  said  committee  sit  with  open  doors,  and  that  any  three  mem- 
bers may  order  subpoenas  for  witnesses. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas  30,  nays  6.

By  the  provisions  of  this  bill  twenty  acres  of  valuable  lands  used  by 
the  insane  asylnm,  and  necessary  for  such  use,  are  destroyed.  These 
lands,  in  my  opinion,  are  worth  from  two  hundred  to  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  acre. 

And  the  remaining  tract  materially  injured,  while  the  bill  provides 
for  a  payment  to  the  state  of  only  one  thousand  and  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, not  enough  in  my  opinion  to  reimburse  the  state  for  the  damage 
to  the  remaining  lands,  say  nothing  about  the  lands  taken,  and  that 
part  cut  off  which  will  prove  worthless  to  the  institution.

sioners, shall  bear  to  the  total  of  destitute  persons  in  all  the  counties 
demanding  a  share  of  said  aid. 

"Sec.  2.  The  respective  boards  of  county  commissioners,  in  making 
their  reports  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  shall  give  names 
and  residence  of  the  persons  reported  as  destitute. 

"Sec.  3.  The  said  money,  when  so  placed  in  the  county  treasury  as 
above  contemplated,  shall  be  paid  out  for  said  grain  upon  the  order  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  attested  by  the  county  clerk;  and 
Mid  grain  shall  be  distributed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
to  the  proper  persons  without  compensation. 

**8ec.4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after 
Its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper."

NO.  87. 

Mb.  Pbesident:  Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate 
biU  No.  87,  report  the  same  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  reoommenda- 
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tion  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  fur  the  reason  that  the  Ways  and 
Me&na  Committee  are  considering  a  similar  bill  already  passed  by  the 
House.  F.  M.  Lockabd,  Chairman. 

THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS. 

Senate  bill  No.  265,  Au  act  granting  the  right  to  erect  and 
maintain  dams  across  the  Kansas  river  in  Shawnee  county,  was 
on  third  reading,  subject  to  amendment.

Section  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  James  Anthony 
and  his  successors,  personal  or  corporate,  and  their  snccessors  and  as- 
signs, the  right  to  erect,  construct  and  forever  maintain  a  series  of 
three  certain  dams  across  the  Kansas  river  at  any  suitable  places  west 
of  the  city  of  Topeka.  and  not  farther  up  the  river  than  the  western- 
most line  of  Shawnee  county,  where  said  James  Anthony  and  his  asso- 
ciates have  acquired  or  may  hereafter  acquire  the  lands  on  the  banks 
of  said  river.    If  any  of  said  dams  shall  not  have  been  constructed,  or 
the  construction  thereof  shall   not   have   been  commenced,  within  a 
period  of  three  years  from  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect,  the  rights  here- 
by granted,  so  far  as  applicable  to  any  dam  the  construction  of  which  shall 
not  have  been  commenced,  shall  thereafter  vest  in  any  person,  persons 
or  corporation  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  hereof,  un- 
der the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  of  this  act,  and  such  person, 
persons  or  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  and  maintain 
SQch  dam  or  dams  across  said  river  upon  which  the  work  of  construc- 
tion has  not  been  begun:  Provided,  That  the  rights  hereby  granted 
shall  be  limited  to  such  ownership  or  rights  as  the  state  may  have  in 
the  bed  or  banks  of  said  river,  and  shall  not  be  construed  as  granting 
any  right  to  overflow  any  other  lands  by  the  erection  of  such  dam  or 
dams  until  the  right  to  overflow  such  other  lands  shall  have  been  ac- 
qired  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

said  application  to  show  the  number  of  acres  in  cultivation,  the  amount 
of  grain,  if  any,  on  hand,  a  list  of  their  farming  utensils,  and  the  num- 
ber and  kinds  of  teams  owned  by  them,  the  length  of  time  they  have 
resided  in  the  county  and  state,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  state  board  of  railroad  commissioners  ;  such  informa- 
tion to  be  verified  by  the  applicants,  and  by  two  disinterested  witnesses 
known  to  some  member  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  6,  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

"Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
to  apportion  the  amount  allowed  their  county  among  the  applicants 
equally,  taking  into  consideration  their  respective  needs  and  require- 
ments: Prodded,  That  no  person  shall  receive  seed  grain  who  has  not 
been  a  resident  of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  year  last  past,  and  who 
bas  not  lost  his  crop  by  reason  of  drouth,  and  who  is  otherwise  unable 
to  procure  seed." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  7,  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

•*8eo.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  to  draw  a 
▼arrant  against  their  counties  in  favor  of  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the 
unount  of  the  seed  furnished  to  said  county,  which  warrant  shall  be- 
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oome  due  and  payable  on  or  before  February  1,  1892,  said  warrant  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  state  board  of  aid  commissioners  upon  receipt 
of  the  grain,  and  to  be  by  them  turned  over  to  the  state  treasurer." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  8,  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

**Seo.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
to  take  each  applicant's  obligation  for  the  cost  of  grain  furnished  to

The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  receive,  in  addi- 
tion  to  the  salary  already  provided  by  law,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per 
day  and  expenses  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act;  said  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  commissioner.  Said  board  of 
county  commissioners  to  receive  their  pay  from  their  respective  coun- 
ties." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  10,  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu 
thereof: 

"Sec.  10.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  there  is  appro- 
priated out  of  the  state  treasury,  of  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars." 

Add: 

*•  Skc.  11.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  its 
publication  in  the  olFicial  state  paper." 

Senator  Mecheni  moved  that  the  amendment  offered  by  the 
A\'ay.s  and  Cleans  Committee  be  adopted,  which  motion  prevailed.

PROTEST. 

Mb.  Pbesident  :  I  mnst  protest  against  the  passage  of  House  bill 
No.  756,  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  312.  The  bill  is  so  manifestly 
in  Tiolation  of  the  plain  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  state, 
that  a  person  not  a  lawyer  cannot  for  one  moment  doubt  our  want  of 
po-wer  to  enact  a  law  of  this  character. 

Again,  did  we  possess  the  power  to  enact  this  law,  it  would  be  mani- 
festly wrong  to  do  so.  Public  moneys  forced  from  the  people  by 
taxation,  should  be  applied  to  public  purposes  only  ;  and  we  might  as 
well  draw  npon  the  treasury  in  behalf  of  hundreds  of  poor  people  en- 
gaged in  other  pursuits  equally  needy,  as  those  mentioned  in  this  bill.

Your  committee  find  that  fire  insurance  rates  have  been  largely  in- 
cteased  in  Kansas,  and  this  in  consequence  of  a  combination  among 
fife  ingtirance  companies  so  skillfully  arranged  as  not  to  be  amenable 
to  the  law  against  trusts  and  combinations.

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas:  The  conference  committee 
appointed  to  consider  the  differences  between  the  two  houses  as  to 
Senate  bill  No.  842,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  procuring  evidence 
by  legislative  committees,  and  testimony  given  before  such  commit- 
tees, and  providing  that  false  testimony  shall  be  punished  as  perjury/' 
submit  the  following  report: 

This  bill  as  it  passed  the  Senate  does  not  abridge  or  curtail  the 
powers  of  any  committee  appointed  by  either  branch  of  the  legislature. 
Such  committees  will  have  the  same  powers  that  they  always  heretofore 
exercised  in  this  state.  The  bill  does,  however,  increase  the  facilities 
for  obtaining  evidence  by  joint  investigation  committees,  which  is 
certainly  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  explosion  at  Cof- 
feyviUe  unanimously  considered  the  passage  of  this  bill  as  of  the  great- 
est importance  to  enable  it  to  get  at  the  truth  in  regard  to  that  matter. 
Work  by  said  committee  has  entirely  stopped,  and  a  large  number  of 
witnesses  are  being  kept  in  waiting  at  the  expense  of  the  state  until 
some  action  is  taken  in  regard  to  the  passage  of  this  bill;  and  that 
committee  feels  that  it  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  in  that  investi- 
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gation  shoTild  this  bill  fail  to  become  a  law  in  time  to  ha^e  that  inTes- 
tigation  conducted  under  its  provisions. 

Believing  as  we  do  that  it  is  important  that  this  bill  should  become 
a  law  at  once,  we  recommend  that  the  House  recede  from  its  amend- 
ment to  section  1  of  the  bill,  and  in  lieu  thereof  agree  to  the  following, 
to  be  inserted  as  an  additional  section,  and  that  original  section  fonr 
of  the  bill  be  made  section  five: 

^^  Sko.  4.  The  proTlsiong  of  this*  act  shall  apply  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  appointed  February  11,  1891,  under  the  House  resolution  Introduced 
by  Bepresentatlvo  Dumbauld,  and  to  all  witnesses  sworn  and  examined  before  said 
committee."

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amendment  and  debate,  Senator  Murdock  offered  the  following 
amendment: 
Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  county  treasurer  of  Butler  county  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  board  of  county  commissionerSf  as  full  compensation  for  his 
services,  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and  in  addition  to  the  salary 
herein  provided,  said  county  treasurer  shall  receive  for  each  mile  act- 
ually and  necessarily  traveled  in  settling  with  the  state  treasurer,  three 
cents,  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  actually  paid  out,  the  same  to 
be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  to  be  is- 
sued on  sworn  vouchers. 

••Skc.  2.  The  county  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  charge  the  party 
requiring  his  services  for  the  use  of  the  county,  the  following  fees:  For 
issuingwarrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  personal  property,  twenty- 
five  cents;  for  certificate  of  sale  of  land  for  taxes,  ten  cents:  for  certifi- 
cate of  redemption,  twenty-five  cents;  for  making  out  list  of  land  for  the 
printer,  or  to  be  posted,  five  cents  for  each  tract  advertised. 

"Sec.  3.  The  county  clerk  of  Butler  county  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  as  full  compensation  for  his  services, 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

**Sec  4.  The  register  of  deeds  of  Butler  county  shall  charge  and  col- 
lect the  following  fees:  For  recording  deeds,  mortgages,  or  other  instru- 
ments of  writing,  for  each  folio,  ten  cents;  for  certificate  of  filing  and 
recording  any  instrument,  five  cents;  for  properly  indexing  each  instru- 
ment, including  descriptions  of  property  and  entries  on  numerical  index, 
if  any.  ten  cents;  for  copy  of  each  deed  or  other  instrument  recorded, 
per  folio,  seven  cents;  for  recording  town  plats,  one  hundred  lots  or  less, 
three  dollars,  each  additional  one  hundred  lots,  one  dollar;  for  certificate 
and  seal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  filing,  entering  and  releasing  each  chattel 
mortgage,  bill  of  sale,  or  conditional-sale  contract  or  note,  twenty-five 
cents;  and  whenever  the  fees  charged  and  received  by  him,  as  herein- 
before provided,  shall  amount  to  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  quarter  of  a  year,  he  shall  retain  the  one-half  of  all  excess  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  pay  the  other  one-half  into  the  county  treasury, 
taking  the  treasurer's  receipt  therefor  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  he  shall 
file  with  the  county  clerk;  and  the  money  so  paid  into  the  county 
treasury  shall  go  to  and  become  part  of  the  general  fund  of  the  county. 

"  Sec.  5.  Said  officers  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  fees  received  by 
them  from  all  sources  whatever,  in  books  to  be  provided  by  the  county 
commissioners  for  that  purpose,  showing  the  amounts  received,  from 
whom,  for  what  purpose,  and  the  date  thereof.  They  shall,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  regular  session  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  in  the 
moDths  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  make  out, 
present  to  and  file  with  said  board  a  detailed  and  correct  statement  of 
the  amount  of  fees  so  received  during  the  preceding  quarter,  which  re- 
port shall  be  under  oath;  and  the  county  treasurer,  county  clerk  or 
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register  of  deeds  of  said  county,  who  shall  fail  to  enter  in  snch  books 
any  fees  received  by  him,  or  shall  not  make  a  full  and  correct  report 
thereof  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  as  herein  provided,  shall 
forfeit  his  office;  and  should  the  register  of  deeds  fail  to  pay  into  the 
county  treasury  that  portion  of  his  fees  that  this  act  provides  shall  be 
paid  in,  for  a  period  of  five  days  from  the  time  said  report  is  required 
to  be  filed,  he  shall  forfeit  his  office;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  county  attorney  of  said  county  to  enforce  such  forfeiture  by  proper 
proceedings. 

"Sec.  6.  The  county  attorney  of  Butler  county  shall  be  allowed  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  as  compensation  for  his  services, 
$1,200  per  annum;  and  such  fees  as  are  allowed  b>  law. 

"Sec.  7.  Said  salaries  shall  be  paid  oat  of  the  county  treasury  in 
quarterly  installments,  upon  the  order  of  the  county  commissioners: 
Provided,  That  the  amount  collected  by  the  county  treasurer  and  county 
clerk  as  fees  herein  provided  for  the  preceding  quarter  shall  be  first  de- 
ducted from  the  said  quarterly  installment. 

"Sec.  8.  If  the  county  treasurer,  county  clerk  or  register  of  deeds  of 
said  county  shall  fail  to  make  to  the  county  commissioners  a  quarterly 
report,  under  oath,  as  herein  required,  he  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars  for 
each  day  he  shall  willfully  fail  to  do  so;  and  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners shall  in  no  event  audit  or  or  order  to  be  paid  any  quarterly 
installment  of  the  salary  as  herein  provided,  until  such  report  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  county  treasurer  as  herein  provided;  and  if  any  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  audit  and  order  to  be  paid  any  quarterly 
or  other  installment  of  such  salary  until  the  report  be  made  and  sworn 
to  by  the  said  officers  as  herein  provided,  each  member  of  said  board 
voting  for  such  allowance  shaU  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  for  the  support  of  common  schools  of  the  county, 
as  in  other  cases.

lieu  thereof  the  clerk  may  charge  seven  cents  per  folio  for  the  writing, 
not  including  printed  matter,  properly  required  in  any  such  process  or 
order;  for  impaneling  and  swearing  a  jury,  twenty-five  cents;  swearing 
each  witness,  five  cents :  taking  witness's  affidavit  for  per  diem  and  mileage, 
filing  and  entering  same  and  making  all  necessary  entries  in  reference 
thereto  and  to  the  fees  of  each  witness,  twenty-five  cents;  each  other 
affidavit,  including  certificate,  seal,  filing  and  docket  entries,  if  any, 
twenty-five  cents;  issuing  commissions  to  take  depositions,  twenty-five 
cents;  entering  abstract  of  each  judgment  or  order  in  appearance 
docket,  ten  cents;  filing,  entering  and  approving  any  bond,  including 
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justification,  twenty-five  cents;  entering  judgment  on  judgment  docket 
against  three  persons  or  less,  twenty-five  cents;  each  additional  person, 
five  cents;  making  any  record  or  copying  any  paper  required  to  be 
€opiedf  seven  cents  per  folio;  certifying  fees  of  witnesses  and  jurors  to 
board  of  county  commissioners,  each  person,  five  cents;  taking,  ap- 
proving, filing,  and  entering  recognizance,  twenty-fiye  cents;  filing 
mechanic's  lien  and  entering  abstract  thereof  in  proper  docket,  twenty- 
five  cents;  making  any  record  or  recording  or  copying  any  paper  re- 
-quired  to  be  recorded  or  copied,  including  indexing,  if  necessary,  seven 
cents  per  folio;  certificate  and  seal,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
fifteen  cents,  making  fee-bill,  per  folio,  seven  cents;  entering  declara- 
tion of  alien  to  become  a  citizen,  including  certified  copy  of  same,  one 
dollar;  entering  final  admission  of  alien,  including  certified  copy  of 
same,  one  doUar. 

"8eo.  10.  The  sheriff  of  Butler  county  shall  receive  for  his  services 
the  following  fees:  Serving  or  executing  and  returning  any  writ,  pro- 
cess, order,  or  notice,  or  tax  warrant,  except  as  otherwise  hereinafter 
provided,  for  the  first  person,  forty  cents;  for  each  additional  person, 
twenty  cents  and  mileage,  as  hereinafter  provided;  making  a  levy  un- 
der execution,  twenty-five  cents;  appraisement  of  property,  twenty- 
five  cents;  taking  an  inventory  of  personal  property,  each  day,  one  dol- 
lar: advertising  property  for  sale,  twenty-five  cents ;  selling  property, 
fifty  cents;  sheriff's  deed  and  acknowledgment,  one  dollar;  commission 
for  collecting  money  on  sale,  first  one  hundred  dollars,  two  per  cent., 
next  four  hundred  dollars,  one  per  cent.,  all  over  five  hundred  dollars, 
one-half  of  one  per  cent.;  and  one-half  the  foregoing  rate  for 
collections  without  sale;  for  services  under  requisitions  made  by 
the  governor,  three  dollars  per  day  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses actually  paid  out  for  himself  and  prisoner;  for  attending 
any  court  of  record,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day;  for  sum- 
moning taleeman,  each  five  cents;  for  attending  jail,  when  occupied  by

'*  Sec.  11.  The  probate  judge  of  Butler  county  shall  receive  for  his 
services  the  following  fees:  Issuing  letters  testamentary  of  administra- 
tion or  guardianship,  one  dollar;  filing,  entering  and  approving  bond, 
twenty-five  cents;  issuing  subpena,  citation,  venire  or  other  process  or 
order,  and  filing  and  entering  the  same,  thirty  cents;  filing  and  enter- 
ing each  paper,  five  cents:  Provided^  That  the  vouchers  returned  with 
annual  or  final  settli^ments  shall  be  attached  thereto,  and  with  such 
settlement  filed  as  one  paper;  hearing  every  petition,  motion,  applica- 
tion, proof  of  demand,  and  entering  any  order,  approval,  disapproval 
or  judgment  thereon,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  fifty  cents;

The  county  surveyor  of  Butler  county  shaU  receive  for  hia 
services  the  following  fees:  For  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  making  a  survey,  and  in  going  to  the  place  where  the  same 
is  to  be  made  and  returning  to  his  office  therefrom,  four  dollars  per 
day;  making  out  a  report  of  survey,  including  any  record  or  plat 
thereof  required  by  law,  two  dollars;  for  copy  of  plat  of  any  survey 
and  certificate,  two  dollars. 

"  Seo.  14.  The  coroner  of  Butler  county  shall  receive  for  holding  an 
inquest,  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  and  actually  em- 
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ployed;  for  all  seryices  performed  hj  him  in  holding  such  inquest,  the 
same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services  in  criminal  cases; 
for  performing  the  duties  of  sheriff,  the  same  fees  as  sheriff;  and  mile- 
age for  every  mile  necessarily  and  actually  traveled  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duty. 

^*8bc.  15.  Constables  shall  receive  for  their  services  the  following 
fees:  For  serving  or  executing  and  returning  every  summons,  subpoena, 
warrant,  commitment,  writ,  order,  process,  or  notice,  whether  served  by 
copy  or  otherwise,  when  the  same  is  to  be  served  upon  but  one  person, 
twenty-five  cents,  for  each  additional  person  served,  fifteen  cents;  ap- 
praisal and  returns,  fifty  cents;  taking  and  returning  a  bond  or  under- 
taking, twenty-five  cents;  summoning  a  jury,  fifty  cents;  attending 
upon  a  jury,  fifty  cents;  bringing  prisoners  into  court  when  ordered 
by  the  court,  twenty-five  cents;  attending  criminal  examination  or 
trial,  each  day,  one  doUar;  commission  on  money  collected  by  sale  or

Jurors  shall  be  paid  the  following  fees  out  of  the  county 
treasury :  For  attending  before  any  court  of  record,  for  each  day's  at- 
tendance, two  dollars;  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  place  of  attendance,  five  cents;  each  juror  or 
witness,  sworn  before  any  coroner  or  justice  of  the  peace  on  any  inquest 
taken  by  him,  one  dollar;  each  juror,  for  attending  in  any  justice  court, 
to  be  advanced  by  the  party  demanding  the  same  in  civil  actions,  and 
at  the  same  time  of  such  demand,  and  taxed  to  the  party  adjudged  to 
pay  the  costs,  fifty  cents;  and  fifty  cents  for  each  additional  day  they 
shall  attend  on  the  same. 
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"  Sec.  18.  Each  commissioner  for  the  partition  of  real  estate  shall 
receive  each  day  three  dollars,  and  same  mileage  allowed  to  sheriffs. 

'*  Sec.  19.  Each  appraiser  in  civil  actions  shall  receive  one  dollar  for 
the  first  day's  service,  and  the  same  mileage  allowed  to  sheriffs;  and 
when  required  to  serve  more  than  one  day  in  any  case,  two  dollars  for 
each  day. 

*'Sec.  20.  Printers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  following  fees: 
For  publishing  a  notice  for  the  sale  of  land  for  taxes  for  the  time  re- 
<inired  by  law,  for  each  tract  other  than  town  lots,  twenty  cents;  the 
same  for  town  lots,  eight  cents;  for  publishing  a  notice  for  the  time 
required  by  law,  showing  when  the  time  for  the  redemption  of  lands 
sold  for  taxes  expires,  the  same  compensation  as  for  the  notice  first 
mentioned;  for  publishing  any  legal  notice,  summons,  citation,  or  any 
proceeding  or  advertisement  required  by  law  to  be  published  in  a  news- 
paper, a  rate  not  exceeding  six  cents  per  line  of  twenty-six  ems  non- 
pareil for  the  first  insertion,  and  three  cents  per  line  for  each  subse- 
quent insertion. 

**Seo.  21.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  receive  the  following  fees:  Dock- 
eting and  indexing  action,  and  all  other  docket  entries,  down  to  and  in- 
cluding the  appearance  or  non-appearance  of  the  parties  on  return-day, 
twenty-five  cents;  or  when  order  of  replevin,  attachment,  arrest  or  sum- 
mons in  garnishment  is  issued,  thirty-five  cents;  filing  bill  of  particulars 
or  other  paper,  and  making  all  docket  entries  in  reference  thereto,  five 
cents:  approving  bond  and  docket  entry  thereof,  twenty-five  cents; 
issuing  any  writ,  process  or  order,  and  making  all  docket  entries  re- 
quired in  reference  thereto  and  the  return  thereof,  twenty-five  cents; 
impaneling  and  swearing  jury,  including  all  docket  entries  in  reference 
thereto,  twenty-five  cents;  entering  any  subsequent  appearance  or  non- 
appearance of  the  parties,  all  parties  and  their  attorneys  to  be  included 
in  one  entry,  ten  cents;  allowing  and  entering  order  of  continuance,  or 
adjournment,  or  dismissal,  and  all  docket  entries  in  reference  thereto, 
fifteen  cents;  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  taken  in  any  trial, 
or  the  hearing  of  any  motion,  from  the  time  when  the  trial  or  hearing 
actually  begins  until  the  end  of  the  evidence  or  argument,  if  any,  ten 
cents  per  hour;  rendering  and  entering  judgment,  twenty-five  cents; 
all  transcripts  and  copies  required,  and  for  any  other  writing  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  per  folio,  seven  cents;  certificate,  fifteen  cents; 
transmitting  papers,  fifteen  cents  —  all  papers  necessary  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  be  fastened  to  the  transcript;  acknowledgment  of  deed, 
twenty-five  cents;  marrying  and  making  returns,  two  dollars. 

*'Sec.  22.  The  mileage  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  five  cents  per 
mile  for  each  mile  actually  and  necessarily  traveled  in  the  usual  way  by 
the  officer,  juror  or  witness  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place, 
or  in  going  from  place  to  place,  where  such  officer  or  person  is  required 
to  go  in  performance  of  the  services  required  of  him  by  law,  or  in  serv- 
ing or  obeying  any  process  authorized  by  law;  and  no  person  shall  re- 
ceive any  fees  for  constructive  service  or  mileage  in  any  case. 

"  Sec.  28.  The  county  commissioners  of  Butler  county  shall,  during 
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the  month  of  January,  1893,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  denignate 
some  newspaper  of  general  circnlation  in  said  connty,  and  which  has 
been  continaonsly  published  for  two  years  last  past,  as  the  official  pa- 
per, and  the  legal  fees  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  such  official 
county  paper  for  the  legal  printing  required  by  said  county. 

"  Ssc.  24.  Chapter  CXXXY ,  session  laws  of  1889,  is  hereby  repealed. 

'*Seo.  25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
December  81,  1891,  and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  having 
been  read  the  third  time,  and  the  question  being,  Shall  the  bill 
pass?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result:  Yeas  24, 
nays  1. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were:  Messrs. 
Bentlej,  Carroll  of  Miami,  Forney,  Gillett,  Harkness,  Hays,  How- 
ard, Kelley  of  Crawford,  Kelly  of  McPherson,  Lockard,  Long, 
Mechem,  Mohler,  Murdock,  Norton,  Osborn,  Rankin,  Roe,  Schil- 
ling, Senior,  Wheeler,  Wilson,  Woodward,  and  Wright. 

Senator  Martin  voted  in  the  negative. 

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were:  Messrs.  Berry,  Buchan, 
Carroll  of  Leavenworth,  EUiston,  Emery,  Johnson,  Kimball,  King, 
Kirkpatrick,  McTaggart,  Moody,  Richter,  Rush,  Smith,  and 
Tucker. 

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed  as  amended,  and  the  title  was  agreed  to. 

House  bill  No.  726,  An  act  ceding  jurisdiction  over  any  lots 
and  ground  which  may  be  selected  as  a  site  for  federal  buildings 
in  the  city  of  Atchison,  was  on  third  reading,  subject  to  amend- 
ment  and  debate. 

Senator  ElUston  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause,  and  insert  the  following:

Senator  Gillett,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  re- 
ported House  bill  No.  540,  An  act  relating  to  mortgages  and 
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other  liens  upon  real  estate,  providing  for  the  enforcement  thereof, 
and  regulating  the  right  of  redemption  therefrom,  and  recom- 
mended that  it  be  amended  as  follows : 

Amendment  No.  1 :  Strike  out  section  1  of  the  bill,  and  insert 
the  following  as  section  1 : 

"  Section  1.  Any  mortgage  of  real  estate  containing  a  power  of  sale 
upon  default  or  breach  of  condition  may,  upon  the  happening  of  sach 
default  or  breach  of  condition,  be  foreclosed,  and  the  real  estate  de- 
scribed therein  sold  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said  real 
estate,  or  a  part  thereof,  is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
act,  and  no  trustee,  officer,  or  person,  other  than  the  sheriff  of  the  proper 
county,  shall  execute  any  such  power  of  sale." 

Amendpaent  No.  2 :  In  section  2,  line  9,  strike  out  all  after  the 
word  "shall,"  and  insert: 

'^  Subscribe  such  demand  with  his  name  and  address,  and  shall  also 
deliver  to  the  sheriff  the  original  or  a  copy  of  the  note,  bond  or  other 
evidence  of  debt,  and  the  mortgage  or  trust  deed  securing  the  same,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  sheriff  ten  dollars.  The  original  note,  bond,  or  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff  before  any  sale 
shall  be  made." 

Amendment  No.  3 :  In  section  3  strike  out  all  after  the  word 
"sale,"  in  line  3,  and  insert: 

*•*•  For  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  sale  of 
lands  and  tenements  taken  on  execution.  The  sheriff  shall  pay  to  the 
publisher  of  the  paper  in  which  the  notice  of  such  sale  is  published  fif- 
teen cents  per  line  of  twenty-six  ems  nonpareil  for  the  five  insertions 
thereof;  and  if  the  costs  of  such  advertising  shall  exceed  five  dollars, 
the  excess  shall  be  paid  to  the  sheriff  by  the  person  who  demanded 
such  sale  before  the  sale  shall  be  made." 

Amendment  No.  4 :  In  section  4,  line  5,  strike  out  the  words 
"receive  the  ten  dollars  paid  to  him  as  above,  and  no  more,"  and 
insert  "  receive  five  dollars  and  the  cost  of  publishing  the  notice 
of  sale  as  herein  provided." 

Amendment  No.  5 :  In  section  4,  insert  after  the  word  "  land," 
in  line  2,  "  at  the  court  house  door." 

Amendment  No.  6:  In  section  5,  after  the  word  "execution," 
in  line  3,  insert  the  following:  "or  which  he  may  have  hereafter 
acquired  prior  to  such  sale."

Such  proceeding  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  oiyil  action,  to 
be  commenced  and  in  all  respects  proceeded  with  as  other  actions,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided.  Instead  of  a  summons,  the  plaintiff 
shall  serve  or  cause  to  be  served  on  the  defendant,  a  written  notice  sub- 
scribed by  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  substantially  in  the  form  of  a 
summons,  and  such  notice  when  served  as  herein  provided,  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  of  a  summons  issued  and  served  in  the  usual 
manner.  8uch  notice  may  be  served  personally  or  by  sending  a  copy 
by  registered  mail  to  the  address  of  the  person  to  be  served  if  known, 
and  if  unknown,  service  may  be  made  upon  the  sheriff,  which 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  service  by  publication.  Such  action  shall 
have  precedence  of  other  civil  actions,  and  no  security  for  costs  shall 
be  required  therein.  The  person  in  whose  favor  judgment  is  rendered 
in  any  such  action  shall,  in  addition  to  his  costs,  recover  a  reasonable 
attomey*s  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court;  and  if  the  sale  be  set  aside  or 
judgment  is  rendered  against  the  person  on  whose  demand  the  sale  was 
made,  such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  note  or  other  evidence  of 
debt  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff;  and  in  other  cases,  the  judgment  may 
be  adjudged  an  additional  lien  upon  the  land,  or  added  to  the  amount 
that  is  required  to  redeem  the  same,  as  may  be  equable  to  the  parties 
in  interest;  but  any  such  judgment  may  be  collected  in  the  same  man-, 
ner  as  other  judgments."

"  The  sheriff  shaU  pay  to  the  creditor  secured  by  the  mortgage  so

"  Whereas.,  There  are  serious  rumors  of  corrupt  practices  and  misappropriation  of 
money«  by  members  of  the  board  and  their  employ^,  the  disbursement  of  which  is  In- 
trusted by  law  to  other  boards  created  under  the  laws  of  this  state:  therefore, 

"B«  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  qf  the  State  of  Kanstu,,  That  a  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  to  investigate  said  charges,  with  full  power  to  send  for  per- 
sons and  papers,  to  diligently  Inquire  into  the  truth  of  such  rumors  and  charges,  and 
report  the  facts  to  said  Htmse  of  Representatives  at  its  earliest  convenience. 

^*'Be*olved,  That  the  attorney  general  be  requested  to  appear  before  said  committee 
and  a»tf\fX  in  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and  in  the  conduct  of  said  examination/^ 

And  said  committee  was  dnly  appointed ;  and 

Wherecu^  Said  resolations  contain  very  serious  statements  affecting 
the  expenditure  of  the  public  money  of  the  state ;  and  the  Senate  of 
the  state  of  Kansas  being  as  folly  interested  in  the  subject  of  said  in- 
vestigation as  the  House,  and  haying  been  ignored  ;  and 

Wherecuj  The  committee  appointed  by  said  House  has  refused  to 
permit  the  persons  charged  in  said  preamble  and  resolution  to  be  heard 
in  person  or  by  counsel,  although  requested  so  to  do  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  important  to  the  people  of  the  state  that  a  full,  fair, 
impartial  and  open  examination  be  made  into  the  affairs  of  the  state 
pertaining  to  the  management  of  the  state  house,  and  the  expendi- 
tures of  money  thereon  :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas^  That  the  Committee  on 
State  Affairs  be  directed  to  investigate  each  and  every  transaction  of 
the  state  house  commissioners  pertaining  to  the  construction  of  said 
state  house  and  the  works,  acts,  and  performances  of  the  contractors, 
and  the  specific  charges  contained  in  said  resolutions,  going  back  to 
the  last  date  covered  by  the  investigation  of  the  same  subjects  by  the 
committee  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1886;  and  that  the  chairman  of 
said  committee  be  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  send  for  persons 
and  papers  and  give  the  same  a  thorough  investigation,  reporting  the 
evidence  and  their  findings  to  the  Senate  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible, 
together  with  such  recommendations  as  they  deem  proper  to  make.

Senator  Richter,  cliairman  of  Committee  on  Cities  of  the  Second 
Class,  repoi-ted  House  bill  No.  469,  An  act  to  vacate  part  of  the 
town-site  of  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the  county  of  Washington^ 
and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 

Mb.  Pbesident:  Your  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  bill  No.  291.  An  act  defining  and  fixing  the  corporate 
boundaries  of  Hay.s  City,  Kansas,  have  compared  the  engrossed  copy 
with  the  enrolled  bill,  and  I  am  directed  to  report  to  the  Senate  that^ 
the  same  is  correctly  enrolled:  that  it  has  been  properly  sig-ued  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  Senate  and  speaker  and  chief  clerk  of 
the  House,  and  has  been  presented  to  the  governor  for  his  approval, 
this  2fith  day  of  February.  1891.  S.  J.  Smith.  Chairman, 

Senator  Gillett,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  re- 
ported House  bill  No.  182,  An  act  to  secure  uniformity  in  listing 
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and  taxation  of  bonds,  mortgages,  notes  and  other  secureties,  and 
recommended  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  for  the  reasons 
following : 

The  said  bill  is  crude,  and  imperfect  in  its  provisions,  and  impossi- 
ble of  equitable  enforcement.  By  its  terms  it  does  great  injustice  to 
-citizens  of  this  state,  whose  property  would  come  under  the  provisions 
of  said  bill.  It  provides  in  the  first  place  that  all  hssessors  of  the  state 
shall  have  a  seal  with  which  to  stamp  all  notes,  bonds  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness,  and  shall  have  engraved  thereon  the  word 
"assessed,"  with  the  day  it  is  used;  and  further  provides  that  the 
assessors  shall  every  year  stamp  all  such  evidence  of  indebtedness  in 
existence  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.  But  section  two  of 
the  biU  provides  that  such  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  not  be  col- 
lectible in  this  state  until  it  is  so  stamped;  nor  shall  a  judgment  be 
rendered  thereon  unless  the  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  have  the 
stamp  of  the  assessor  thereon. 

The  novel  feature  of  this  bill  is.  that  stamping  an  evidence  of  indebt- 
edness on  the  first  day  of  March  when  it  possibly  came  into  existence 
after  the  first  of  March,  and  it  became  due  and  collectible  before  the 
first  of  the  next  succeeding  March,  is  an  impossibility,  unless  the  terms 
of  the  biU  intended  to  make  aU  debts  become  due  after  the  first  of 
March  succeeding  the  date  of  the  giving  of  such  evidence  of  indebted- 
ness. The  fact  that  no  court,  by  the  terms  of  the  biU,  could  render  a 
judgment  upon  a  note  until  it  was  stamped  by  the  assessor,  and  that 
such  stamp  shaU  be  used  on  the  first  of  March,  would  be  an  anomalous 
proceeding. 

Again,  if  it  is  intended  by  said  bill  simply  that  it  shall  be  stamped 
before  collectible,  and  no  judgment  shall  be  rendered  thereon  before  it 
is  stamped  by  the  assessor,  then  the  injustice  of  such  a  law  would  be 
manifest  in  the  fact  that  it  is  a  tax  uppn  a  species  of  property  that  may 
not  be  tangible  property  a  full  year;  and  yet  the  bill  does  not  provide 
for  any  division  of  taxes  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time  that  the 
note,  bond  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  may  have  an  existence. 

Again,  if  it  should  be  assessed  before  collectible,  a  promissory  note 
given  to  a  bank,  or  on  a  short  loan,  might  in  the  case  of  a  renewal  of 
said  note  create  a  record  upon  the  assessor's  books  of  one  or  many 
more  notes  which  were  simply  renewals  of  notes,  and  the  burden  of 
taxation  repeated  as  often  as  such  note  is  renewed,  thereby  imposing  a 
repetitioB  of  taxes  on  a  single  money  value. 

Again,  as  your  committee  views  this  bill,  it  might  properly  be  termed 
a  bill  offering  a  premium  to  do  business  outside  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
with  the  citizens  thereof,  because  by  its  terms  it  excepts  from  taxation 
mortgages,  notes,  bonds  and  bills  that  are  given  by  the  people  of  the 
atate  of  Kansas  to  citizens  of  other  states.  This,  of  course,  is  neces- 
•sary;  but  if  the  exception  of  our  laws  be  that  a  man  escapes  taxation 
by  not  doing  business  in  the  state,  then  the  law  itself  by  its  terms  nee- 
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essarily  imposes  a  penalty  upon  a  man  to  the  amount  of  such  taxes  by 
his  being  a  resident  and  citizen  of  the  state. 

Again,  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas  has  from  time  to  time 
limited  the  rate  of  interest  that  may  be  charged  upon  an  evidence  of 
debt  as  it  now  stands,  six  per  cent,  upon  account  and  ten  per  cent,  upon 
contracts.  To  tax  a  sil-per-cent.-bearing  eyidenoe  of  debt  at  the  rate  of 
taxes  in  many  of  the  municipalities  in  the  state  of  Kansas  would  be  to 
compel  the  loaner  of  money  who  resides  in  the  state,  to  pay  to  the  tax 
collector  the  major  portion  of  the  earning  power  of  his  money.  Such  a 
law  is  equivalent  to  driving  out  of  the  state  money  used  in  such  way 
by  the  citizens  therEof. 

Your  committee,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  said  bill,  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  passage  thereof  would  be  detrimental  to  both  the  bor- 
rowers and  lenders  of  the  state,  and  therefore  recomra^end  its  indefinite 
postponement.

CONSIDERATION  OF  HOUSE  MESSAGES. 

iSenator  Bentley  called  up  House  messages  relating  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  House  that  the  Senate  return  to  the  House,  House 
bill  No.  827,  and  moved  that  the  request  of  the  House  be  com- 
plied with,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
returned. 

Senator  Berry  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  an  emer- 
gency declared,  and  that  Senate  bill  No.  405  be  read  a  second  and 
third  time  now,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  it  was  so  ordered.

"An  act  providing  for  the  apportionment  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
into  seven  congressional  districts,"  approved  March  5,  1 M85.

Senator  Gillett  moved  that  Senate  bill  No.  400,  An  act  to  va- 
cate certain  lots,  blocks,  streets  and  alleys  in  the  city  of  Kingman, 
in  Kingman  county,  Kansas,  now  on  second  reading,  be  read  a 
second  time,  and  placed  on  third  reading,  which  motion  prevailed, 
and  it  was  so  ordered. 

Senator  Mohler  moved  that  House  bill  No.  440,  An  act  to  va- 
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cate  as  a  cemetery  certain  lands  in  Saline  county  belonging  to  the 
Gypsum  Hill  Cemetery  Association,  now  on  second  reading,  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  placed  on  third  reading,  which  motion 
prevailed,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Senator  Gillett,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  re- 
ported House  bill  No.  134,  An  act  regulating  the  rate  of  in- 
terest to  be  charged  for  the  use  of  money,  prohibiting  usury  and 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  repealing  chap- 
ter 164  of  the  laws  of  1889,  approved  March  1,  1889,  and  rec- 
ommended that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  for  the  reasons  here- 
inafter given,  which  are  as  follows : 

The  said  bill  does  not  change  the  present  rate  of  interest,  and  is,  in 
fact,  a  re-enactment  of  the  law  of  1889,  in  so  far  as  such  law  fixes  the 
rate  of  interest;  its  principal  difference  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  provides 
for  a  forfeiture  of  both  principal  and  interest,  where  a  transaction  is 
tainted  with  usury,  and  then  points  out  to  the  money-loaning  interests 
a  manner  in  which  they  can  avoid  such  forfeiture. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  that  its  object  is  not  to 
improve  upon  the  present  law  by  securing  to  the  people  a  cheaper  rate 
of  interest;  and  therefore  its  main  object  is  to  secure  to  the  borrower 
a  forfeiture  of  his  contract  if  he  joins  with  the  loaner  in  a  usurious 
transaction. 

Such  a  provision  added  to  the  laws  of  Kansas  at  this  time  when  the 
capital  of  the  country  is  at  arms-length  with  the  state  on  account  of 
political  agitation  and  threatened  repudiation  of  contracts,  amounts  to 
a  threatening  attitude  and  a  declaration  of  animus  on  the  part  of  the 
pnbUc  toward  capital  invested  in  the  state  by  way  of  loans  to  its  citi- 
zens. The  people  of  Kansas  as  a  mass  are  debtors,  many  of  whom 
look  to  a  renewal  of  their  obligations  in  order  to  stand  the  current  of 
hard  times  that  has  brought  about  the  agitations  above  referred  to. 
For  the  legislature  at  this  time  to  indulge  in  legislation  that  does  not 
save  anything  in  the  rate  of  interest,  but  simply  tends  toward  a  harass- 
ment of  the  creditor  in  the  collection  and  enforcement  of  his  contracts, 
would  be  unwise  as  we  deem  it.  The  provision  of  the  bill  above  referred 
to  in  many  instances  would  amount  to  an  offer  of  a  i)remium.  to  the 
amount  of  the  contract,  to  such  unscrupulous  persons  as  would  be  will- 
ing to  negotiate  for  usury  in  order  to  place  themselves  in  a  position  to 
profit  thereby;  and  each  of  such  transactions  would  tend  to  the  injury 
of  those  citizens  of  the  state  who  are  borrowers  and  intend  to  comply 
with  their  contracts  honestly  and  according  to  the  terms  thereof. 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  are  not  fully  satisfied  with  the  good 
faith  expressed  in  the  House  bill,  for  the  reason  that  it  contains  in  sec- 
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tion  2  the  following  proviso:  "Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  apply  to  any  bond,  note,  bill  or  other  evidence  of  debt  when  the 
affidavit  of  the  maker,  properly  sworn  to,  is  on  the  back  of  such  instm- 
ment  in  writing  that  he  has  paid  no  greater  sum  for  the  nse  of  the 
money  than  the  rate  allowed  by  law/* 

A  scoandrel,  who  loans  money,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, if  his  charge  amounted  to  4  per  cent,  a  month,  compel  the  nn- 
*  fortunate  borrower  to  sign  such  a  statement  on  the  back  of  the  note, 
and  according  to  the  terms  of  this  bill  by  such  a  transaction  the  usury 
laws  would  be  entirely  evaded,  and  no  penalty  would  be  fixed  under  the 
bill.  It  is  this  provision  in  the  bill  that  leads  your  committee  to  con- 
clude that  there  is  not  an  entire  evidence  of  good  faith  on  the  face  of  it. 

Viewed  from  either  position,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
said  bill  is  not  an  improvement  upon  the  present  law;  is  vicious  in  its 
terms  and  effect;  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
at  the  present  time;  and  your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  in- 
definite postponement  of  the  bill. 

Senator  Roe,  chairmau  of  Committee  on  Agriculture,  reported 
Senate  bill  No.  271,  An  act  to  repeal  an  act  to  encourage  the 
manufacture  of  sugar,  and  recommended  that  it  be  not  passed. 

Also,  Senate  bill  No.  330,  An  act  in  relation  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  state  weather  service  to  co-operate  with  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau,  and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 

Senator  Harkness,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Assessment 
and  Taxation,  reported  House  bill  No.  241,  An  act  to  prohibit 
counties  and  towns  from  voting  aid  except  for  public  buildings, 
bridges,  and  school  houses,  and  recommended  that  it  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Also,  House  bill  741,  An  act  to  legalize  the  tax  sales  rf  lands, 
and  the  collection  of  taxes  and  charges  thereunder,  held  in  Stanton 
county,  Kansas,  for  taxes  for  the  year  1888,  and  recommended 
that  it  be  passed. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  38,  An  act  to  amend  chapter  60  of  the 
laws  of  1878,  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  counties,  municipal 
corporations  and  boards  of  education  of  any  city,  and  school  dis- 
tricts, to  refund  their  indebtedness,"  and  recommended  that  it  be 


Also,  Senate  bill  No.  8/)l,  An  act  to  amend  section  43  of  chap- 
ter 107  of  the  general  statutes  of  1889,  being  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,"  and 
recommended  that  it  be  not  passed.

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House  bill  No.  440,  An  act  to  vacate  as  a  cemetery  certain 
lands  in  Saline  county  belonging  to  the  Gypeum  Hill  Cemetery 
Assodation. 

Senator  Mohler  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  be  inserted 
as  section  2 : 

"Sbgtion  2.  That  all  those  pieces  and  parcels  of  ground,  hereinbefore 
laid  out,  snryeyed  and  platted  nnder  the  name  of  'Addition  A'  to  Gyp- 
sum Hill  Cemetery,  which  was  filed  for  record  Jnne  24,  1884,  and  re- 
corded in  plat-book  'B'  of  the  records  of  Saline  connty,  Kansas,  on 
pages  9  and  10,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  vacated  and  restored  to 
their  original  description  under  the  snryey  of  the  United  States  Gov-

Senate  bill  No.  879,  An  act  accepting  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  con- 
gress, Entitled  '*An  act  to  provide  aid  to  state  or  territorial  homes  for 
the  snpport  of  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States,"  ap- 
proved Angnst  27th,  1888. 

Senate  bill  No.  865,  An  act  appropriating  four  hundred  dollars  to 
pay  such  expenses  as  are  required  to  be  advanced  by  the  committee 
appointed  to  investigate  the  explosion  at  CofTeyville,  and  in  conducting 
such  investigation.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Senator  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  re- 
ported House  bill  No.  125,  An  act  to  amend  sections  16  and  25 
of  chapter  131,  session  laws  of  1885,  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
providing  for  the  organization  and  control  of  mutual  life  insur- 
ance associations  in  this  state,"  approved  March  1,  1885,  and  to 
repeal  said  sections,  and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 

Senator  Wright  dissented,  and  made  the  following  minority  re- 
port: 

I  am  opposed  to  the  passage  of  House  bill  No.  125.  for  the  following 
reasons,  to  wit:  Am  opposed  to  allowing  foreign  assessment  insurance

companies  to  do  businefls  in  this  state  without  proper  examinations  by 
the  state  insurance  commissioner,  and  by  throwing  the  proper  safe- 
guards around  them ;  as  I  look  upon  assessment  assurance  as  a  qued- 
tionable  mode  of  insurance,  and  adapted  only  to  fraternal  organiza- 
tions, and  they  confined  to  state  organizations  only.

Mb.  Pbbsidknt:  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  bill  No.  279,  An  act  conferring  upon  women  the  right  to  yote 
and  hold  office,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  instruct 
me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  for  the  following  reasons: 

Section  1,  article  ^ye^  of  the  constitution,  prescribes  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  in  this  state  at  general  and  township  elections.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

"  Every  white  male  person  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  belon^ng  to  either  of 
the  following  classes,  who  shall  have  resided  in  Kansas  six  months  next  preceding  any 
election,  and  in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  at  least  thirty  days 
next  preceding  such  election,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector. 

"  Ist.  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

"  2d.  Persons  of  foreign  birth  who  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  citi- 
zens conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization.^* 

This  provision  is  plain,  and  incapable  of  being  misconstrued.  The 
only  theory  upon  which  the  constitutionality  of  this  bill  can  be  upheld 
is  that  said  section  does  not  specify  the  qualification  of  legal  voters 
in  this  state;  but  that  section  2  of  said  article  designates  certain  re- 
strictions on  the  right  of  suffrage,  and  that  a  person  who  is  not  dis- 
qualified by  the  provisions  of  section  2,  can,  under  the  constitution,  be 
declared  a  legal  voter  by  legislative  enactment. 

Section  2,  article  5,  reads  as  follows: 

"  6x0.  2.  No  person  under  guardianship,  non  oompos  menHa^  or  Insane ;  no  person 
convicted  of  felony,  imless  restored  to  civil  rights ;  no  person  who  has  been  dishonora- 
bly discharged  from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  unless  reinstated ;  no  person 
guilty  of  defrauding  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  states  thereof; 
no  person  guilty  of  giving  or  receiving  a  bribe,  or  offering  to  give  or  receive  a  bribe, 
and  no  person  who  has  ever  voluntarily  borne  arms  against  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  manner  voluntarily  aided  or  abetted  in  the  attempted  over, 
throw  of  said  government,  except  all  persons  who  have  been  honorably  discharged 
from  the  military  service  or  the  United  States  since  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1861: 
Providtd^  That  they  hade  served  one  year  or  more  therein,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote 
or  hold  office  in  this  state,  until  such  disability  shall  be  removed  by  a  law  passed  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature." 

Your  committee  deems  t^jis  view  entirely  untenable,  and  concurs  with 
the  universal  opinion  in  this  state,  among  members  of  the  legal  profes- 
sion, and  intelligent,  educated  citizens  of  all  classes,  that  section  one 
iesignates  who  are  legal  voters,  and  that  no  person  not  possessing  the 
qualifications  contained  in  said  section  can,  under  the  law,  vote  at  any 
general  or  township  election. 

If  persons  not  in  the  disqualified  class,  under  section  two,  can  be 
given  the  right  to  vote  by  legislative  enactment,  then  there  is  nothing 
to  prevent  the  legislature  from  conferring  the  right  of  suffrage  upon 
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women  who  haTe  not  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  are  not 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  who  have  not  declared  their  intention 
to  become  snch. 

We  are  aware  that  under  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and  the  de- 
dsiona  of  the  snpreme  court,  that  at  mnnicipal  and  school  elections,  or 
any  other  election  not  designated  by  the  constitution,  women  can  be 
given  the  right  to  vote  by  the  legislature;  but  we  were  not  aware  until 
the  passage  of  this  bill  by  the  other  branch  of  this  legislature  that  it 
haa  ever  been  seriously  held  that  the  legislature  can  disregard  section 
one,  article  five,  and  say  that  persons  not  possessing  the  qualifications 
specified  in  that  section  can  be  given  the  right  to  vote  by  legislative 
enactment. 

We  refrain  from  expressing  any  opinion  upon  the  question  now  much 
disoossed,  as  to  whether  women  shall  be  given  the  right  of  suffrage.  It 
is  unnecessary  to  consider  any  question  but  the  constitutionality  of  this 
bill 

By  what  theory  persons  who  claim  to  be  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  now  unfortunately  occupy  that  position,  can,  in  the  face  of  this 
constitutional  provision  support  this  bill,  your  committee  is  at  a  loss 
to  understand.  We  can  only  account  for  it  upon  the  theory  that  the 
bill  has  so  far  progressed  upon  its  career  with  the  hope  that  before 
reaching  its  destination  it  would  be  killed  by  kind  legislative  action, 
and  thus  prevent  the  state  from  placing  upon  its  statute  books  a  law 
which  would  be  unconstitutional  from  its  inception,  and  which  would 
give  no  greater  rights  than  possessed  alre^idy.  Your  committee  as- 
sumes the  responsibility  of  officiating  at  the  legislative  extinction  of 
this  measure,  feeling  that  our  position  wiU  meet  with  the  endorsement 
of  the  people  of  this  state,  and  especially  with  the  promoters  of  the 
movement  in  favor  of  giving  women  the  right  of  suffrage.  The  right 
of  suffrage  is  not  an  inalienable  right,  but  is  a  constitutional  right; 
neither  is  the  right  to  vote  co-extensive  with  citizenship,  but  is  a  right 
conferred  by  the  constitution  and  the  law  upon  persons  designated  to 
exercise  it  in  the  interests  of  all.  The  constitution  of  the  United  States 
has  never  taken  from  the  states  the  right  to  prescribe  who  shall  be 
voters  within  its  borders,  and  has  not  interfered  in  any  manner  with 
the  action  of  the  state  in  this  matter  except  in  the  adoption  of  the  15th 
amendment,  which  prohibits  any  state  from  abridging  the  right  to  vote 
on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  servitude.  The  effect 
of  the  adoption  of  that  amendment  was  to  render  void  that  part  of  sec- 
tion one,  article  five,  of  our  constitution,  which  restricts  suffrage  to 
white  male  citizens,  but  it  did  not  have  the  effect  to  interfere  in  any 
manner  with  the  right  of  the  state  to  designate  that  only  male  persons 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

In  21  Wallace,  Minor  vs.  Happersett,  162,  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  has  fully  discussed  the  question,  and  decided  that  the 
state  has  the  right  by  its  constitution  to  prohibit  women  from  vot- 
ing.   It  has  also  the  right  to  allow  suffrage  to  be  extended  to  women. 
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Kansas  has  neyer  seen  fit  to  extend  this  privilege  by  its  constitution, 
and  it  is  impossible  for  the  legislatnre  without  a  constitutional  provi- 
sion to  make  that  extension. 

We  are  certainly  not  mistaken  in  asserting  that  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  securing  this  result  are  not  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  bill, 
and  we  trust  that  this  attempt  to  deceive  and  mislead  the  people  who 
are  really  in  favor  of  the  extension  of  the  right  of  suffrage  to  women 
will  not  succeed. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  supporters  of  this  bill  are  in  earnest 
concerning  the  object  sought  to  be  attained,  they  must  reach  it  by  a 
resolution  to  amend  the  constitution,  which,  when  adopted  by  the  peo- 
ple, will  confer  this  right.  Whatever  political  advertisement  is  sought 
by  wasting  the  time  of  a  fifty-day  session  in  the  passage  of  laws  already 
declared  to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  highest  tribunals  of  the  land, 
must  be  charged  to  the  party  and  men  who  prompt  such  action.  This 
committee  cannot  indulge  in  such  a  flirtation  with  established  consti- 
tutional construction.  F.  E.  GUiiiBTT,  Chairman. 

Senator  Gillett  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  motion 
prevailed. 

Senator  Harkness,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Assessment 
and  Taxation,  reported  House  bill  No.  466,  An  act  to  enable 
Osage  township,  Miami  county,  to  levy  a  tax  to  erect  a  township 
hall,  and  recommended. that  it  be  passed. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  699,  An  act  to  authorize  the  township  of 
Woodsdale,  Harmony  township,  Dermot  and  Moscow,  in  Stevens 
county,  to  issue  bonds  to  build  a  certain  flouring  mill,  and  rec- 
ommended that  it  be  passed. 

Senator  Schilling,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fees  and  Sal- 
aries, reported  House  bill  No.  110,  An  act  regulating  the  fees  and 
salaries  of  county  clerk,  register  of  deeds,  and  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  Stafford  county,  Kansas,  and  recommended  that  it 
be  passed. 

Senator  Forney,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  reported  Senate  bill  No.  369,  An  act  to  establish  a  court 
of  appeals,  to  define  its  jurisdiction  and  powers,  and  to  regulate 
appeals  to  said  court  and  to  the  supreme  court,  back  to  the  Sen- 
ate correctly  engrossed. 

Senator  Gillett,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  re- 
ported Senate  bill  No.  339,  An  act  to  amend  and  repeal  section 
4749  of  general  statutes  of  1889,  relating  to  divorce  and  ali- 
mony, and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 
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Senator  Buchan,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  reported  Senate  bill  No.  398,  An  act  for  the  continuance 
and  maintenance  of  forestry  station  of  this  state,  for  the  en- 
couragement of  the  planting  and  growing  of  forest  trees,  and 
making  appropriation  therefor,  and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 

THIRD  READING  OF   BILLS. 

Senate  bill  No.  360,  An  act  to  establish  a  court  of  appeals,  to 
define  its  jurisdiction  and  powers,  and  to  regulate  appeals  to  said 
court  and  to  the  supreme  court,  was  on  third  reading,  subject  to 
amendment  as  to  section  17. 
Senator  Gillett  offered  the  following  amendment : 
After  the  word  "dollars,"  line  12,  section  9,  insert  — 

"And  the  snpreme  coart  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  assign 
any  of  the  above  class  of  cases  now  pending  therein  to  the  court  of 
appeals  for  trial;  and  thereupon  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  shall 
transmit  aU  papers  in  the  cause  or  causes  so  assigned  to  the  court  of 
appeals,  and  such  cause  or  causes  shall  proceed  as  if  originally  insti- 
tuted therein." 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  unanimous  consent. 

"Sec.  17.  Immediately  upon  the  convening  of  said  court  and  the  or- 
ganization thereof  as  provided  in  sections  4  and  5  of  this  act,  and 
after  the  selection  of  the  presiding  judge  of  said  court,  the  remaining 
judges  of  said  court  shall  cast  lots  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
which  of  said  justices-  terms  shall  expire  in  January,  1893,  and  which 
of  said  justices'  terms 'shall  expire  in  January,  1894,  by  reason  of  the 
elections  hereinafter  provided.  At  the  general  election  in  November, 
1891,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  state,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  justices  of  the  supreme  court  are  by  law  elected,  one  person  as 
judge  of  the  court  of  appeals,  whose  term  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1892.  The  person  so  elected  shall  be  the  successor 
to  the  judge  who  has  under  section  4  of  this  act  been  selected  as  presiding 
judge,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  and  until  his  succes- 
sor is  elected  and  qualified,  and  which  said  person  when  so  elected  shall 
be  the  presiding  judge  of  said  court-.  At  the  general  election  in  1892 
there  shall  be  elected  two  of  said  judges  who  shall  succeed  the  two  jus- 
tices whose  terms  expire  in  January,  1893,  and  which  said  judges  when 
so  elected  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  at  the  general  elec- 
tion in  1893,  the  remaining  two  judges  of  said  court  shall  be  elected  as 
successors  of  the  justices  whose  terms  expire  in  January,.  1894.  Said 
judges  when  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Each  year  thereafter  there 
shall'be  elected  as  judge  or  judges  of  said  court  of  appeals,  in  the  order 
—87 
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herein  stated.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge  oif  said 
court  who  is  not  at  the  term  of  his  appointment  or  election  a  citizen 
and  elector  of  the  state,  and  of  the  age  of  thirty-five  years  or  upwards 
and  who  has  not  been  a  practicing  attorney  in  the  courts  of  this  state 
for  ten  years." 

A  vote  was  had,  and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

^^  Skg.  20.  Each  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  have,  and  exercise 
such  powers  in  vacation  or  at  chambers,  as  by  law  each  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  is  invested  with,  and  such  other  powers  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  having  been  read  a  third  time,  the  ques- 
tion being.  Shall  the  bill  pass  ?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  fol- 
lowing result:  Yeas  29,  nays  4. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were :  Messrs. 
Bentley,  Berry,  Buchan,  Carroll  of  Leavenworth,  Elliston, 
Emery,  Forney,  Gillett,  Hays,  Howard,  Johnson,  Kelley  of 
Crawford,  Kelly  of  MePherson,  Lockard,  Long,  Martin,  Mechem, 
Mohler,  Moody,  Murdock,  Norton,  Osbom,  Rankin,  Roe,  Schil- 
ling, Senior,  Smith,  Tucker,  and  Wilson.

House  bill  No.  791,  An  act  authorizing  Decatur,  Scott,  Thomas,  Lo- 
gan, Cheyenne  and  Rawlins  counties,  Kansas,  to  purchase  and  distribute 
seed-grain  to  destitute  farmers. 

The  bills  are  herewith  transmitted.  Bkn.  C.  RioH,  Chief  Clerk, 

The  board  of  managers,  on  the  part  of  the  House  to  prepare 
and  present  articles  of  impeachment  as  to  Theodosius  Botkin, 
judge  of  the  thirty-second  judicial  district  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
presented  the  several  charges  and  specifications  of  impeachment, 
and  on  motion  of  Senator  Kelley,  of  Crawford,  the  same  were 
ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  journal,  which  motion  prevailed. 

The  articles  of  impeachment  are  as  follows : 
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ARTICLES  OP  IMPEACHMENT 

Exhibited  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  for  them- 
selves,  and  on  behalf  of  all  the  people  of  Kansas,  against  Theodosius 
Botkin,  Judge  of  the  Thirty-second  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of 
Kansas, 

Abtiole  I. 

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was,  on  the  18th  day  of  January, 
1890,  ever  since  has  been  and  still  is  judge  of  the  thirty-second  judicial 
district  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin, 
while  occupying  the  official  position  as  judge  of  said  judicial  district, 
unmindful  of  the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignity  and  proprieties 
thereof,  has  been  repeatedly  intoxicated  in  public  places  throughout 
said  judicial  district,  to  the  manifest  scandal  of  the  administration  of 
justice,  by  means  whereof  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  has  brought  his 
high  office  as  judge  as  aforesaid  into  contempt,  ridicule,  and  disgrace, 
to  the  great  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  said  Theodosius  Bot- 
kin, judge  as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  high  misdemeanors  in  office,  which 
are  eet  forth  in  the  several  specifications  hereinafter  written,  in  sub- 
stance and  effect,  that  is  to  say: 

Specification  First:  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places 
in  the  city  of  Springfield,  in  the  county  of  Seward,  in  said  district,  the 
said  Theodosius  Botkin  was,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  April,  1890,  in- 
toxicated and  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

SpecijUxUion  Second :  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places 
of  the  said  city  of  Springfield,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was,  on  a 
certain  other  day,  to  wit,  on  or  about  the  20th  day  of  July,  1890,  intox- 
icated, and  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Specification  Third :  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places 
of  the  said  city  of  Springfield,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was,  on  a 
certain  other  day,  to  wit,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  October,  1890,  in- 
toxicated, and  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Specification  Fourth :  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places, 
in  the  said  city  of  Springfield,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was,  on  or 
about  the  4th  day  of  November,  1890,  intoxicated,  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  intoxicating  liquors.

Specification  Seventh :  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places, 
in  the  said  city  of  Santa  F^,  on  or  about  the  10th  day  of  November, 
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1890,  the  Raid  Theodosias  Botkin  was  intoxicated,  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Specification  Eighth:  In  this,  that  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places 
in  the  said  city  of  Santa  F6,  on  or  about  the  29th  day  of  December, 
1890,  the  said  Thodosius  Botkin  was  intoxicated  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  intoxicating  liquors.

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  unmindful  of 
the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignity  and  proprieties  thereof, 
while  engaged  in  holding  throughout  his  said  district,  in  the  vari- 
ous counties  thereof,  the  terms  of  his  court,  as  required  by  law, 
and  during  the  times  of  holding  the  same,  has  been  repeatedly  intoxi- 
cated and  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors,  by  means  whereof 
the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  has  brought  his  high  office  as  judge  as 
aforesaid  into  contempt,  ridicule  and  disgrace,  to  the  manifest  scandal 
and  danger  of  justice  and  to  the  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby 
the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  high  mis- 
demeanors in  office,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  several  specifications 
hereinafter  written,  in  substance  and  effect,  that  is  to  say:

Specification  Fourth:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  while 
holding  the  May,  1890,  term  of  the  district  court  of  Stanton  county,  in 
said  district,  and  while  sitting  on  the  bench  as  judge,  was  intoxicated 
and  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
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Abtiole  IV. 
That  the  said  Theodosins  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  anmindfnl  of 
the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignity  and  proprieties  thereof,  on 
the  29th  day  of  Augnst,  1890,  on  the  streets  and  in  public  places  in  the 
city  of  Leoti,  in  Wichita  county,  was  drunk  and  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  was  engaged  in  a  drunken  and  boisterous 
quarrel  on  said  streets  and  in  said  public  places,  and  was  then  and 
there  so  disorderly  that  he  had  to  be  taken  off  said  streets  by  the  sheriff 
of  said  county  to  prevent  a  further  disturbance  of  the  peace,  by  means 
whereof  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  has  brought  his  high  office  as 
judge  as  aforesaid  into  contempt  and  ridicule  and  disgrace,  to  the 
great  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  said  Theodosius  Botkin, 
judge  as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  high  misdemeanors  in  office. 

AbticliE  V. 

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  unmindful  of 
the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignity  and  proprieties  thereof,  and 
notwithstanding  his  duty  to  enforce  the  laws  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  in  this  state,  except  for  medical,  scientific,  and  me- 
chanical purposes,  has  during  his  said  term  of  office  knowingly  and 
wilfully  freqented  places  within  and  throughout  his  said  judicial  dis- 
trict where  intoxicating  liquors  were  sold  in  violation  of  law,  by  means 
whereof  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  has  brought  his  high  office  as  judge 
as  aforesaid  into  contempt,  ridicule,  and  disgrace,  and  has  encouraged 
the  violation  of  law,  to  the  great  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby 
said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  high  misde- 
meanors in  office,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  several  specifications  here- 
inafter written,  in  substance  and  effect,  that  is  to  say: 

Specification  First:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  did,  on  or 
about  the  lOth  day  of  January,  1890,  and  on  sundry  and  divers  other 
days  thereafter,  knowingly  and  willfuUy  frequent  the  drug -store  of 
Shortman  &  Tice,  iu  the  city  of  Springfield,  in  said  district,  he,  the  said 
Theodosius  Botkin,  then  well  knowing  that  the  said  Shortman  &  Tice 
were  at  the  time  selling  intoxicating  liquors  in  violation  of  law.

Botkin,  then  well  knowing  that  the  said  J.  A.  L.  Williams  was  at  the 
time  selling  intoxicating  liquors  in  violation  of  law. 

Specification  Third:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  did,  on 
or  about  the  10th  day  of  April.  1890.  and  on  sundry  and  divers  other 
days  thereafter,  knowingly  and  willfully  frequent  and  visit  a  certain 
disreputable  place,  or  joint,  iu  the  city  of  Ulysses,  in  said  district,  kept 
by  one  J.  W.  Maddox,  otherwise  called  "  Bill "  Maddox,  he,  the  said  Theo- 
dosius Botkin,  then  well  knowing  that  the  said  Maddox  was  at  the  time 
selling  intoxicating  liquors  in  violation  of  law. 
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Abtiolx  VI. 

That  the  said  Theodosias  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  anmindful  of 
the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof, 
and  notwithstanding  his  duty  to  enforce  the  laws  to  prohibit  the  sales 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  state,  except  for  medical,  scientific  and 
mechanical  purposes,  has  frequently  during  his  said  term  of  office,

Specification  Second:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  at  the 
city  of  Springfield,  in  Seward  county,  did,  on  or  about  the  10th  day  of 
June,  18d0,  and  on  sundry  and  divers  other  days  thereafter,  knowingly 
and  willfully  buy  of  J.  A.  L.  Williams  intoxicating  liquors  sold  in  viola- 
tion of  law,  he  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  then  and  there  well  knowing 
the  same  to  have  been  sold  in  violatiod  of  law. 

Specification  Third:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  at  the 
city  of  Ulysses,  in  Grant  county,  did,  on  or  about  the  10th  day  of  April, 
1890,  and  on  sundry  and  divers  other  days  thereafter,  knowingly  and 
willfully  buy  of  J.  W.  Maddox,  otherwise  called  Bill  Maddox,  intoxicat- 
ing liquors,  sold  in  violation  of  law,  he,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin, 
then  and  there  well  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  sold  in  violation 
of  law. 

Abtiole  VII. 

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  unmindful  of 
he  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof, 
has,  since  and  during  his  said  term  of  office,  been  an  habitual  user  of 
intoxicating  liquors  to  such  an  excess  as  to  incapacitate  him  for  a 
clear-minded  discharge  of  his  said  judicial  functions,  by  means  whereof 
the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  has  brought  his  high  office  as  judge  as 
aforesaid  into  contempt,  and  ridicule,  and  disgrace,  to  the  manifest 
scandal  and  great  danger  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
great  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin, 
judge  as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor  in  office. 
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Abtiole  VIII. 
That  the  said  Theodosins  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  unmindful  of 
the  high  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  dignity  and  proprieties  thereof^ 
did,  at  the  city  of  Springfield  in  his  said  district,  on  or  about  the  10th 
day  of  January,  1891,  while  in  a  drug  store  where  intoxicating  liquors 
were  sold  in  violation  of  law,  an  was  well  known  to  him,  curse  and  swear 
in  a  blasphemous  manner,  and  say  in  the  presence  of  others  that  **God 
Almighty  was  a  God-damned  fool";  by. means  whereof  he  brought  his 
high  office  into  contempt,  and  ridicule,  and  disgrace,  to  the  great 
scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge 
as  aforesaid,  was  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Abticle  IX. 

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  has  willfully, 
maliciously,  oppressively,  partially  and  illegally  exercised  the  functions 
of  his  said  judicial  office  of  his  own  mere  will,  and  out  of  favor  or 
enmity,  to  the  oppression  of  suitors  and  others,  and  the  manifest  scan- 
dal and  danger  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the  great  scan- 
dal of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was  guilty 
of  high  misdemeanors  in  office,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  several  speci- 
fications hereinafter  written,  in  substance  and  effect,  that  is  to  say: 

Specification  First:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  at  the 
city  of  Springfield,  in  his  said  district,  on  the  fifth  day  of  November, 
1890,  illegally  issued  a  fictitious  or  fraudulent  warrant  of  arrest  against 
one  Abram  Q.  Vincent,  charging  said  Vincent  with  the  larceny  of  a 
mare,  the  property  of  one  J.  T.  Burbank;  that  said  warrant  was  issued 
without  any  sworn  complaint  charging  a  public  offense,  having  been 
first  made  before  or  filed  with  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  but  that  the 
said  Vincent  and  Burbank  were  well  known  to  the  said  Theodosius 
Botkin  to  be  imaginary  parties  and  the  offense  to  be  a  fictitious  one; 
and  that  said  fictitious  warrant  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
of  Seward  county  by  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  some  of  his  own  private  unlawful  schemes. 

Specification  Second:  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  at  the 
city  of  Ulysses,  in  Grant  county,  in  said  district,  on  or  about  the  15th 
day  of  December,  1890,  at  the  December  term,  1890,  of  the  district 
court  of  Grant  county,  while  the  case  of  The  State  of  Kansas  vs. 
George  H.  Rider,  charged  with  a  felony,  was  being  tried  before  him  and 
a  jury,  refused  to  allow  the  defendant  exceptions  to  his  rulings  on  said 
trial,  and  peremptorily  ordered  the  stenographer  of  his  court  to  erase 
from  his  official  notes  all  that  tended  to  show  that  the  said  defendant's 
attorney  had  taken  exceptions  to  his  rulings. 

Specification  Third :  In  this,  that  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  at  the 
city  of  Springfield,  in  Seward  county,  in  said  district,  on  the  7th  day  of 
January,  1891,  on  his  own  motion,  without  an  affidavit,  and  without  any 
facts  whatever  to  support  the  same,  peremptorily  issued  a  bench  war- 
rant charging  J.  F.  Van  Voorhis  with  contempt  of  court,  the  same  not

the  said  Theodosins  Botkin  having  no  knowledge  of  the  matters  and 
things  set  forth  in  said  warrant  at  the  time  he  illegally  and  oppressively 
issned  said  warrant  of  arrest.  That  by  reason  of  the  issuing  of  said 
illegal  warranty  the  ^id  Van  Voorhis,  together  with  one  John  R.  Garri- 
son, was  illegally  restrained  of  his  liberty.  That  said  illegal  warrant 
reads  in  the  following  words  and  figures,  to  wit:

The  State  of  JTanaew,  to  the  Sheriff  of  Seieard  County^  Kansas:  Whereeui,  it  comes 
to  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  judge  of  this  court  that  one  John  B.  Garrison  and  J. 
F.  Van  Voorhis  are  circulating  certain  scurrilous  papers  against  this  court  and  against 
the  judge  of  this  court,  and  are  accusing  the  judge  of  this  court  of  being  Incompetent, 
and  of  being  a  drunkard,  and  of  being  a  robber,  a  thief,  a  boodler,  and  an  alder  and 
abettor  of  robbers  and  thieves : 

Now,  therefore,  this  is  to  command  you  that  you  forthwith  apprehend  attach  and 
arrest  the  said  John  B.  Oarrlson  and  the  said  J.  F.  Van  Voorhis,  and  bring  them  and 
each  of  them,  forthwith  before  this  court,  to  answer  the  charge  of  contempt  of  court  for 
said  conduct ;  and  hereof  fail  not,  under  penalty.    By  order  of  the  Court.

That  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  as  judge,  after  said  illegal  arrest  placed 
said  J.  F.  Van  Voorhis  under  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars; 
that  afterward,  on  the  13th  of  January,  1891,  said  Van  Voorhis,  without 
any  attorney,  appeared  before  said  Theodosius  Botkin  in  open  court, 
when  he,  without  any  hearing,  discharged  said  Van  Voorhis  from  said 
illegal  arrest.  That  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  on  said  warrant  of  arrest 
heretofore  mentioned,  arbitrarily  caused  the  arrest  of  John  R.  Garrison, 
and  that  up  to  the  time  of  the  said  arrest  said  warrant  was  the  only 
paper  filed  in  said  case;  and  that  the  arrest  and  detention  of  said  Gar- 
rison was  under  the  same  circumstances  as  that  of  J.  F.  Van  Voorhis, 
except  as  foUows:  That  said  Garrison,  by  reason  of  said  illegal  order 
of  arrest,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  said  Theodosius  Botkin  had 
refuBed  to  accept  the  bond  of  said  Garrison  for  one  thousand  dollars, 
which  was  the  amount  fixed  by  the  court,  said  Garrison  was  illegally 
and  oppressively  confined  in  jail  in  Seward  county  during  the  night  of 
January  the  7th,  1891;  that  it  was  a  night  of  a  terrible  snow-storm, 
amounting  to  nearly  a  blizzard,  and  that  during  the  night  that  said 
Garrison  was  imprisoned  in  the  body  of  said  jail  by  reason  of  said  illegal 
warrant  of  arrest  large  quantities  of  snow  drifted  into  said  building  and 
jail,  and  that  on  the  next  morning,  January  8,  1891,  said  Garrison  was 
very  nearly  perished  with  cold.  That  W.  E.  Balstin,  a  member  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  went  to  said  Botkin  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  said  illegal  arrest  of  said  Garrison,  and  asked  said  Theodo- 
sins Botkin  if  he  would  accept  a  bond  for  Garrison,  which  was  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  bond  given  by  Van  Voorhis,  and  accepted  by  the  court; 
that  at  said  time  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was  under  the  infiueuce  of 
intoxicating  liquor,  and  he  replied,  in  substance,  as  foUows:  ^*  Billy,  if 
you  want  me  to  accept  a  bond  you  will  have  to  give  a  good  one.  I  will 
not  accept  a  straw  bond  for  the  son-of-a-bitch'*;  and  during  the  same 
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conversation  with  said  Ralstin  said  Botkin  used  the  following  language, 
in  substance:  "Billy,  there  are  aboat  a  half-dozen  of  yon  God  damned 
sons-of -bitches  who  will  be  in  that  jail  before  6  o'clock  to-morrow 
night.  I  am  going  to  fill  those  steel  cages  full";  that  in  the  same  con- 
versation he  nsed  the  following  language,  in  substance:  "I  am  after  a 
son-of-a-bitch  of  a  preacher,  and  VW.  get  him,  too/*  Afterwards,  on  the 
13th  of  January,  1891,  in  open  court,  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  as  judge, 
discharged  said  Garrison  from  further  custody  under  said  illegal  war- 
rant. That  at  the  time  of  the  discharge  oV  said  Van  Yoorhis  and  Gar- 
rison said  Botkin  announced  in  open  court  that  he  had  no  authority  to 
hold  said  defendants  under  said  warrant. 

Specification  Fourth:  In  this,  that  at  the  said  city  of  Springfield,  on 
the  13th  day  of  January,  1891,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin  caused  the 
arrest,  on  the  charge  of  contempt  of  court,  of  H.  F.  Thompson  and  G. 
L.  Calvert,  on  the  affidavit  of  J.  H.  Pitzer,  an  attorney  at  law;  that  said 
affidavit  was  made  by  said  Pitzer  on  information  and  belief,  and  that 
said  Pitzer  made  said  affidavit  under  and  by  the  direction  of  said 
Botkin;  that  the  matters  and  things  set  forth  in  the  warrant  were  ab- 
solutely untrue  so  far  as  C.  L.  Calvert  was  concerned;  that  said  Thomp- 
son and  Calvert  were  lodged  in  the  body  of  the  jail  of  Seward  county 
by  reason  of  said  illegal  warrant,  and  that  said  Thompson  and  Calvert 
were  compelled  to  apply  to  the  supreme  court  for  a  writ  of  habeoa 
corpus^  which  was  afterward  granted  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  1891. 

Abticlb  X. 

That  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  as  aforesaid,  has  willfully, 
corruptly,  partially,  oppressively  and  illegally  exercised  the  functions 
of  his  said  judicial  office,  and  abused  his  authority  therein  of  his  own 
mere  will,  out  of  favor  or  enmity  to  the  oppression  of  suitors  and  the 
manifest  scandal  and  great  danger  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and 
to  the  great  scandal  of  all  good  citizens,  whereby  the  said  Theodosius 
Botkin  was  guilty  of  high  misdemeanors  in  office,  which  are  set  forth 
in  the  several  specifications  hereinafter  written  in  substance  and  effect, 
that  is  to  say: 

Specification  First:  In  this,  that  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1890,  a  pe- 
tition asking  for  an  injunction  was  filed  in  the  district  court  of  Seward 
county,  wherein  the  state  of  Kansas,  ex  rel.  J.  B.  Adams,  county  attor- 
ney of  Seward  county,  was  plaintiff,  and  Q.  W.  Winn,  mayor  of  the  city 
of  Springfield,  E.  M.  Murray,  clerk  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  and  J.  M. 
Adams,  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  and  J.  H.  B.  Adams,  W.  E. 
Ralstin,  E.  M.  Murray,  and  Harry  Shortman,  councilman  of  said  city  of 
Springfield,  and  A.  T.  Ragland,  county  treasurer  of  Seward  county,  and 
L.  E.  Keiffer,  county  clerk  of  Seward  county,  were  defendants;  that  said 
cause  was  numbered  543;  that  on  the  17th  day  of  June,  1890,  at  the 
June  term  of  the  district  court,  the  following  order  was  made  in  said 
cause  by  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  judge  of  said  court: 
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No.  548.

"On  this  day  thU  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  on  the  motion  of  defendant  for  leave 
to  plead  herein.  The  court,  after  hearing  the  argnments  of  counsel,  doth  grant  the 
plaintiff  leave  to  file  amended  petition  herein  within  thirty  days  herefrom,  and  defend- 
ants ten  days  'to  file  their  answer  thereto.  And  the  court,  on  its  own  motion,  doth 
appoint  J .  M.  Adams  receiver  herein,  and  fixes  his  bond  at  $10,000,  to  be  filed  within 
forty-eight  hours. ^^ 

That  said  J.  M.  Adams,  so  appointed  receiver,  was  said  city  treas- 
urer, and  a  defendant  in  said  cause,  and  was  appointed  in  violation  of 
section  255  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  which  provides  that  *'  no 
party,  or  attorney,  or  person  interested  in  an  action,  shall  be  appointed 
receiver  therein." 

That  said  J.  B.  Adams,  county  attorney  aforesaid,  was  the  brother  of 
J.  M.  Adams,  city  treasurer,  one  of  the  defendants  aforesaid;  that  said 
Theodosius  Botkin,  at  said  term  of  (iourt,  announced  orally  and  in  open 
court,  that  said  city  of  Springfield  was  insolvent,  and  that  the  money 
then  in  the  hands  of  said  J.  M.  Adams,  city  treasurer,  to  wit,  $7,789.68, 
was  all  that  the  creditors  of  said  city  would  ever  get;  that  on  the  17th 
day  of  June,  at  the  June,  1890,  term  of  said  court,  the  said  Theodosius 
Botkin  announced  in  open  court  that  it  had  come  to  his  personal 
knowledge  that  the  money,  to  wit,  $7,789.68,  for  which  he  had  appointed 
J.  M.  Adams  receiver,  had  been  procured  by  the  fraudulent  acts  of  G. 
'  W.  Winn,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  and  one  Eli  Gibson,  clerk  of 
said  city:  that  they  had  unlawfully,  feloniously  and  falsely  caused  to  be 
made  one  certain  municipal  bond  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  for  the 
purpose,  together  with  other  municipal  bonds,  of  raising  said  fund;  and 
said  Theodosius  Botkin,  in  open  court,  at  said  term,  announced  that  he 
had  instructed  the  county  attorney  to  bring  a  criminal  action  against 
said  G.W.Winn,  Eli  Gibson,  Harry  Shortman,  Joseph  Wisby,  M.  L.  Turner, 
and  E.  M.  Murray;  and  said  Theodosius  Botkin  at  said  term  also  an- 
nounced, in  open  court,  that  he  regretted  that  he  had  not  removed  the 
county  attorney  some  time  before,  and  appointed  an  attorney  who  would 
prosecute  said  parties.  And  afterward,  said  Theodosius  Botkin  issued 
a  warrant,  charging  said  W^inn  and  others  with  the  fraudulent  issuance 
of  the  municipal  bonds  of  said  city,  out  of  which  said  sum  of  $7,789.68, 
together  with  other  money,  had  been  realized  by  their  sale.  Said  war- 
rant issued  by  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was  issued  upon  his  e^c press 
statement  that  he  had  personal  knowledge  of  the  unlawful  and  felonious 
issuance  of  said  bonds;  that  afterwards,  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1890, 
he  held  a  preliminary  examination  of  said  G.  W.  Winn  and  others,  who 
were  charged  in  said  warrant  with  the  unlawful  and  felonious  issuance 
of  said  bonds  for  the  procuring  of  said  money;  and  after  said  prelimi- 
nary examination  was  held  by  him,  he  discharged  said  defendant  from 
said  warrant  of  arrest,  holding  there  was  absolute  want  of  probable 
cause  for  detaining  the  defendants  on  the  charge  mentioned  in  the  war-

rant,  and  this  after  having  instructed  the  county  attorney  to  commence 
said  criminal  action.  That  on  the  evening  of  Jane  28,  1890,  the  city 
council  of  said  city  of  Springfield  met  in  special  session  for  the  purpose 
of  employing  counsel  in  said  case. 

That  prior  to  said  meeting  said  Theodosius  Botkin  spoke  to  J.  A. 
Wemple,  a  member  of  said  council,  relative  to  said  meeCing,  and  in 
substance  used  the  following  language:  **You  must  get  that  business 
fixed  up  to-night;  if  you  don't,  something  is  going  to  pop.  I  have 
been  monkeying  with  this  city  business  about  as  long  as  I  am  going 
to."  And  other  of  said  councilmen  he  advised  to  employ  as  their  at- 
torney W.  P.  Hackney,  an  attorney  at  law,  and  to  do  as  said  Hackney 
told  them.  And  during  most  of  the  time  said  council  was  in  session 
said  Theodosius  Botkin  walked  back  and  forth  on  the  sidewalk  in  front 
of  the  entrance  leading  up  to  the  council  chamber,  and  sent  up  to  see 
what  the  council  was  doing.  That  a  majority  of  said  council  employed 
the  said  W.  P.  Hackney  as  their  attorney,  and  issued  a  city  warrant  to 
him  for  |;4,000,  payable  out  of  the  water-works  funds  of  said  city.  That 
after  the  adjournment  of  said  council,  near  the  hour  of  midnight,  Sat- 
urday night,  the  said  Theodosius  JBotkin,  together  with  the  said  W.  P. 
Hackney,  County  Attorney  J.  B.  Adams,  and  the  receiver,  J.  M.  Adams, 
with  others,  repaired  to  a  drug  store  where  intoxicating  liquors  were  sold 
contrary  to  law,  and  said  Theodosius  Botkin  was  there  seen  drinking  and 
carousing;  soon  after  which  he  was  called  out  of  said  drug  store  by  one 
W.  E.  Ralstin,  a  member  of  said  city  council,  who  informed  him  that  said  ' 
$4,000  warrant  which  had  been  issued  had  been  illegally  issued,  and  was 
for  an  exorbitant  amount,  and  he  requested  him  not  to  audit  or  allow 
said  warrant;  and  said  Ralstin  in  said  conversation  told  him  that  he  had 
talked  with  the  said  county  attorney  and  demanded  that  the  payment  of 
said  warrant  be  enjoined;  and  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  in  said  conversa- 
tion, informed  said  Ralstin  that  an  injunction  proceeding  was  the  proper 
remedy,  but  said,  *'it  is  now  about  midnight"  (it  being  Saturday  night) » 
"and  the  county  attorney  can  file  his  petition  early  Monday  morning, 
and  I  will  issue  the  order  of  injunction."  But,  willfully  disregarding 
said  promise,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  together  with  said  attorneys 
and  receiver,  went  to  the  Bank  of  Seward  county,  of  which  bank  said 
Receiver  Adams  was  cashier,  and  while  said  parties  were  at  said  bank 
said  Theodosius  Botkin  audited,  allowed,  and  ordered  paid  said  city 
warrant  for  $4,000,  which  warrant  bore  date  June  28,  1890,  and  pur- 
ported to  be  for  legal  services,  payable  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  city 
treasury  derived  from  the  water  bonds.  On  the  back  of  which  warrant 
said  Theodosius  Botkin  wrote  the  following  indorsements,  to  wit: 
"  June  28, 1890.  Audited  and  allowed,  and  receiver  ordered  to  pay  same 
out  of  funds  on  hand.  -Theo.  Botkin,  Judge,''''  "J.  M.  Adams,  receiver, 
in  State,  ex  rel.^  vs,  G.  W.  Winn,  et  aL:  Pay  within  order  out  of  funds  in 
your  hands,  and  same  shall  be  your  receipt  for  amount. — Theo.  Bot- 
kin, Judge.'* 

That  on  the  following  Sunday  morning,  the  said  Theodosius  Botkin 
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left  Sprin^eld,  in  oompany  with  said  W.  F.  Hackney,  and  never  issued 
said  injunction.  That  afterwards,  said  Theodosius  Botkin,  in  like  ille- 
gal manner,  directed  warrants  to  be  issued,  and  approved  the  same,  and 
directed  them  to  be  paid,  until  he  had  absorbed  all  of  said  $7,789.68  be- 
longing to  said  city  of  Springfield,  except  about  the  sum  of  $1,892.43, 
thus  illegally  taking  from  the  funds  of  said  city  more  than  $5,897; 
and  thereupon  he  made  an  order,  as  judge  of  the  district  court,  dis- 
charging said  receiver  and  dismissing  said  action;  that  from  the  time 
of  the  filing  of  the  petition  in  said  case  No.  548,  and  the  issuing  of  the 
order  of  injunction  therein,  to  the  time  of  the  dismissal  of  the  same  at 
the  regular  September  term,  1890,  not  one  effort  was  made  by  the  court 
or  the  parties  to  said  action  to  arrive  at  or  determine  any  of  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  said  case. 

And  the  House  of  Representatives  of  said  state  of  Kansas,  saving  to 
themselves  the  liberty  of  exhibiting  at  any  time  hereafter  any  further 
articles  or  other  accusation  or  impeachment  against  the  said  Theodosius 
Botkin,  judge  of  the  thirty-second  judicial  district  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas, and  also  of  replying  to  his  answers  hereto,  and  of  offering  proof 
to  all  and  every  of  the  aforesaid  articles,  and  to  aU  and  every  other 
articles  of  impeachment  or  accusation  which  shall  be  exhibited  by 
them  as  the  case  shall  require,  do  demand  that  the  said  Theodosius 
Botkin  may  be  put  to  answer  the  high  misdemeanors  as  herein  charged, 
and  that  such  proceedings,  examinations,  trials  and  judgments  may  be 
thereupon  had  and  given  as  are  agreeable  to  justice. 

The  above  and  foregoing  articles  of  impeachment  were  duly  exhib- 
ited in  and  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  on  Friday,  the 
27th  of  February,  1891.

Substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  268,  An  act  to  create  a  depart- 
ment of  agriculture,  to  provide  for  a  display  of  the  products  of 
the  state  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  to  be  held  in 
Chicago,  Illinois,  in  1892  and  1893,  to  provide  for  a  board  of 
managers,  define  their  duties  and  make  appropriation  therefor, 
was  put  upon  its  third  reading.

KULES  OF  PROCEDURE  AND  PRACTICE  IN  THE  SENATE  ON 
THE  TRIAL  OF  IMPEACHMENT. 

RuiiE  1.  Articles  of  impeachment  having  been  presented  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  against  Theodosius  Botkin,  and  managers 
havmg  been  appointed  to  conduct  such  impeachment,  the  Senate  shall, 
on  Friday,  the  sixth  day  of  March,  1891,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  meet  for 
the  purpose  of  perfecting  an  organization  as  a  Court  of  Impeachment. 
Upon  such  convening,  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  shall 
administer  to  the  president  of  the  Senate  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Senate,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation: 

**I  solemnl  J  swear  [or  affirmj  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartially  try  the  Impeach- 
ment against  Theodosius  Botkin,  and  do  justice  according  to  the  law  and  the  evi- 
dence." 

When  so  organized,  the  Senate,  sitting  as  a  court  of  impeachment, 
may'AcLjoum  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  may 
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fix  a  time  for  the  trial  after  the  adjonrnment  of  the  legislature.  When 
said  time  shall  be  fixed,  the  secretary  shall  so  inform  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, if  the  Hoase  is  in  session,  and  he  shall  also  notify  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  managers.  A  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  court  of  impeachment  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the 
ordinary  journal  of  the  Senate. 

RuiiE  2.  The  president  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  over  the  Senate 
daring  the  consideration  of  the  said  articles  of  impeachment,  and  upon 
the  trial  thereof,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  of  the  Senate,  the 
president  pro  tern,  shall  preside. 

Rule  3.  The  ofiicers  of  the  Senate,  while  sitting  as  a  court  of  im- 
peachment after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature,  shall  consist  of  a 
secretary,  reading  clerk,  journal  clerk,  sergeant-at-arms.  record  clerk, 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeeper,  assistant  doorkeeper,  and  four 
messengers.  The  reading  clerk  shall  be  ex-officio  assistant  secretary. 
The  court  may  at  any  time  change  any  of  its  officers,  and  may  add 
thereto,  or  dismiss  therefrom  at  its  pleasure.  The  present  officers 
named  above  shall  continue  in  their  respective  offices  for  such  impeach- 
ment court  until  the  court  shall  otherwise  order,  provided  that  the  rec- 
ord clerk,  assistant  doorkeeper  and  messengers  shall  be  selected  by  the 
president. 

Rule  4.  The  summons  shall  issue  to  the  accused  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  date  for  the  trial  of  said  impeachment  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, which  summons  shall  be  in  the  form  following,  to  wit:

Pbesidemt:  I  am  directed  by  the  House  to  inform  the  Senate 
that  the  House  has  requested  the  return  of  Senate  bill  No.  888,  An  act 
to  Tacate  certain  town-sites  and  portions  of  certain  town-sites  in  the 
state  of  Kansas,  therein  named,  by  the  Senate  for  further  consideration 
on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Also,  the  House  has  adopted  the  conference  committee  report  on 
Senate  bill  No.  3,  An  act  providing  for  a  board  of  public  works,  defin- 
ing its  duties,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  repealing  certain  acts. 

Also,  that  the  House  has  passed  House  bill  No.  705,  An  act  provid 
ing  for  the  organization  and  regulation  of  banks.

THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS. 

House  bill  No.  834,  An  act  to  authorize  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  Phillips  and  Smith  counties,  Kansas,  to  provide  feed 
and  seed  grain  for  farmers  of  said  counties,  and  to  provide  for  the 
sale  and  distribution  of  grain,  was  on  third  reading,  subject  to 
amendment  and  debate. 

Senator  Lockard  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause,  and  insert  the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  township  boards  of  each  of  the  municipal  town- 
ships of  Smith  and  Phillips  counties,  Kansas,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
purchase  grain  to  be  used  by  the  farmers  of  said  townships  for  seed  in 
the  year  1891,  and  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  said  grain,  the  said 
township  boards  may  draw  warrants  on  said  township  in  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

"  Seo.  2.  That  the  grain  purchased  under  the  proTisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  sold  by  the  township  board  at  the  actual  cost -price  of  said 
grain  to  said  township,  and  said  board  shall  take  a  note,  payable  to 
said  township,  for  the  amount  of  the  purchase  of  said  grain,  with  six 
per  cent,  interest  thereon,  payable  within  eight  months  from  date 
thereon. 

**Seo.  3.  No  grain  shall  be  sold  by  the  township  boards  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  except  to  actual  residents  of  said  township  who 
have  no  other  means  of  procuring  seed  for  said  year.  That  the  pur- 
chaser shall  make  a  written  or  printed  application,  stating  the  kind  of 
grain  wanted,  the  number  of  bushels  of  each  kind,  and  the  amount  of 
ground  to  be  planted  or  sown ;  and  shall  also  make  an  affidavit  that 
the  statements  made  in  his  application  are  true,  and  that  he  has  no 
other  means  to  procure  the  same,  that  the  same  will  be  used  by  the  ap- 
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plioant  for  the  purpose  stated  in  his  application;  that  the  same  will  be 
sown  or  planted  on  lands  in  said  township. 

**  Seo.  4.  That  the  note  or  notes  taken  for  the  purchase  of  said  grain 
shall  be  a  first  lien  upon  all  crops  raised  by  said  applicant  during  the 
year  of  1891. 

**  Sec.  5.  That  any  applicant  making  any  false  statement  in  his  ap- 
plication or  affidayit,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury. 

**Sbc.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
publication  in  the  official  state  paper." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
The  Senate  amended  the  title  by  striking  out  all  of  the  original 
title  and  inserting  the  following  title : 

"An  act  to  authorize  the  township  boards  of  the  municipal  townships 
of  Smith  and  Phillips  counties,  Kansas,  to  procure  seed  for  the  farmers 
of  said  townships,  and  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  same  by  such  town- 
ships." 

The  bill  as  amended  having  been  read  the  third  time,  and  the 
question  being,  Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the 
following  result:  Yeas  24,  nays  0.

House  bill  No.  540,  An  act  relating  to  mortgages  and  other 
liens  upon  real  estate,  providing  for  enforcement  thereof,  and 
r^ulating  the  right  of  redemption  thereof,  was  on  third  reading, 
subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 

Senator  Gillett  moved  to  amend  by  adding  to  amendment  No 
20,  the  following  words,  "  and  tendering  the  sum  in  cash  to  the 
sheriff." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  bill  as  amended  having  been  read  the  third  time,  and  the 
question  being.  Shall  the  bill  pass  ?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the 
following  result:  Yeas  13,  nays  21.

A  constitutional  majority  not  having  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  the  bill  did  not  pass. 

PROTEST 

Mb.  Pbebidknt:  I  desire  to  protest  against  the  passage  of  House  bill 
No.  540.  It  is  claimed  by  the  friends  of  this  bill  that  its  provisions  are 
in  the  interest  of  the  unfortunate  debtor.  I  do  not  think  so.  I  believe 
it  will  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  mortgagor.  It  wiU  precipitate 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  foreclosures  that  would  otherwise  not  be 
brought.  It  will  not  save  costs,  as  is  claimed,  for  the  reason  that  nu- 
merous suits  will  grow  out  of  the  proceedings.  Long-established  rules 
of  foreclosure  should  not  be  changed  except  for  the  very  best  of  rea- 
sons. S.  S.  ElBXPATBICK. 

Senator  Harkness  moved  that  Senate  bill  No.  77  be  recalled 
from  the  Enrolling  Committee,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Harkness,  chairman  pro  tern,  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  revise  the  Senate  calendar,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

Ma.  Pbesidemt:  Your  special  committee  appointed  to  revise  the 
calendar,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  instruct  me  to 
make  a  partial  report,  as  follows:

Senate  bill  No.  40,  An  act  to  amend  section  2,  chapter  107,  session 
laws  of  1881),  being  an  act  to  amend  section  73  of  chapter  80,  general 
statutes  of  1868.  in  relation  to  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 
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Senate  bill  No.  151,  An  act  establishing  eight  hours  a  day's  work  for 
all  laborers,  workmen,  mechanicSf  and  other  persons  employed  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  or  any  county,  city,  township,  or  other 
municipality  in  said  state,  or  by  contractors  or  others  doing  work,  etc. 

Senate  bill  No.  90,  An  act  to  amend  chapter  80,  article  20,  section 
457,  of  the  laws  of  1868,  being  an  act  to  establish  a  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. 

Senate  biU  No.  72,  An  act  relating  to  the  foreclosure  of  chattel  mort- 
gages. 

Senate  bill  No.  145,  An  act  amendatory  of  section  4495  of  the  general 
statutes  of  Kansas  of  1889,  being  an  act  concerning  the  foreclosure  of 
mortgages,  and  other  liens  upon  real  estate. 

Senate  bill  No.  107,  An  act  fixing  the  liability  of  sureties  on  official 
bonds,  and  making  an  official  bond  a  lien  on  the  real  estate  of  the  prin- 
cipal that  is  not  exempt  from  execution. 

Senate  bill  No.  152,  An  act  to  abolish  suryiyorship  in  joint  tenancy. 

Senate  bill  No.  292,  An  act  to  amend  section  4613,  general  statutes  of 
1889,  in  relation  to  the  discharge  of  persons  imprisoned  in  ciyil  cases. 

Senator  Harkness  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Senator  Osborn  objected  to  the  consideration  of  the  report  now. 

Senator  Roe  moved  to  amend  by  striking  from  the  report  Sen- 
ate bill  No.  390,  which  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  recurring  upon  the  motion  to  adopt  the  reports,  a 
vote  was  had,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Forney  moved  that  the  journal  be  approved  as  cor- 
rected, which  motion  prevailed. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

Senator  Harkness  moved  that  the  Senate  go  into  committee  of 
the  whole  for  the  consideration  of  bills  on  the  revised  calendar. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  went  into  the  committee  of  the  whole,  with  Senator 
Mechem  in  the  chair. 

After  some  time  spent  therein  the  committee  arose,  and  through 
their  chairman  submitted  the  following  report :

sections  thirty-one  (31)  and  thirty-two  (32)  of  chapter  thirty-one  (31) 
of  the  general  statutes  of  1868,  be  passed  as  amended. 
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That  Senate  bill  No.  120,  An  act  for  the  establishment,  government 
and  compensation  of  the  militia  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  ^nd  for  the 
pnblic  defense,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  there- 
with, be  passed  as  amended. 

That  Senate  bill  No.  40,  An  act  to  amend  section  2,  chapter  107,  ses- 
sion laws  of  1889,  being  an  act  to  amend  section  78  of  chapter  80,  gen- 
eral statutes  of  1868,  in  relation  to  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  be  passed 
as  amended. 

That  Senate  bill  No.  151,  An  act  constituting  eight  hours  a  day*s 
work  for  all  laborers,  workmen,  mechanics  and  other  persons  employed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  or  any  county,  city,  township, 
or  other  municipality  in  said  state,  or  by  contractors  or  others  doing 
work,  etc.,  be  passed  as  amended.  J.  H.  Mecheh,  Chairmatu 

Senator  Mecham  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

Senator  Wright  moved  to  amend  Seaate  bill  No.  151,  by  strik- 
ing out  all  of  the  last  provision  in  section  1. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas  5,  nays  25. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were:  Messrs. 
Emery,  Tucker,  Wheeler,  Wilson,  and  Wright. 

Senators  voting  in  the  negative  were :  Messrs.  Bentley,  Buchan, 
Carroll  of  Leavenworth,  Carroll  of  Miami,  Elliston,  Forney,  Gil- 
lett,  Harkness,  Hays,  Johnson,  Kelly  of  McPherson,  Lockard, 
Long,  Martin,  Mechem,  Moody,  Murdock,  Osbom,  Rankin,  Rich- 
ter.  Roe,  Schilling,  Senior,  Smith,  and  Woodward. 

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were :  Messrs.  Berry,  Howard, 
Kelley  of  Crawford,  Kimball,  King,  Kirkpatrick,  McTaggart, 
Mohler,  Norton,  and  Rush. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

The  motion  recurring  upon  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report,  the 
motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Long  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  an  emergency 
declared,  and  Senate  bill  No.  397  be  placed  on  third  reading,  sub- 
ject to  amendment,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Senior  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  an  emer- 
gency declared,  and  House  bill  No.  705  be  read  a  first  and  second 
time  now,  which  motion  prevailed. 

House  bill  No.  705,  An  act  providing  for  the  organization  and 
regulation  of  banks,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  was  lead  a  first  and  second  time,  and 
ordered  to  third  reading,  subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 

Senator  Wheeler  moved  that  an  emergency  be  declared,  the 
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rules  suspended,  and  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  146,  An  act 
requiring  all  public,  private,  and  municipal  corporations  existing 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  to  pay  their  employes  their  salaries 
and  wages  weekly  in  lawful  money,  and  providing  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  placed  on-  third  read- 
ing, subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Senator  Gillett,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Judiciary,  reported 
House  bill  No.  842,  An  act  to  abolish  the  thirty-second  judicial 
district,*  and  recommended  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  report,  as  follows : 

This  bill,  recently  introduced  in  the  Honse  of  Representatives, 
passed  immediately  to  third  reading,  has  behind  it  an  unwritten  history 
which  determines  your  committee  upon  the  action  taken  herein.  The 
act  abolishes  the  thirty- second  judicial  district  of  the  state  of  Kansas. 
Such  district  is  composed  of  six  organized  counties,  and  is  the  district 
presided  over  by  the  Hon.  Theodosius  Botkin,  who  stands  to-day  be- 
fore the  Senate  of  the  state  of  Kansas  impeached  by  the  House  for 
high  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Upon  the  naked  proposition  as  to  whether  or  not  that  district,  com- 
posed of  six  counties,  might  properly  be  abolished,  and  the  territory  at- 
tached to  other  judicial  districts,  the  opinion  of  your  committee  is  that 
such  action  might  be  had  without  serious  detriment  to  the  interests  of 
the  people  residing  therein,  and  a  bill  calculated  siuiply  to  cover  such 
interests,  your  committee  would  seriously  consider  and  hesitate  before 
refusing  to  pass  the  same.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  has  impeached  the  judge  of  the  said  district,  and  such 
judge  is  now  upon  his  trial  before  a  high  court  of  impeachment,  com- 
posed of  the  Senate  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  we  cannot  concur  in  the 
sentiment  behind  this  bill,  which  is  not  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
that  district  as  affected  by  the  courts,  but  is  rather,  as  we  view  it,  a 
peremptory  manner  in  which  the  judge  of  that  court  may  be  deposed 
from  office  upon  the  finding  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, without  having  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  of  the  charges  made 
against  him,  as  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of  the  state. 

A  part  of  the  unwritten  history  referrred  to  is  the  fact  that  there  is 
much  hesitation  in  granting  the  expense  by  the  state  incident  to  an  im- 
peachment trial;  but  as  we  understand  the  guarantees  of  our  constitu- 
tion and  the  rights  protected  thereunder,  there  is  no  criminal  known  to 
be  8o  guilty  or  no  act  so  debased  as  that  judgment  may  be  pronounced 
without  a  fair  and  impartial  trial.  A  man,  as  we  understand  it,  has  a 
right  to  be  heard  before  condemnation,  his  excuses  or  justifications  to 
be  made  public,  and  all  men  are  presumed  innocent  of  the  charges 
against  them  until  the  contrary  is  proven. 
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To  find  a  man  guilty  without  a  hearing  and  without  a  trial,  even  upon 
the  matter  set  forth  in  the  charges  of  impeachment,  would  be  for  the 
state  of  Kansas  through  its  legislative  power  to  ignore  the  guarantees 
of  our  constitution,  ignore  the  law,  and  make  the  Legislature  a  pliant 
tool  of  the  misconstrued  word  "  economy  "  by  denying  what  the  consti- 
tution guarantees  in  the  interest  of  the  saving  of  dollars  and  cents. 

Another  part  of  the  unwritten  history  of  this  bill  is  the  declaration 
that  the  House  committee  finding  the  articles  of  impeachment  have  of- 
f erred  to  the  accused  the  right  to  produce  as  many  witnesses  before 
them  as  were  used  against  him.  As  your  committee  understands  this 
proposition,  the  House  stood  in  its  relation  to  the  case  referred  to  as  a 
committing  magistrate,  taking  testimony  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was  probable  cause,  or 
possibly  in  the  light  of  a  grand  jury  inquiring  into  the  probability 
of  the  commission  of  an  offense.  But  it  is  a  principle  thoroughly  es- 
tablished and  beyond  contradiction,  that  it  is  not  a  legal  omen  of  guilt 
or  confession  of  guilt  when  a  person  waives  a  preliminary  examination 
and  announces  himself  ready  to  appear  and  defend  in  court.  This  we 
understand  is  the  position  of  the  party  accused  in  the  matter  of  such 
impeachment;  and  to  abolish  his  judicial  district  for  the  purpose  of 
accomplishing  the  demands  or  desires  of  individuals,  so  that  the  object 
of  a  court  of  impeachment  would  be  accomplished  whether  judgment 
would  be  against  him  or  not,  would  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
be  carrying  legislative  power  to  such  an  extent  as  that  the  act  itself 
would  be  a  destruction  of  the  confidence  reposed  by  the  people  in  the 
Legislature. 

Your  committee  further  take  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  bill  before 
it  simply  abolishes  the  district,  without  making  provisions  for  the 
territory  of  which  it  was  composed  in  the  judiciary  of  the  state.  It  is 
not  attached  to  existing  districts,  nor  does  the  bill  provide  for  other 
courts  after  this  one  is  abolished.  Such  action  we  think  not  within 
the  power  of  the  legislature,  certainly  not  equitably  there. 

Examining  this  bill,  therefore,  in  the  light  of  facts  before  your  com* 
mittee,  and  in  the  light  of  publicly  admitted  and  undisputed  facts  cov- 
ering the  questions  above  discussed,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  said  bill  ought  to  be  indefinitely  postponed;  that  its  passage  at 
this  time  would  be  detrimental  to  the  integrity  and  good  faith  of  the 
legislature,  and  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  this 
state. 

The  legislature  cannot,  consistent  with  its  high  position,  afford  to 
rob  a  citizen  of  the  jewel  of  character  without  tendering  and  protect- 
ing him  in  his  right  to  meet  his  accusers  face  to  face  in  open  court,  and 
of  defending  himself  against  the  accusations  made. 

Senator  Osboni  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  mo- 
tion prevailed. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  128,  An  act  to  amend  section  457,  chap- 
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ter  80,  general  statutes  1868,  in  relation  to  civil  procedure,  and 
recommended  that  it  be  considered  with  Senate  bill  No.  90. 

Also,  House  bill  No.  212,  An  act  to  prohibit  the  waiver  of  ap- 
praisement and  stay  law  and  laws  of  procedure  in  suits  for  the 
collection  of  debts,  and  to  repeal  chapter  66  of  the  session  laws 
of  1872,  and  recommended  that  it  be  passed. 

Also,  petitions  Nos.  242,  241,  237,  and  hereby  returned,  the 
subject-matter  contained  therein  having  been  acted  upon  by  said 
committee. 

Senator  Bentley  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  adjourned.

Whereas^  The  time  of  the  members  of  the  committee  is  almost  wholly 
consumed  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  by  business  of  importance  to  their 
constituents  and  the  state,  and  in  consequence  retarding  the  progress 
of  the  examination  into  the  charges  made  by  the  House  resolution 
against  the  state  house  commissioners  and  contractors,  which  said 
House  resolution  is  made  a  part  of  the  Senate  resolution  calling  upon 
the  Senate  Committee  on  State  Affairs  to  make  this  investigation;  and 

WhereaSy  The  committee  has  taken  a  large  amount  of  evidence  per- 
taining to  the  instructions  contained  in  said  resolution,  and  is  unable 
to  finish  the  taking  of  evidence  during  the  present  session  of  the  Sen- 
ate so  as  to  make  a  full  and  complete  report  upon  the  matters  and 
things  set  forth  in  said  resolution:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  State  Affairs  be  and  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  continue  its  investigation  of  the  matter  contained  in  the 
resolution  hereinbefore  referred  to,  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  that  it  have  full  power  to  send  for  papers  and  persons,  and  ad- 
minister oaths,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  that  the  said 
committee  make  its  report  to  the  governor  with  its  recommendations, 
if  any  are  made;  that  one  thousand  copies  of  said  report  be  printed, 
ten  copies  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Senate,  and 
five  copies  to  each  member  of  the  House.

PROTEST  AGAINST   THE   PASSAGE  OF  SENATE  BILL  NO.  397. 

Mb.  Pbesident:  I  desire  to  protest  against  the  passage  of  this  bill. 
Unfortunately  for  the  people  of  this  state,  the  courts  at  an  early  day 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  legislature  could  empower  counties, 
cities  and  other  municipalities  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads 
and  other  public  improvementR.  The  legislature  of  this  state,  in 
obedience  to  a  public  clamor,  from  year  to  year  enacted  numerous 
measures,  general  and  special,  authorizing  the  municipalities  of  this 
.state  to  aid  in  all  manner  of  enterprises  and  to  issue  bonds  for  snch 
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pnrpose,  such  bonds  to  be  paid  by  taxation.  Under  the  extraordinary 
powers  conferred,  many  of  these  municipalities  involved  themselves  to 
such  an  extent  that  payment  was  impossible  and  repudiation  followed, 
while  others  are  still  struggling  to  meet  these  unwise  and  ruinous  obli- 
gations. 

Now,  with  these  terrible  results  before  us,  it  would  seem  that  this 
Btate  should  call  a  halt  in  the  bond  business,  and  take  away  from  these 
municipalities  the  power  to  issue  bonds  for  any  purpose,  except  per- 
haps for  educational  purposes;  but  it  seems  that  we  are  to  learn  noth- 
ing from  the  past,  and  are  to  follow  on  in  the  ruinous  course  we  have 
traveled  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  to  permit  municipalities  to  add 
bonds  upon  bonds  until  bankruptcy  and  ruin  must  be  the  inevitable 
result. 

There  are  no  less  than  fifty  of  these  bills,  of  a  private  and  local 
nature,  pending  in  this  body  to  authorize  municipalities  therein  named 
to  vote  additional  bonds  to  aid  in  all  manner  of  improvements  from 
the  building  of  a  mill  dam  to  the  building  of  a  cider  mill. 

And,  again,  we  have  other  bills  authorizing  these  municipalities  to 
issue  their  bonds  and  go  into  the  business  of  prospecting  for  coal,  salt, 
gas  and  any  other  substance  that  may  be  supposed  to  exist  in  the  earth. 

These  bills  do  not  receive  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  but  are 
passed  at  the  mere  request  of  an  individual  member.  Not  only  this, 
but  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  bill  are  dictated  by  the  individual 
member,  and  are  never  called  in  question. 

Through  these  bills  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  people's 
money  are  to  be  expended.  The  legislation  is  pernicious,  wrong  in 
principle,  and  should  be  prohibited  by  the  constitution. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  cannot  give  my  assent  to  any  of  these 
bills,  and  while  I  have  no  power  to  prevent  the  wrong,  I  can  enter  my 
feeble  protest.     Respectfully,  S.  S.  Eibkpatbick.

"Abtiole  6. 

"  Section  1.  Whenever  the  purchasers  of  water  from  any  irrigation 
company  of  water  shall  consider  the  rate  of  charges  of  such  company 
for  the  use  of  water  to  be  unreasonable,  extortionate  or  unjust,  they, 
or  any  one  of  them,  may  appeal  to  the  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers, and  if  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  consider  said  com.plaint 
just,  they  shaU  proceed  to  notify  the  irrigation  company  and  complain- 
ants that  thirty  days  from  date  of  such  notice,  they  will,  at  the  county 
seat  within  the  county  from  which  the  complaint  came,  hear  testimony 
in  relation  thereto,  and  if,  after  hearing  such  testimony,  and  making 
investigation,  they  shall  decide  that  such  rates  are  extortionate  and  un- 
just, they  shall  fix  a  rate  of  compensation  for  the  use  of  water,  which  rate 
shaU  be  binding  upon  the  irrigation  company  for  one  year  from  the  date 
of  such  decision,  and  until  the  further  orders  of  the  said  board  therein. 

''Sec.  2.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  relation  to  irrigation  companies  that  they  have  in  relation  to 
railroad  companies."

PROTEST. 

Mb.  Pbesident:  Special  legislation  has  always  been  regarded  as  per> 
nicious.  The  framers  of  onr  constitution  so  regarded  it,  and  a  danse 
was  inserted  in  that  instrnment  as  follows: 

*'AI1  laws  of  a  general  nature  ehall  have  a  uniform  operation  throughout  the  state; 
and  in  all  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made  applicable,  no  upeelal  law  shall  be 
enacted/^ 

It  was  supposed  for  many  years  that  the  power  to  pass  special  lawi» 
was  materially  restricted  by  this  constitutional  provision,  and  for  that 
reason  but  few  special  bills  were  passed. 

The  supreme  court,  however,  had  occasion  to  construe  this  constitu- 
tional provision,  and  reached  the  conclusion  that  it  was  the  province  of 
the  legislature,  and  not  the  court,  to  determine  for  itself  whether  or  not 
a  general  law  could  be  made  applicable,  and  that  the  passage  of  a  spe- 
cial law  was  a  determination  by  the  legislature  that  a  general  law  conld 
be  made  applicable. 

This  construction  of  the  constitution  has  removed  all  restrictions  so 
far  as  special  legislation  is  concerned,  and  we  are  now  reaping  the  re- 
sult. The  calendars  of  the  Senate  and  House  are  filled  to  overflowing 
with  special  bills  covering  every  conceivable  subject.  These  bills  are 
always  advanced  and  take  precedence  over  general  bills  and  thus  ex- 
clude their  consideration.     The  limited  time  allotted  to  the  Legislature

is  taken  up  with  these  special  bills,  which  are  never  considered,  but  are 
passed  at  the  mere  request  of  an  individual  member  and  are  not  the 
result  of  the  deliberate  judgment  of  the  Legislature.  Believing  that 
legislation  of  this  character  should  meet  the  condemnation  of  all  desir- 
ing well-considered  legislation,  I  must  enter  my  protest  against  the 
passage  of  this  as  well  as  all  similar  bills.

In  all  cases 
wherein  the  costs  of  such  action  shall  be  paid  within  six  months  from  the  rendition  of 
ituch  judgment,  and  the  Interest  on  such  judgment  shall  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  all 
taxes  which  are  a  lien  on  such  real  estate  and  delinquent  shall  be  paid  within  six 
months  from  the  rendition  of  such  judgment.  An  order  of  sale  may  issue  on  such 
Judgment  at  any  time  after  six  months  from  the  time  of  its  rendition  whenever  any 
port' of  such  costs  shall  remain  unpaid,  or  any  part  of  the  Interest  on  such  judgment 
shall  remain  unpaid  for  a  period  longer  than  six  months,  or  any  part  of  such  taxes 
shall  become  delinquent  and  remain  unpaid  for  six  months,  or  if  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract as  to  Insurance  shall  not  be  complied  with,  or  if  waste  is  committed:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  proceedings  in  foreclosure  of  real-estate  mort- 
gages wherein  the  court  shall  find,  on  proi>er  allegations  and  proof,  that  the  real  estate 
snbject  to  the  mortgage  Hen  has  been  abandoned. 

^*  Skc.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication  in 
the  official  state  paper."

PROTEST. 

Mb.  Pberident:  I  wish  to  enter  my  protest  to  the  passage  of  House 
bill  No.  540.  By  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  judgments  in  foreclosure 
proceedings,  so  far  as  existing  mortgages  are  concerned,  remain  un- 
changed, and  no  stay  of  execution  is  provided  in  such  cases.  To  pro- 
vide a  stay  of  execution  for  two  years 'on  mortgages  to  be  executed 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  will  not  benefit  those  who  have  heretofore 
mortgaged  their  homes,  but  will  operate  to  their  prejudice. 

It  seems  to  me  that,  in  our  present  condition,  it  would  be  unwise  to 
pass  this  bill  at  this  time.  We  are  already  involved  without  power  to 
relieve  ourselves,  so  far  as  existing  mortgages  are  concerned,  and  we 
will  find  it  necessary  to  renew  these  obligations.  Under  the  provisions 
of  this  bill,  these  new  obligations  will  be  subject  to  this  law,  and  the 
money-lender  will  not  surrender  a  mortgage,  with  the  present  favorable 
conditions,  and  accept  one  in  lieu  thereof  with  less  favorable  conditions 
to  himself. 
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In  my  opinion,  this  law  will  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  rate  of 
int-erest  on  renewed  loans,  and,  in  many  instances,  will  prevent  a  re- 
newal that  otherwise  might  be  made. 

For  these  reasons  I  cannot  give  my  assent  to  the  passage  of  this

Also,  Senate  bill  No.  336,  An  act  for  the  protection  and  relief 
of  railroad  employ^,  forbidding  certain  rules,  regulations,  con- 
tracts, and  agreements,  and  declaring  them  unlawful ;  declaring 
it  unlawful  to  use  cars  or  locomotives  which  are  defective,  or  de- 
fective machinery,  or  attachment  thereto  belonging;  and  declar- 
ing such  corporations  liable  in  certain  cases  for  injuries  received 
by  its  servants  and  employ^  on  account  of  the  carelessness  or 
negligence  of  a  fellow-servant  employ^,  and  recommended  that 
it  be  passed  as  amended. 

Also,  Senate  bill  No.  13,  An  act  relating  to  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners,  and  amendatory  of  sections  1326  and  1328 
of  the  general  statutes  of  1889,  and  recommended  that  it  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Senator  Kelley  also  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mb.  Pbbsident:  Yonr  Committee  on  Railroads  have  bad  under  con- 
sideration  House  bill  No.  748,  An  act  to  regulate  and  establisb  reason- 
able maximum  charges  for  the  transportation  of  freight  on  the  differ- 
ent lines  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  providing  for  a  state 
board  of  railroad  commissioners,  with  general  powers  of  supervision 
over  the  transportation  lines  within  the  state,  and  giving  to  such  com- 
missioners full  power  and  authority  to  control,  fix  and  regulate  the 
charges  and  rates  to  be  collected  by  railroad  and  transportation  lines 
for  carrying  freight  over  such  roads  and  lines  in  Kansas,  and  to  pre- 
vent unjust  and  unreasonable  discriminations  in  such  charges,  and 
providing  for  the  selection  of  such  commissioners,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  shall  be  chosen,  and  prescribing  their  compensation  and 
duties,  and  making  appropriations  to  enforce  this  act,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  not  passed,  for  the  following  reasons: 

A  patient  examination  of  this  bill  opens  an  almost  limitless  field  of 
legal  and  business  absurdities.  In  the  brief  time  given  your  commit- 
tee to  analyze  this  effort  to  reduce  to  the  rigid  rules  of  law  all  ques- 
tions of  railroad  administration  and  rate-making,  and  provide  for  the 
enforcement  of  such  law,  we  have  already  discerned  many  provisions  of 
both  law  and  administration,  impossible  of  practical  application  and  fuU 
of  iAJustioe  to  the  people  of  Kansas,  as  well  as  to  its  carrying  corpora- 
tions. As  a  fairly  representative  illustration  of  these  legal  absurdities 
and  business  wrongs  embraced  in  and  contemplated  by  it,  we  group 
for  the  information  of  the  Senate  the  following: 

It  undertakes,  as  expressed  in  the  first  words  of  its  title,  **"  to  regu- 
late and  establish  maximum  charges  for  the  transportation  of  freights 
on  the  different  lines  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  Kansas.**  It  not  only 
provides  for  fixed  maximum  charges,  but  classifies  roads  upon  the  ba- 
sis of  earnings,  and  all  commodities  possible  of  carriage,  fixing  rates 
for  each  class  of  road  and  commodity. 
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In  the  olasHiflcation  of  roads  the  rateR  are  made  to  imply  a  purpose 
of  reason  and  justice;  the  roads  having  the  greatest  income  to  be  com- 
pelled to  accept  90  per  cent,  of  the  legal  maximum  rate,  whereas,  the 
roads  having  the  least  income  may  charge  10  per  cent,  more  than  the 
iixed  maximum,  which  is  made  to  apply  to  the  middle  class  only.  But 
in  the  practical  application  of  this  provision  exactly  the  reverse  of  this 
benevolent  effort  to  protect  the  weak  against  the  strong  companies 
would  result.  The  strong  and  the  weak  lines  are  so  closely  interwoven 
as  to  make  junction  points  close  to  each  other  and  common  to  all  the 
roads.  At  all  such  points  the  law  of  competition  would  force  rates  on  all 
to  those  of  the  lowest,  or  drive  all  but  the  rich  road  with  the  low  rate  out 
of  business.  Mot  only  would  this  be  true  at  junction  points,  but  at  all 
stations  on  parallel  lines  close  enough  for  common  traffic  to  elect  its 
line. 

But  if  this  inexorable  law  of  trade  did  not  equalize  the  rates  upon 
the  basis  of  the  lowest  rate,  existing  statutes  which  are  not  modified  nor 
repealed  by  this  bill  would  accomplish  it.  for  the  law  declares,  in  terms, 
that  no  company  "shall  charge  more  for  transporting  freight  from  any 
point  on  its  line  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges 
for  the  same  kind  of  freight  transported  from  any  other  point.**  Nor 
'*  shall  any  railroad  company  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son, company  or  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  any  property,  or 
for  any  other  service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge, 
demand  or  receive  from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation  for 
a  like  service  from  the  same  place,  or  upon  like  conditions."  And  yet 
this  forbidden  discrimination  must  be  practiced  by  every  ^*  B  "  or  **  C  *' 
class  in  meeting  the  rate  of  "A"  class  at  any  competitive  point.  This 
classification  effects,  whatever  was  meant  by  its  authors,  to  reduce  the 
rate  throughout  Kansas  ten  per  cent,  below  the  maximum  rate  fixed  for 
class  **  B,"  and  twenty  per  cent,  below  that  fixed  for  class  "  C." 

The  evil  and  wrong  of  discrimination,  which  are  now  denounced  by 
the  statute  and  resisted  by  public  judgment,  is  not  only  attempted  to 
be  set  up  and  legalized  in  the  working  of  this  scheme  of  road  classifica- 
tion, but  is  still  more  offensively  maintained  in  section  7  of  this  strange 
bill,  line  20  to  26  inclusive,  viz.:  If  any  company,  "or  its  officers  or 
agents,  shall  fail  to  answer  or  report  any  matter  required  by  said  com- 
missioners to  be  disclosed  to  enable  it  to  discharge  its  duties  under  this 
act,  the  said  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  contempt,  and  the  said 
commission  may  punish  the  same  by  establishing  a  rate  of  transporta- 
tion not  more  than  ten  per  cent  lower  than  the  rate  provided  for  by  the 
terms  of  this  <icL" 

In  this  punishment  an  evil  is  provided  for  and  legalized,  which  fed- 
eral and  state  laws  and  commissions  have  contended  against,  with 
varying  success,  for  all  these  years.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  more  than 
one  company  would  find  a  means  through  studied  contempt,  to  "  cut 
rates.'*  if  it  were  possible  to  do  it.     The  farmers  and  tradesmen  on  any 
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line  would  defend  this  company  in  the  crime  of  contempt,  the  punish 
ment  of  which  gaye  them  the  advantage  of  **  special  rates,*'  with  all 
their  incident  ady  ant  ages  oyer  a  people  not  thus  fayored.  Situated  as 
railroads  are  in  Kansas,  the  enforcement  of  such  a  penalty  would  in- 
flict an  eqnal  panishment  npon  innocent  with  guilty  companies,  by 
forcing  all  to  share  in  the  reduction  denounced  against  the  guilty  one. 
How  could  such  a  law  as  this  stand  the  test  of  public  judgment,  or 
judicial  examination? 

The  fallacy,  and  the  public  peril  as  well,  of  this  attempt  to  fix  raten 
by  rigid  rules  of  law  may  be  demonstrated  by  showing  its  practical  re- 
sults if  the  bill  eyer  becomes  a  law.  To  be  accurate,  and  absolutely 
just  in  this  Illustration  of  such  results,  we  reproduce  the  following  com- 
parison, between  existing  rates  and  those  proposed  by  this  bill,  from  a 
statistical  compilation  of  78  pages,  upon  which  we  find  indorsement  in 
words  following:

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While  the  general  resnlt  of  this  bill  wonld  be  a  large  reduction  of  rail- 
road rates  and  earnings  in  the  aggregate,  it  would  work  irreparable  in- 
jury in  its  increase  of  rates  on  short  hauls,  and  on  the  necessities  and 
chief  products  of  the  people,  as  shown  by  illustrations  herewith  pre- 
sented. 

In  the  absence  of  rates  fixed  by  statute  they  yield  and  become  adapted 
to  existing  business  conditions,  to  which  they  can  be  readily  adjusted, 
from  time  to  time,  as  these  conditions  change.  Flexibility  of  rules 
and  modifications  of  rates  are  demanded  to  meet  the  necessities  of  new 
industries  and  changes  in  relative  commercial  situations  and  condi- 
tions. For  this  reason  statutory  maximum  rates  as  shown  in  this 
case,  effect  to  disturb  existing  relations,  to  fhe  injury  and  possible 
destruction  of  some  of  them,  as  the  operation  of  this  law  would  cripple 
every  coal-mine,  mill,  manufactory  or  packing-house  industry  in  the  in- 
terior of  Kansas. 

Arbitrary  rates  fixed  by  language  of  statutes  or  decree  of  any  au- 
thority vested  in  comnussions  must  always  stand  as  an  obstruction  to 
the  necessary  phanges  required  to  meet  new  conditions  and  changes  in 
the  various  lines  of  business.  For  these  reasons  they  have  never  been 
found  practicable  in  operation,  and  have  long  since  ceased  to  be  favored 
by  intelligent  legislation. 

A  glance  at  the  result  on  salt  rates  is  conclusive  on  this  point.  Kan- 
sas has  a  salt  deposit  covering  a  limited  area  in  a  belt  of  country  run- 
ning across  the  state  from  its  south  line  well  across  it.  On  the  basis  of 
fixed  rates  per  ton  per  mile,  the  works  nearest  the  common  points  of 
distribution  or  consumption  would  command  a  monopoly.  To  prevent 
this,  and  put  all  on  an  equality  with  lines  of  railway  east  of  the  Mis- 
souri river,  a  common  rate  was  ordered  by  our  commissioners  from 
every  plant  in  the  state.  Under  the  working  of  this  bill  this  action 
would  be  reversed,  and  an  absolute  monopoly  established  in  favor  of 
Hutchinson. 

In  like  manner  the  proposed  change  in  live-stock  rates  strikes  a  fatal 
blow  to  packing-house  enterprises  in  the  interior  of  the  state.  It  works 
an  enormous  increase  on  short  distances  and  cuts  the  rate  clear  down 
on  longer  distances.  Thus  the  farmer  living  within  thirty  miles  of  the 
packing-houses  of  Wichita  is  subjected  to  an  increase  of  three  to  eight 
dollars  a  car  to  his  natural  market,  and  tempted  by  a  corresponding 
reduction  on  the>  rate  to  the  Missouri  river  to  ship  it  there.  The  whole 
theory  of  the  blQ  is  against  Kansas  producers  and  industries.

PROTEST. 

I  protest  agaiudt  the  adoption  of  the  conference  report  on  House 
bill  No.  798,  An  act  apportioning  the  State  of  KanaaA  into  senatorial 
and  representative  districts,  for  the  reason  that  it  violates  the  plain 
provisions  of  the  constitution.  It  does  not  give  a  representative  to 
either  Morton  county  or  Garfield  county;  both  are  organized  counties. 

Section  1.  article  10  of  the  constitution,  reads  as  follows: 

••  In  th«»  future  apporttonment  of  the  t<tMt€,  each  orKJinlzed  county  s'hall  have  at 
leHj^t  one  repre«ent4itlve.  and  each  county  nhall  be  divided  Into  lu*  many  dlntrlcts  an  It 
han  reprei*entatlvej<.*' 

The  report  not  only  gives  these  counties  no  representatives,  but  pro- 
vides for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  representatives  for  the  rest  of 
the  state:  so  they  are  disfranchised  until  the  next  apportionment.  This 
is  legislative  injustice  and  lej^alized  robbery:  I  will  not  indorse  it.

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Committee  uu  State  Affairs,  in  accordance  witli  the  terms  of  Senate 
resolutions  Nos.  44,  45  and  54,  directing  and  authorizing  a  continuance 
of  an  inve^)tigation  of  construction,  contract  and  expenditure  of 
jnoneyt4  in  the  erection  of  the  main  building  of  the  capitol,  the  sum  of 
ten  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
witnesses,  stenographer  and  type-writer,  expert  witnesses,  clerks,  and 
Bergeant-at-arms,  together  with  per  diem  and  mileage  for  members  of 
itaid  committee.  And  the  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  state  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said 
expeui^es  upon  proper  vouchers  duly  verified  by  affidavit  and  approved 
by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  having  said  investigation  in  charge:

Provided^  That  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  for  the 
amounts  mentioned  in  this  section  before  the  commission  shall  be  paid 
to  the  state  agent.

The  amount 
herein  appropriated  to  be  payable  to  Clifford  C.  Baker,  on  bill  duly 
approved  by  the  secretary  of  state  in  the  same  manner  that  other  bills 
for  the  state  printing  are  approved.

Senate  Bill.  No.  420. —  Senatob  Buohan. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  display  of  the  products  of  the  state  at  the  World^s  Columbian 
Exposition,  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  minols,  In  1892  and  1893,  to  provide  for  a  board 
of  mana^rs,  define  their  duties^  and  to  make  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  The  present  state  Senate  shall  appoint  two  citizens  of 
the  state,  and  the  present  Honse  of  Representatiyes  shall  appoint  two 
citizens  of  the  state,  which  fonr  citizens,  in  connection  with  one  other 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  mana- 
gers of  Kansas  for  said  World^s  Colnmbian  Exposition. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  at  such  time  as  the 
governor  may  appoint,  and  complete  their  organization  by  appointing 
from  their  number  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer.  Three 
members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  its  own  government,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
conflict  with  the  regulations  adopted  under  the  act  of  congress  for  the 
government  of  said  World^s  Columbian  Exposition.  Any  member  of 
the  board  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  governor  for  cause. 
Any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  membership  of  said  board  shall 
be  filled  by  the  governor. 
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Beo.  8.  The  said  state  managers  shall  have  in  charge  the  interests  of 
the  state  and  of  its  citizens  in  matters  relating  to  the  international  ex- 
position in  Chicago,  in  Illinois,  in  1893,  to  disseminate  information 
about  it,  to  issue  invitations,  to  participate,  to  receive  and  pronounce 
upon  application  for  space  in  the  exposition,  to  apportion  the  space 
placed  at  its  disposal  among  the  exhibitors  from  the  state,  and  to  su- 
pervise such  other  details  relating  to  the  representation  of  its  citizens 
in  the  exhibition  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary. 

Seo.  4.  The  board  of  managers  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  governor  for  cause,  and  any 
vacancy  that  may  exist  in  the  office  of  said  state  managers  by  resigna- 
tion, death  or  otherwise,  shall  at  once  be  filled  by  the  governor,  by  the 
appointment  of  a  fit  and  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Seo.  5.  The  state  managers  when  appointed,  are  hereby  authorized 
.and  directed  during  the  years  1891  and  1892  to  collect,  preserve  and 
prepare  for  exhibition  at  Chicago,  in  Illinois,  in  the  year  1893,  in  such 
manner  as  in  their  judgment  shall  be  for  the  best  intere.st  of  the  state, 
and  will  best  effect  the  object  of  their  appointment,  materials  including 
selections  and  specimens  of  nature,  art  and  industry  in  Kansas,  so  as 
to  represent  as  far  as  possible,  and  to  the  best  advantage,  the  natural 
and  artificial  resources  and  other  industries;  the  live  stock  of  the  state, 
the  soil,  its  productions,  quality  and  capacity,  shall  all  be  secured  and 
preserved  to  the  end  that  a  complete,  thorough  and  fair  exhibition  may 
be  had  of  the  actual  and  possible  productions  of  state. 

Seo.  6.  Said  managers  shall  also  prepare  and  have  printed  for  distri- 
bution at  the  exposition  a  complete,  condensed  history  of  the  state, 
showing  its  geographical  position,  its  climate,  and  physical  features;  its 
early  settlement;  its  birds,  fishes  and  animals;  educational,  religious  and 
charitable  institutions;  agricultural  and  manufacturing  industries; 
streams  and  water  power,  railroads  and  other  means  of  transportation; 
growth  in  population  and  wealth;  character  and  habits  of  the  people: 
and  any  other  matter  which  will  aid  in  making  up  a  summary  view  of 
the  birth,  progress,  and  present  condition  of  the  state. 

Seo.  7.  The  state  board  of  managers  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect 
a  Kansas  state  exposition  building  on  ground  designated  in  Chicago  by 
the  Columbian  commissioners,  in  which  they  shall  make  a  thorough  and 
attractive  exposition  of  the  natural  and  artificial  wealth,  capabilities 
and  advantages  of  the  state,  and  such  other  interests  of  the  state  as  said 
board  shall  deem  advisable  to  present  at  said  exposition:  Provided^  That 
a  majority  of  the  board,  when  organized,  shall  decide  on  plan  to  be 
adopted  for  building. 

Seo.  8.  The  managers  are  hereby  authorized  to  exchange  with  other 
states  and  nations  duplicate  specimens,  when  practicable,  and  add  such 
articles  as  may  be  received  in  exchange  to  the  original  collections  from 
this  state,  all  of  which,  at  the  dose  of  the  exposition,  shall  be  returned 
by  said  managers  to  the  agricultural  room  in  the  state  house  in  Topeka, 
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there  to  oonstitute  a  museum  and  be  preserved  as  the  property  of  the 
state. 

Beo.  9.  Said  state  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
necessary  contracts  and  procure  necessary  assistance  in  the  name  of  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  in 
no  case  to  incur  liability  beyond  or  in  excess  of  the  appropriation 
herein  provided. 

Bbo.  10.  The  treasurer  of  said  board  of  managers  shall  give  bond  as 
other  state  officers  receiving  and  disbursing  moneySf  in  the  penal  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient  security  to  be  approved 
by  the  governor  and  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board,  said 
bond  to  be  cotiditioned  that  said  treasurer  will  honestly,  faithfully  and 
fully  account  for  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue 
of  his  said  office  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the 
orders  of  said  board  of  managers;  said  bond  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  secretary  of  state.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  state  auditor 
to  see  that  said  bond  is  given,  filed  and  approved  before  any  moneys 
are  drawn  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sbg.  11.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  not  audit  or  pay  any  ac- 
counts, claims  or  demands  against  them,  except  upon  itemized  state- 
ments, verified  by  oath  of  the  person  to  whom  payment  may  be  due; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  such  verification,  each  member  of  the  board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths.  The  treasurer  of  said  board 
shall  not  pay  out  any  moneys  except  upon  orders  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board,  and  countersigned  and  approved  by  the  secretary. 

Sxo.  12.  Fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  state  au- 
ditor; but  the  auditor  shall  not  issue  his  warrants  drawn  for  any  money 
appropriated  by  this  act,  except  upon  the  filing  in  his  office  of  a  requi- 
sition by  the  state  board  of  managers,  signed  by  the  president  and  sec- 
retary of  said  board.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  requisition,  the  auditor 
shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  sum  named  in  the  requisition,  in  favor 
of  the  treasurer  of  said  board.  The  money  shall  thus  be  drawn  from 
time  to  time  only  in  such  sums  as  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  current 
and  necessary  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  board,  and  all  moneys 
not  required  as  herein  provided  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasury. 

Bbo.  18.  Each  member  of  the  board,  other  than  the  president,  shall 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  for  each  and  every  day  actu- 
ally and  necessarily  employed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  three  dol- 
lars per  day  and  actual  and  necessary  expenses,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
average  per  diem  and  expenses  paid  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  dollars 
per  day. 

Bxo.  14.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  make  to  the  governor  a 
full  and  detailed  report  of  the  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  said  report  to  be  submitted  by  the  governor  to  the  legislature  at  its 
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next  session,  and  shall  also  be  published  with  the  biennial  report  of  the 
department  of  agriculture  issued  next  after  the  close  of  said  exhibition. 

Sbc.  15.  The  said  managers  shall  dispose  of  the  exposition  building 
to  the  best  advantage  of  the  state,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  after  making  payments 
pro  rata  to  such  associations  or  corporations  as  shall  have  contributed 
to  the  construction  of  said  building. . 

8bo.  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
publication  in  the  ofScial  state  paper. 

Senator  Kelley  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolvedy  That  we  desire  to  express  to  the  President  of  the  Senate 
our  sincere  thanks  for  the  fair  and  cautious  manner  with  which  he  has 
performed  the  onerous  and  often  vexatious  duties  which  devolved  upon 
him,  and  we  wish  to  assure  him  of  our  high  appreciation  of  his  many 
noble  qualities  of  head  and  heart,  and  we  trust  that  the  future  has  yet 
many  honors  in  store  for  him. 

Resolved^  That  our  heartfelt  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  Senator 
F.  P.  Harkness  for  the  fair  and  courteous  manner  in  which  he  has  dis- 
chsrged  his  duties  as  president  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate. 

Resolved f  That  our  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  A.  G.  Stacey  for 
his  efficient  services  as  secretary  of  the  Senate;  to  G.  G.  Wheat  for  the 
even-tempered  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties;  to  John  Q. 
Royce,  the  reading  clerk,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  has  performed 
his  duties;  to  Col.  Tom  J.  Jackson,  journal  clerk,  and  his  assistants, 
for  the  prompt  manner  in  preparing  the  printed  journal;  to  Omar 
Gillett,  docket  clerk;  to  L.  C.  Smith,  sergeant-at-arms,  and  to  all  the 
other  officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate  for  their  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency during  the  session. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted.

and  mar  the  good  name  of  the  state  whose  constitution  they  have  sworn 
to  support. 

Gentlemen,  accept  my  most  profound  thanks  for  this  mark  of  your 
continued  confidence.

Resolved  by  the  House,  the  Senate  concurring  therein.  That  the  legisla- 
ture finally  adjourn  at  11:80  a.,  u. 

Senator  Osbom  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  in  House  con- 
current resolution  No.  49,  in  relation  to  the  hour  of  final  adjourn- 
ment, which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Kimball  called  up  House  message  in  relation  to  House 
resolution  No.  — ,  which  was  read,  as  follows : 

Whereas,  There  is  danger  of  the  defeat  of  Senate  bill  No.  268,  pro. 
Yiding  for  an  exhibition  of  the  state  of  Kansas  at  the  World's  Colum- 
bian Exhibition,  and  the  good  name  of  our  state  suffer  for  the  reason 
that  the  Senate  has  instructed  that  three  of  the  five  commissioners  shall 
be  republicans;  and 

Whereas,  The  result  of  the  election  last  fall  shows  that  the  republi- 
can party  in  this  state  is  a  minority  of  over  45,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  pride  of  our  state  should  be  above  party,  and  a  board 
of  this  kind  should  represent  fairly  all  political  parties:  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  House,  That  any  and  all  rules  which  would  prevent 
the  Senate  from  acting  upon  said  bill  and  adopting  the  House  amend- 
ments and  make  it  become  a  law  are  hereby  suspended,  and  the  Senate 
has  full  consent  of  the  House  to  not  only  act  upon  said  amendments 
but  to  concur  therein,  which  amendments  virtually  provide  that  two  of 
the  commissioners  shall  be  republicans,  two  of  them  people's  party, 
and  one  a  democrat,  as  eminently  fair  to  all  parties;  which  amend- 
ments, if  adopted  by  the  Senate,  will  allow  this  bill  to  become  a  law  — 
thus  placing  Kansas  side  by  side  with  our  sister  states  in  the  Columbian 
Exhibition.

control  and  dictate  who  should  be  appointed  as  the  democratic  mem- 
ber of  said  board;  and 

Whereas^  Said  resolution  is  false  and  insinuating  in  many  respects, 
as  well  as  impertinent  and  insulting;  and 

Whereas,  The  hour  fixed  by  the  concurrent  resolution  of  both  houses 
has  now  arrived:  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  said  resolution  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  hour  of  half-past  eleven  o'clock,  the  time  fixed  by  con- 
current resolution  for  the  final  adjournment  of  the  legislature, 
having  arrived,  the  president  of  the  Senate  announced  that  the 
session  of  the  Senate  of  Kansas  of  1891  was  adjourned  without 
date.
